Mr.  E.  J.  Bishop,  chemist  and  druggist,  Folkestone,  has 
been  installed  W.M.  of  the  Temple  Lodge  of  Freemasons  (558). 

Mr.  Leonard  Ratcliffe,  lately  in  business  as  a  druggist  at 
Stalybridge,  has  been  appointed  Master  of  Saddleworth 
Workhouse. 

Edward  Hopkins,  of  Tatsfield,  has  been  fined 21.  and  8s.  Qd. 
costs  for  selling  Mother  Seigel's  syrup,  he  not  having  a 
patent-medicine  licence. 

Mr.  Leonard  Usher,  son  of  Mr.  Robert  Usher,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Silsden,  left  Leeds  on  March  9  for  Chatham,  prior 
to  going  out  to  the  war. 

The  Manchester  mineral-water  manufacturers  and  bottlers 
have  resolved,  on  account  of  the  great  loss  by  breakages,  to 
charge  in  future  l\d.  per  doz.  for  bottles. 

A  wine-licence  has  been  granted  to  Mr.  C.  J.  Childs, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Guildford,  and  a  spirit-licence  to  Mr. 
H.  E.  Clement,  chemist  and  druggist,  Hampton. 

The  Lexden  and  Winstree  Board  of  Guardians  have 
accepted  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Corbyn,  Stacey  &  Co .,  London, 
for  the  supply  of  drugs  for  the  ensuing  half-year. 

At  Newcastle  on  March  12,  William  Haswell,  a  hair- 
dresser, was  fined  10s.  and  costs  for  having  exposed  for  sale 
J.  G.  Perkins's  embrocation  without  having  a  licence. 

Mr.  Herbert  Frank  Cook,  chemist  aad  druggist,  New 
Chesterton,  has  been  elected  to  the  Cambridgeshire  County 
Council.  Mr.  Cook  is  also  a  member  of  the  Chesterton 
Urban  District  Council. 

Canterbury  City  Council  has  increased  the  salary  of  the 
public  analyst,  Mr.  Sidney  Harvey,  from  80/.  to  105/.  per 
annum,  because  of  increased  duties  owing  to  the  demands  of 
the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

Mr.  Algernon  S.  Campkin,  J.P..  chemist  and  druggist,  has 
been  returned  unopposed  a  member  of  the  Cambridge 
Board  of  Guardians,  of  which  he  has  been  Vice-Chairman 
for  a  considerable  period. 

On  March  11  the  students  of  the  Nottingham  School  of 
Pharmacy  visited  the  chemical-works  of  the  Nottingham 
County  Council  at  Giltbrooke,  when  Mr.  Curry,  manager, 
explained  things  to  them. 

High  Wycombe  Board  of  Guardians  has  accepted  the 
tender  of  Messrs.  Young  &  Coley,  chemists  and  druggists, 
High  Wycombe,  for  the  supply  of  cod-liver  oil  quinine  and 
disinfectants  to  the  workhouse. 

John  Henry  Blake  has  been  fined  5/.,  or  a  month's  im- 
prisonment, for  stealing  a  cask  containing  40  gals,  of 
petroleum,  value  11.  lis.,  the  property  of  Mr.  Albert  Smith, 
chemist,  High  Street,  Newport-upon-Usk. 

The  Maldon  Town  Council  recently  adopted  the  recom- 
mendation of  their  sanitary  committee  to  pay  the  local 
medical  men  3.?.  per  case  for  injecting  antitoxin,  and  to 
purchase  a  spraying-apparatus  for  use  in  infectious  cases  at 
a  cost  of  eight  guineas. 

A  man  was  committed  for  trial  at  Brentford  on  March  9 
on  a  charge  of  breaking  and  entering  the  warehouse  at 
Warwick  Lodge,  Pownall  Road,  Hounslow,  and  stealing 
twenty-three  bottles  of  perfume,  valued  at  10/.,  the  property 
of  Mr.  Andrew  Pears,  J.P. 

A  man  named  Louis  Groppe  has  been  committed  for  trial 
on  a  charge  of  stealing  thirteen  gross  tooth-brushes,  worth 
25/.,  the  property  of  Charles  Lounen,  of  Paris.  [Compare 
with  this  the  note  by  our  Paris  correspondent  in  C.  §  B., 
March  9,  page  380.] 


The  quarterly  report  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Seyler,  analyst  to  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council,  states  that  amongst  the  samples 
taken  were  seven  of  malt  vinegar,  two  of  tincture  of  bella- 
donna, and  one  each  of  milk  of  sulphur,  camphorated  oil, 
and  aromatic  spirit  of  ammonia.  All  were  found  to  be 
genuine. 

At  Clerkenwell  County  Court  on  March  11,  Messrs.  Alfred 
Jay  &  Son,  manufacturers,  166d  Pentonville  Road,  sued 
Scott's  Drug  Company,  68  Qaeen  Street,  Morley,  Yorks,  to- 
recover  the  sum  of  12/.  15s.,  balance  of  account  for  goods 
supplied.  There  was  no  appearance  for  the  defendants,  and 
judgment  was  entered  for  the  plaintiffs  with  costs. 

The  vexed  question  relating  to  bovril  at  Atcham  is  not 
dead  yet.  The  Board  of  Guardians  again  discussed  the 
relative  merits  of  beef-tea  and  bovril,  and  their  latest  pro- 
cedure is  to  withdraw  the  direction  to  the  medical  officer 
that  bovril  should  only  be  used  where  necessary  in  the 
infirmary  alone,  and  to  decide  that  the  medical  officer  should 
use  bovril  at  his  discretion. 

An  application  was  made  to  Mr.  Justice  Lawrance  on 
March  12  on  bahalf  of  Mrs.  Griffiths,  wife  of  a  chemist's 
assistant,  who  shot  her  and  was  sent  to  prison  for  nine 
months.  The  wife  now  desires  the  order  for  judicial  separa- 
tion then  made  to  be  carried  into  effect  forthwith,  and  his 
Lordship  said  notice  should  b3  given  for  parties  to  attend  in 
court,  when  terms  would  be  agreed  upon. 

The  two  youths  charged  with  stealing  10s.  from  Messrs. 
Evans,  Lescher  &  Webb,  wholesale  druggists,  Bartholomew 
Close,  E.C.,  were  brought  up  on  remand  at  the  Guildhall  on 
March  8,  but  in  consideration  of  their  having  been  locked  up 
for  some  time,  they  were  discharged.  The  Alderman 
recommended  them  to  apply  to  the  Court  Missionary  for 
assistance,  as  their  characters  were  now  damaged. 

In  a  County  Court  action  at  Clerkenwell  last  week,  a 
widow,  named  Daunterre,  was  sued  for  32/.  5s.  by  a  trades- 
man for  work  done.  Defendant  said  she  ordered  the  work 
on  behalf  cf  the  landlord,  Mr.  Frederick  Montague  Arundel. 
Mr.  Arundel,  in  examination,  said  he  was  a  bookmaker,  but 
had  formerly  been  a  chemist,  having  had  shops  in  Blackheath 
and  Whitechapel  Road.  Judgment  was  ultimately  entered 
for  the  defendant. 

The  jury  in  the  Liverpool  City  Coroner's  inquiry  into  the 
death  of  a  woman  supposed  to  have  been  poisoned  by  arsenical 
beer,  after  a  hearing  which  lasted  eleven  days,  found  that 
the  cause  of  death  was  arsenical  poison  through  drinking- 
beer.  Bostocks'  directors  they  thought  not  culpably  negli- 
gent;  Nicholsons'  (acid-manufacturers)  not  culpably  liable  ; 
Cook  (Bostocks'  works  chemist)  negligent,  but  not  culpably 
so;  and  Dr.  Morris  (supervising  chemist)  had  displayed  great 
(but  not  culpable)  carelessness  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

On  March  11,  at  the  Marylebone  Board  of  Guardians, 
the  tender  of  Messrs.  Hodgkinson,  Prestons  &  King,  of 
Bishopsgate  Street  Without,  E.C.,  to  supply  the  infirmary 
and  the  north  and  south  dispensaries  with  drugs  as  per 
detailed  tender  for  the  sum  of  266/.  3s.  10<2.,  was  accepted. 
The  tender  of  Leslies  (Limited),  of  29  Walbrook,  E.C., 
to  supply  the  infirmary,  the  north  and  south  dispensaries, 
with  druggist  sundries  as  per  detailed  tender  for  the  sum  of 
168/.  13s.  3d.,  subject  to  references  to  be  obtained  by  the 
clerk  being  satisfactory,  was  accepted. 

The  Arsenic  Commission. 

The  Royal  Commission  appointed  to  inquire  into  the 
presence  of  arsenic  in  beer  and  other  foodstuffs  again  met  on 
March  7,  when  Mr.  Gordon  Salamon  concluded  his  evidence, 
which  was  chiefly  in  regard  to  the  purity  of  foreign  glucose 
and  the  manufacture  and  quality  of  sulphuric  acid.  Mr. 
Salamon  stated  that  Sicilian  brimstone  is  generally  free  from 
arsenic,  but  whether  sulphuric  acid  was  made  from  this  or 
from  pyrites  it  should  be  tested  for  arsenic.  He  considered 
that  maltsters  should  use  anthracite  instead  of  gas-coke,  as 
the  latter  sometimes  yields  arsenical  vapour.  Mr.  J.  G. 
Groves,  M.P.,  chairman  and  managing  director  of  Messrs, 
Groves  &  Whitnall  (Limited),  brewers,  Manchester,  was  the 
next  witness,  and  his  evidence  was  in  respect  to  the  use  of 
glucose  and  invert  sugar,  the  latter  being  used  for  priming, 
and  although  it  is  the  dearer  material  it  is  used  in  making 
the  cheapest  beer,  1^  lb.  going  to  the  barrel,  according  to 
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Professor  Thorpe,  who  so  informed  the  Chairman.  After 
August,  1900,  his  company  began  to  use  Bostocks'  materials, 
as  the  Battersea  firm  from  whom  they  had  obtained  their 
supplies  previously  were  unable  to  continue  them.  They 
made  thirty-one  brews  with  arsenic  material,  amounting  to 
about  a  quarter  of  a  million  gallons,  of  which  they  destroyed 
143,350  gals.  About  i  gr.  of  arsenic  was  the  average  in 
■each  pound  of  invert  sugar,  and  the  quantity  of  arsenic  in 
the  beer  ranged  from  ^  to  gr.  At  the  conclusion  of  Mr. 
<Jroves's  evidence  the  Chairman  said  the  Commission  were 
much  indebted  to  him  for  his  evidence — for  his  prompt 
action  and  for  his  beneficent  influence  over  the  other  brewers 
who  had  loyally  followed  on  his  initiative.  The  disaster 
would,  but  for  the  admirable  conduct  of  Mr.  Groves,  have 
been  far  more  widespread.  Mr.  E.  W.  T.  Jones  was  the  next 
witness,  and  his  evidence  was  in  respect  to  the  arsenical  con- 
dition of  Bo-tocks'  glucose,  which  he  said  was  the  only 
source  of  arsenic  in  respect  to  one  specimen  of  malt  that  he 
had  examined.  There  was  now,  he  said,  no  cause  for 
anxiety. 

On  Wednesday,  March  13,  Dr.  Thomas  Stevenson,  F.E.S  , 
was  examined  in  regard  to  the  existence  of  arsenic  in  foods 
and  as  to  its  detection.  In  the  course  of  his  evidence  he 
stated  that  he  had  met  with  no  commercial  borax  or  boric 
acid  free  from  arsenic— 0  35  gr.  per  lb.  was  the  maximum, 
and  0  035  gr.  the  minimum. 

The  Sale  of  Carbolic  Acid. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Braintree  Urban  District 
Council  lately  reported  upon  the  order  received  from  the 
Privy  Council  declaring  carbolic  acid  a  poison.  They  recom- 
mended that  in  the  distribution  of  that  article  it  should  be 
distinctly  labelled  "  Poison  —  not  for  internal  use."  A 
member  stated  that  in  Germany  they  had  upon  all  bottles 
containing  poison  a  death's-head  and  crossbones,  which 
he  thought  would  be  sufficient  to  frighten  anyone.  Mr. 
Johnson  remarked  that  the  Committee  had  b?fore  them  a 
scheme  whereby  even  those  who  could  neither  read  nor  see 
could  understand  that  a  bottle  contained  poison.  Mr. 
Pilcher :  Yes ;  a  squeaky  cork  was  suggested.  The  Com- 
mittee's report  was  adopted. 

Substantial  Satisfaction. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Ipswich  Board  of  Guardians  on 
March  8,  it  was  reported  that  the  new  arrangements  under 
•which  the  work  of  medical  relief  had  been  centralised,  the 
Board  employing  its  own  dispenser  and  finding  its  own 
■drugs,  had  given  entire  satisfaction.  When  Mr.  W.  Cornell, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  was  appointed  dispenser,  the 
number  of  prescriptions  that  would  require  to  be  made  up 
■was  estimated  at  eight  per  day.  The  number,  however,  had 
averaged  twenty,  and  once  had  gone  up  to  forty-two.  This 
■was  due  to  the  great  prevalence  of  sickness  and  to  the 
greater  convenience  of  the  new  arrangement.  The  people 
!had  great  confidence,  the  Chairman  added,  in  the  medicine 
now  given  them,  while  they  had  not  always  had  confidence 
in  medicine  obtained  elsewhere.  Large  numbers  of  the 
poor  who,  perhaps  to  their  own  peril,  formerly  did  without 
attendance  and  medicine,  now  availed  themselves  of  the 
greater  facilities  provided.  The  result  was  that  their  dis- 
penser, Mr.  Cornell,  was  absurdly  underpaid  for  his  services, 
and  he  moved  that  his  salary  be  increased  from  20/.  to  351. 
per  annum.  A  general  feeling  was  expressed  that  the  pro- 
posed increase  was  not  sufficient,  and  it  was  unanimously 
•resolved  to  double  the  dispenser's  salary,  and  make  it  40/.  a 
year. 

Mineral-water  Bottle  Exchange. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  London  Mineral-water  Bottle 
Exchange  and  Trade  Protection  Society  was  held  at  the 
Hotel  Cecil  on  March  15,  Mr.  Adpar  Jones  (Idris  &  Co.)  in 
the  chair.  There  was  a  large  and  representative  attend- 
ance. The  report  presented  by  Mr.  Walter  Davenport 
(the  Secretary)  showed  a  satisfactory  year's  working,  as 
proved  by  the  following  totals  of  members'  property'that 
had  passed  through  the  Bottle  Exchange :— 563,682  dozen 
bottles,  45,946  boxes,  39,673  syphons,  and  747  casks.  After 
paying  all  expenses  of  collection  and  sending  out  to  respec- 
tive owners,  there  was  a  profit  of  897.  6*  9d.  The  Council 
congratulated  the  members  upon  the  fact  that  though, 
during  the  year  there  had  been  concessions,  deaths,  &c,  the 


Society  was  two  members  stronger  than  last  year,  and  now 
totalled  324  members.  The  principal  topic  for  discussion 
was  the  question  of  bottle  charging,  the  meeting  being  of 
opinion  that  if  this  was  universally  adopted  there  would  be 
a  considerable  saving  to  the  members  of  the  Society,  and 
no  hardship  upon  the  consumer.  There  was  also  an  opinion 
expressed  that  the  general  prices  of  mineral  waters  might  be 
increased  to  the  retailer  and  consumer,  seeing  the  increased 
cost  of  bottles,  coals,  and  labour  ;  but  no  resolution  was  come 
to  upon  the  subject.  The  Council  and  officers  were  re- 
elected. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  parity  of  vinegar  is  exciting  the  lay  press  here.  As  a 
great  deal  of  it  is  made  from  glucose  a  suggestion  is  made 
that  the  buyer  should  be  furnished  with  an  analyst's  certifi- 
cate that  the  sample  is  free  from  arsenic  and  other  deleterious 
substances. 

Some  time  ago  in  the  notes  from  this  city  was  reported 
a  case  of  a  young  pharmacist  getting  a  billiard-ball  in  his 
mouth  and  having  to  go  to  the  nearest  surgery  to  have  it 
removed  and  some  teeth  with  it.  Would  you  be  surprised  to 
learn  that  another  young  person  has  tried  the  feat  during 
the  past  week  with  equal  success  1 

The  great  variation  in  the  wording  of  the  new  Bill  has 
caused  much  surprise,  and  has  brought  its  complexity  into 
prominencc,and,as  one  here  says,  it  is  calculated  to  "fumble  " 
the  very  best  pharmacist  and  any  but  the  astute  lawyer.  It 
seemed  to  another  destined  to  be  a  great  bone  of  contention 
if  it  should|  succeed  in  becoming  an  Act,  and  a  good 
thing  for  men  of  the  law. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  that  such  an  excellent  insti- 
tution as  the  Botanical  Gardens  at  Edgbaston  should  end 
its  financial  year  with  a  deficit  of  over  500Z.  It  is  here  that 
many  plants  of  pharmaceutical  interest  are  to  b3  found 
growing,  and  which  the  late  Mr.  W.  S  juthall  greatly  in- 
terested himself  in  seeing  cultivatf  d,  and  whose  mantle  has 
now  fallen  upon  Professor  Hillhouse. 

Professor  Percy  Frankland,  F.R.S.,  delivered  his  presi- 
dential address  to  the  University  Chemical  Society  on 
Monday  evening,  his  subject  beiDg  natural  and  artificial 
indigo.  The  first  part  of  the  lecture  was  historical.  The 
professor  then  went  on  to  speak  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
indigo  plant  is  cultivated  and  the  dye  manufactured  in 
India.  He  described  how  the  dye  is  employed,  and  its 
chemical  properties.  Reference  was  finally  made  to  Baeyer's 
synthesis  of  indigo  in  1870,  and  Professor  Frankland 
mentioned  that  the  Badische  Company,  who  are  now  manu- 
facturing artificial  indigo,  spent  a  million  sterling  on  the 
investigation  before  producing  a  pennyworth  of  the  dye. 
The  usual  statistics  as  to  this  company's  scientific  staff  were 
given  once  more. 

Chemists  in  Public  Life. 

Besides  the  elections  noted  last  week,  the  following  have 
taken  place  :  — 

Mr.  V.  A.  Wills,  chemist,  Merthjr,  has  been  elected  to  the 
local  School  Board.

Football. 

A  match  was  played  on  March  9  between  the  Metropolitan 
College  team  and  the  London  Devonian  reserves,  resulting 
in  a  win  for  the  former  by  four  goals  to  two. 

H.A.M.C.  Enlistment. 

A  new  Army  Order,  issued  on  March  11,  provides  for  the 
enlistment  of  a  certain  number  of  men  trained  in  ambulance 
and  nursing  duties,  for  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  for 
the  duration  of  the  war  in  South  Africa.  Men  must  be 
between  20  and  40  years  of  age,  physically  fit,  and  of  good 
character.  They  will  be  enlisted  as  privates  and  receive  3s. 
a  day  (compounders  3s.  6d.  a  day),  free  kit,  rations  on  active 
service,  passage  abroad  and  home,  and  a  gratuity  of  51.  at 
the  termination  of  the  war.  Married  men  may  be  accepted, 
and  facilities  will  be  given,  when  possible,  for  their  families 
joining  them  in  South  Africa  on  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

"War-office  Laboratory. 

The  War  Office,  on  the  advice  of  the  Explosives  Committee, 
has  sanctioned  the  erection  of  a  laboratory  and  an  experi- 
mental establishment  for  the  Committee,  with  a  complete 
staff,  including  a  chemist.  This  is  well  in  hand  and  should 
be  in  working  order  in  a  few  weeks. 

Bearding  the  Coroner. 

At  Manchester  on  March  8,  Dr.  Fraser,  for  not  reporting 
the  sudden  death  of  a  man  named  Wm.  Goldthorpe,  who  had 
fallen  in  an  apoplectic  fit  and  upset  a  kettle  of  boiling  water 
upon  himself,  was  called  before  the  City  Coroner  and  told 
that  all  such  cases  should  be  reported  to  him.  Dr.  Fraser 
said  he  knew  better  what  the  man  had  died  from  than  the 
Coroner  ;  in  his  opinion  the  man  had  died  from  apoplexy  ; 
the  scalds  had  nothing  to  do  with  death  ;  and  he  tboughr,  in 
order  to  spare  the  relatives  trouble  and  hardship,  an  inquest 
might  have  been  dispensed  with.  The  Coroner  expressed 
his  surprise  that  any  medical  man  should  make  such  an 
assertion. 

Fires 

A  fire  broke  out  on  March  13  in  the  cellar  underneath  the 
premises  of  Mr.  W.    Proctor,  chemist,  GraiDger  Street, 


Newcastle.  In  the  course  of  about  twenty  minutes  the  fire 
was  got  under  and  practically  extinguished.  The  damage 
done  has  not  yet  been  ascertained. 

Damage  to  the  extent  of  several  hundred  pounds  was  done 
by  a  fire  which  occurred  on  March  2  at  the  Mitcham  works 
of  Messrs.  Typke  &  King,  manufacturing  chemists.  The  fire 
broke  out  in  a  building  stored  with  chemicals,  and  the  staff 
of  workmen,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  senior  partner 
of  the  firm,  Mr.  P.  G.  W.  Typke,  F.I C,  attempted  to  save 
the  building  pending  the  arrival  of  the  three  fire-brigades 
which  had  been  summoned.  These  efforts  proved  futile,  and 
the  building  and  its  contents  were  destroyed.  The  fire  has 
not  interfered  with  business. 

Cheap  Patents. 
At  Stratford,  on  March  8,  a  labourer  named  Nichols  was 
sentenced  to  twenty-one  days'  hard  labour  for  stealing  five 
bottles  of  Scott's  emulsion,  valued  at  8s.  \\d.,  from  the 
steamship  Buteshire.  Prisoner  had  been  working  on  the 
steamer  assisting  in  loading  cases  of  Scott's  emulsion.  A 
case  was  found  broken  with  fifteen  bottles  stolen  from  it. 

Yorkshire  Drugs. 

The  Public  Analyst  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
(Mr.  A  H.  Allen),  in  his  annual  report,  presented  this  week, 
states  that  of  207  samples  of  drugs  which  had  been  taken 
48  were  adulterated  and  16  doubtful.  The  adulteration  was 
mainly  in  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  of  which  35  samples  out  of 
68  were  more  or  less  unsatisfactory.  He  expressed  his 
regret  that  the  spirit  was  kept  by  shopkeepers  who  were  not 
aware  of  its  remarkable  liability  to  change  and  did  not 
know  how  to  deal  with  it  properly.  Adverting  to  the 
mercury-ointment  appeal,  which  had  resulted  in  favour  of 
the  Council,  Mr  Allen  remarked: — 

A  formidable  attempt  has  been  made  of  late  to  degrade  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  from  the  position  it  formerly  held  as  the 
substantial  authority  and  guide  as  to  the  composition  and 
character  of  the  preparations  described  therein,  and  to  reduce  it 
to  the  status  of  a  mere  collection  of  unauthoritative  recipes.  A 
practical  consequence  of  the  recent  decision  will  probably  be  the 
accelerated  production  of  a  new  edition  of  the^British  Pharma- 
copoeia, with  the  elimination  of  objectionable  synonyms  and  of 
articles  which  are  not  of  remedial  value  except  under  certain 
conditions. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Our  record  shows  that  during  the  past  week  fifteen 
poisoning  fatalities  have  taken  place,  only  two  of  which 
were  caused  by  poisons  not  on  the  schedule.  That  estab- 
lished favourite,  spirit  of  salt,  was  one  of  these,  while  the 
other  was  a  solution  of  a  sheep-dip  locally  known  as 
"marcarum,"  taken  by  a  Holmfirth  farmer's  wife.  Amongst 
the  scheduled  poisons  laudanum  holds  the  first  place,  being 
responsible  for  four  deaths.  Carbolic  acid  caused  three, 
prussic  acid  and  oxalic  acid  two  each,  the  remaining  two 
being  due  to  a  poisonous  liniment  (contents  not  stated) 
taken  in  mistake,  and  a  3d.  packet  of  vermin-killer  which  a 
St.  Helens  woman  obtained  from  Mr.  C.  W.  Swift,  chemist, 
Baldwin  Street,  St.  Helens,  and  administered  to  herself  and 
her  child.

The  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland,  Dublin,  have  again  been 
appointed  contractors  for  drugs  to  his  Majesty's  troops  in 
Ireland.  The  Hall  has  held  already  the  contract  for  eighty- 
four  years. 

Burglars  Busy  in  Belfast. 

Quite  an  epidemic  in  burglaries  has  taken  place  at  Belfast 
recently,  many  even  quite  close  to  the  rooms  of  the  con- 
stabulary. The  druggists  have  not  escaped,  as  among  the 
premises  entered  were  those  of  Mr.  Samuel  Hill,  Ravenhill 
Road,  but  fortunately  not  much  property  was  taken. 
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Business  Changes.

McKinny's  Pharmacy, 
Cookstown,  has  been  purchased  by  the  former  proprietor, 
Mr.  Samuel  McKinny,  L.P.S.I.,  who  will  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness in  future.  Marshall's  Drug-stores,  Dnngannon,  has 
also  been  taken  back  by  the  former  owner,  Mr.  R.  C. 
Marshall,  who  will  continue  the  business  in  future.  Mr. 
A.  W.  Mann,  L. P.S.I. ,  formerly  manager  of  the  branch  at 
Market  Street,  Lurgan  (formerly  Calvert  &  Co.),  has  taken 
over  the  business,  and  will  conduct  the  same  in  future 
under  the  style  of  A.  W.  Mann's  Lurgan  Medical  Hall. 

New  Drug-tender  Forms. 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  issued  a  revised  form 
of  tender  and  prescribed  list  of  medicines  and  medical  and 
surgical  appliances,  and  in  circulating  these  documents 
the  Board  state,  for  the  information  of  Poor-law  Guar- 
dians, that  in  future  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  a 
contract  for  medical  and  surgical  appliances  unless  he  is 
either  a  manufacturer  or  dealer  therein  and  satisfies  the 
L.G.B.  that  he  has  in  stock  a  full  assortment  of  articles  on 
the  prescribed  list.  In  most  cases  the  prices  for  medicines 
are  the  same  as  those  given  in  the  tender-form  issued  by 
the  Board  in  1899,  but  the  number  of  articles  has  been  in- 
creased from  416  to  477,  including  25  of  the  tabloid  products 
manufactured  by  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.,  and 
boxes,  measures,  bottles,  &c.  To  the  list  is  also  appsnded  a 
schedule  for  prices  for  empty  returns.  The  form  of  tender 
provides  that  firms  tendering  shall  state  their  percentage  of 
abatement  on  the  prices  quoted.  The  following  instances  of 
alterations  will  show  the  nature  of  the  changes  on  the  list : —

On  Thursday  morning,  March  7,  a  fire  occurred  in  the  back 
store  of  the  shop  of  Mr.  David  Mason,  chemist,  104  Raeburn 
Place,  Edinburgh.  The  fire  was  fortunately  not  extensive, 
and  only  part  of  the  flooring  and  some  goods  were  damaged. 

Personal. 

Mr.  Gilbert  Simpson,  Ph.O,  from  the  School  of  Phar 
macy,  Royal  Dispensary,  Edinburgh,  has  been  appointed 
teacher  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Robert  Gordon's  College, 
Aberdeen,  in  room  of  Mr.  H.  E.  Ellis,  Ph.C,  resigned. 

Mr.  John  Glen,  one  of  the  assistants  to  the  Scottish  Drug 
Depot  (Limited),  at  16  Nicolson  Street,  Edinburgh,  was  on 
March  9  presented  by  his  fellow-workers  with  a  case  of  pipes 
on  the  occasion  of  his  leaving  for  South  Africa  with  the 
Imperial  Yeomanry. 

Mysterious  Mortality  in  Foxes. 

The  police  authorities  are  exercised  at  present  with 
suspected  poisoning  of  dogs  and  foxes  in  the  county  of 
Linlithgow.  Besides  one  or  two  dogs,  it  is  said  that  no 
fewer  than  thirteen  foxes  had  been  found  dead  (evidently 
poisoned)  in  the  neighbourhoods  of  Bormie  and  Longmuir. 
Fox  poisoning  is  no  new  thing  in  the  county,  and,  as  now,  it 
has  always  been  productive  of  considerable  sensation.  On 
the  present  occasion  the  authorities  have  offered  a  reward  of 
257.  to  any  one  who  will  give  such  information  as  will  lead 
to  the  identification  of  the  person  or  persons  concerned. 

Government  Chemists  Decline  Private  Analyses. 
Arising  out  of  the  "  Arsenic  in  Borax  "  prosecutions  which 
failed  at  Paisley  a  few  weeks  ago  (C.  $  B ,  February  16\ 
page  279),  the  local  authority  decided  to  send  the  remaining 
one-third  of  the  samples  to  the  Government  laboratories  for 
expert  analysis.  The  authorities  there,  however,  have  re- 
fused the  request  on  the  ground,  it  is  understood,  that  if 
analyses  were  desired,  the  samples  ought  to  have  been 
remitted  to  them  at  the  time  by  the  Judge  in  the  case,  as 
they  make  it  an  invariable  rule  never  to  analyse  for  private 
purposes.  The  case  having  been  disposed  of  in  court,  they 
will  not  interfere. 

The  Dunfermline  Analyst. 

The  Dunfermline  Town  Council  are  indignant  at  the 
refusal  of  the  Local  Government  Board  to  sanction  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  G.  D.  Macdougald,  of  Dundee,  as  public 
analyst  for  the  royal  borough.  The  Council  consider  the 
refusal  an  unjustifiable  interference  with  the  reasonable 
exercise  by  the  local  authority  of  their  statutory  powers,  and 
the  Town  Clerk  has  been  instructed  to  draw  up  a  memorandum 
to  be  submitted  to  Sir  H.  Campbell-Bannerman,  setting  forth 
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the  facts.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  Mr.  Ivison  Macadam 
holds  the  appointment  and  will  not  resign,  so  Mr.  Macdougald 
cannot  accept  an  appointment  which  another  analyst  holds. 

The  Use  of  Poison-bottles. 

Mr.  William  Cammings,  Secretary  of  the  Forfarshire 
Chemists'  Association,  has  received  the  following  letter  from 
Mr.  A.  Agnew,  Procurator-Fiscal,  Dundee  :— 

Dispensing  of  Poisons. 

Dear  Sir, — Within  the  last  few  clays  I  have  had  brought  under 
my  notice  a  case  where  a  chemist  in  Dundee  contravened 
Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  two  cases  of  other 
chemists  contravening  the  regulations  adopted  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain,  approved  by  the  Privy  Council 
on  January  31,  1899. 

I  have  intimated  to  the  offenders  that,  unless  a  good  deal  more 
attention  is  paid  to  the  matter  by  chemists  and  their  assistants,  I 
will  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  prosecute  offenders. 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  perhaps  your  Society  might  be  able, 
by  circular  or  otherwise,  to  bring  this  matter  under  the  special 
attention  of  members.  I  would  prefer  if  the  gentlemen  of  your 
profession  would  save  me  the  disagreeable  duty  of  prosecuting 
them  for  matters  which  should  be  well  within  their  knowledge ; 
but  if  there  is  a  continuance  of  the  present  loose  practices,  there 
will  be  no  other  course  open  to  me.

Oa  calling  upon  the  Procurator-Fiscal,  Mr.  Cummings 
wa<  informed  that  the  breaches  of  the  Poison  Regulations, 
1899,  consisted  in  selling  laudanum  in  plain  bottles  instead 
of  "  poison  "-bottles.  This  is  not  a  breach  of  the  regu- 
lations, because  poison- bottles  are  to  be  used  only  for 
embrocations,  liniments,  and  lotions  containing  scheduled 
poisons.  The  Procurator-Fiscal's  excessive  zeal  appears  to 
be  due  to  the  fact  that  during  recent  months  several  cases 
of  suicide  by  laudanum  have  taken  place  in  Dundee.  He 
has  since  been  asked  what  authority  he  has  for  his 
statement,  and  he  forensically  says :  "  The  Regulation 
is  not  so  clearly  expressed  as  it  might  be,  but,  as  its 
provisions  were  intended  to  be  remedial,  they  fail  to  be 
interpreted  in  a  manner  which  will  give  most  effect  to  that 
intention."  He  trusts  that  "  chemists  in  town  will  hereafter 
adopt  the  more  liberal  interpretation  of  the  Regulation,  as 
being  not  only  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  Regula- 
tion, but  also  in  the  interest  of  public  safety." 

Who  is  Liable? 
In  the  Court  of  Session  on  March  12,  Lord  Stormonth 
Darling  heard  evidence  in  an  action  raised  by  Wm.  Brember, 
Strathaven,  against  John  Rutherford,  joiner,  Annan,  to 
suspend  execution  of  a  warrant  under  a  decree  obtained 
by  Rutherford  in  a  small-debt  action  for  9/.  19s.  and  18s.  4i. 
of  expenses  against  Brember  &  Co.,  cash  chemists,  for  altera- 
tions executed  by  him  on  a  shop  at  134  High  Street,  Annan. 
The  evidence  for  the  respondent  was  to  the  effect  that 
Brember  was  the  tenant  of  the  shop  which  was  carried  on 
as  "  Brember  &  Co."  by  William  Flync,  and  was  liable  for 
the  debt.  Mrs.  Flynn,  wife  of  Wm.  Flynn,  chemist  and 
druggist,  said  her  husband  carried  on  business  under  the 
name  of  Brember  &  Co.,  cash  chemists,  in  Annan,  last 
year.  The  name  of  Brember  &  Co.  was  put  up  to  conceal 
her  husband's  name,  as  he  had  been  in  trouble.  Mr.  Brember, 
who  was  her  brother-in-law,  came  to  see  her  in  Hall,  when 
her  husband  was  in  prison,  and  offered  to  assist  him  by  start- 
ing him  in  business.  Her  husband  got  a  loan  from  Mr. 
Brembt  r  of  100Z.,  and  with  that  and  552.  which  belonged  to  her 
he  staited  business  in  Annan,  putting  up  the  title  ''Brember 
&  Co.,  cash  chemists,"  without  consulting  Mr.  Brember. 
dhe  did  not  know  where  her  husband  was  now.  The  corn- 
plainer,  in  his  evidence,  denied  having  heard  Flynn  say  to 
the  proprietor  of  the  shop  that  he  was  to  be  tenant  and 
Flynn  manager.  He  expected  the  business  would  be  carried 
on  in  Flynn's  name,  and  when  he  saw  "  Brember  &  Co." 
above  the  door  he  protested  against  it  to  Flync,  who  said 
people  would  think  it  was  a  branch  of  some  big  firm  in 
London  or  Edinburgh,  and  that  it  would  be  all  right.  Before 
Flynn's  estate  was  sequestrated  witness  went  to  Annan,  and 
Flynn  unwillingly  signed  an  agreement  giving  him  security 
oyer  the  business  for  the  100/.  loan.  His  Lordship  adjourned 
his  decision.

The  X-rays  Misdemeanour  to  which  reference  has  been 
made  in  our  issue  of  February  23,  resulted  in  the  doctor  who 
treated  his  lady  patient  by  the  rays  being  condemned  to  pay 
her  5,000f.  (200Z.)  damages. 

Celluloid  Again.  —  During  a  concert  in  Paris  on 
March  10,  a  fair-haired  English  girl  suddenly  sprang  to  her 
feet,  her  head  a  mass  of  flames.  Two  gentlemen  threw  their 
overcoats  over  her  and  extinguished  the  blaze.  The  young 
lady,  who  lost  all  her  hair,  explained  that  she  was  in  the 
habit  of  using  an  "antiseptic  "  hair-wash  whose  ingredients 
usually  contained  an  admixture  of  ether  or  petroleum.  The 
heat  from  a  stove  close  to  where  she  was  sitting  acting  upon 
a  celluloid  comb  did  the  rest. 

The  Shooting  Case. — Baron  Scoppa  Vanni  has  been 
arrested  on  the  charge  of  murdering  Dr.  Curel,  of  Cagnes, 
near  Nice,  and  attempting  to  murder  M.  Latty,  a  pharmacist 
of  the  same  place,  by  shooting  at  him  in  the  street.  The 
prisoner,  who  is  an  Italian,  ill-treated  his  wife  and 
squandered  her  fortune  at  the  gamiDg-tables.  The  doctor 
expostulated  with  the  Baron,  as  the  lady's  health  was 
suffering  severely.  The  pharmacist  supported  the  doctor, 
hence  the  prisoner's  revengeful  act. 

A  Heavy  Sentence. — Referring  to  the  sentence  of  a  phar- 
macist to  six  months'  imprisonment  and  a  fine  of  ll,000f. 
(reported  in  our  last  issue)  for  a  dispensing  error,  M. 
J.  Dorez,  pharmacien  at  Nancy  and  President  of  the  Lor- 
raine Society  of  Pharmacy,  writes  pointing  out  the  cruelty 
of  inflicting  six  months'  imprisonment  on  a  man  who  may 
almost  already  be  termed  old,  and  to  refuse  him  the  benefit 
of  the  First  Offenders  Act,  which  is  given  too  readily  to 
criminals  under  the  common  law.  The  unhappy  parents  of 
the  little  victims  are  pitied,  but  no  thought  is  given  for  an 
instant  to  the  involuntary  author  of  an  error,  the  nature  of 
which  is  fortunately  rare  in  spite  of  the  severe  stress  of 
work  often  thrown  on  pharmacists. 

Annexing  the  Patents. — There  was  a  certain  irony  about 
some  of  the  evidence  given  in  a  case  that  is  still  sub  judiee 
here.  A  pharmacist's  assistant,  named  Mourier,  has  been 
arrested  on  the  charge  of  stealing  a  quantity  of  patent 
medicines  from  one  of  the  large  cutting-pharmacies  where 
he  was  employed,  and  selling  them  to  pharmacists  whose 
names  have  transpired.  These  will  be  charged  with  receiving 
stolen  goods,  as,  although  they  may  have  acted  with  a 
certain  degree  of  good  faith  it  is  held  that  they  ought 
to  have  been  on  their  guard  against  offers  of  patent 
medicines  made  under  current  wholesale  prices.  The 
piquant  part  comes  in  from  the  fact  that  Mourier's  employer, 
from  whom  the  goods  were  stolen,  also  bought  a  certain 
quantity  back  at  reduced  rates. 

New  Alcoholic-drinks  Law. — The  new  law  regarding 
alcoholic  drinks,  which  favours  as  regards  taxation,  those 
which  are  not  of  a  deleterious  nature,  gives  to  the  Academy 
of  Medicine  the  power  to  call  attention  to  injurious  beverages, 
which  may  afterwards  be  prohibited,  in  the  interests  of  the 
public  health.  In  the  public  mind  the  remote  possibility 
exists  of  the  sale  of  the  popular  aperitifs,  or  before  dinner- 
drinks,  such  as  absinthe,  and  vermouth,  being  absolutely 
proscribed.  The  manufacturers,  however,  say  they  do  not 
believe  the  consumption  of  their  products  will  be  interfered 
with,  and  regard  with  tranquillity  the  new  powers  conferred 
on  the  Academy  of  Medicine.  The  new  law  maintains  the 
privileges  of  the  houilleurs  de  cru,  rights  accorded  to  the 
peasants  and  small  farmers  to  distil  a  certain  quantity  of 
alcohol  each  year  for  the  consumption  of  his  family.  This 
has  led  to  drinking  alcohol  of  a  very  high  degree  of  intensity, 
fraud  by  the  dhtiller  both  in  manufacturing  more  alcohol 
than  the  law  allowed  and  the  sale  elsewhere  of  that  which 
he  did  not  consume.  This  alcohol,  invariably  made  from 
bad  fruit  with  defective  apparatus,  is  the  poison  which  the 
law  allows  to  be  drunk  in  families.  The  privilege  is 
aduittedly  the  greatest  cause  of  alcoholism  in  France. 
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Queensland  Company. — The  business  of  Messrs.  Thom- 
son, Chater  &  Co  ,  Brisbane,  has  been  converted  into  a 
limited  liability  company  with  a  capital  of  20,000/. 

Floods  in  Sydney  — Great  damage  was  done  to  business 
premises  in  King  Street,  Sydney,  on  January  21,  by  a  terrific 
rainstorm.  The  damage  done  to  Mr.  Newman's  pharmacy, 
which  had  2  feet  of  water  in  it,  is  estimated  at  from  800/.  to 
1,000/. 

Pharmaceutical  Registers. — The  register  of  the  Phar- 
macy Board  of  Victoria  for  1900  bears  828  names  altogether. 
The  number  of  holders  of  British  and  Irish  qualifications  has 
diminished  from  116  to  112.  The  register  of  Western 
Australia  was  published  in  the  Gazette  of  January  11.  It 
contains  157  names,  an  increase  of  25  on  the  previous  list. 
Thirteen  possess  the  British  or  Irish  qualification. 

Defining  a  Chemist's  Business.— In  connection  with 
the  N.'S.W.  Early-closing  Act  the  Minister  for  Labour  and 
Industry  is  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  making  regulations 
for  determining  the  class  oE  trade  usually  carried  on  by 
various  shopkeepers.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  find  out  what 
the  regular  trade  of  a  pharmacist  is.  In  N.Z  ,  where  an 
Early-closing  Act  has  been  in  force  for  some  years,  it  has 
been  decided  that  photographic-apparatus  and  tea-tablets 
can  be  sold  by  chemists  during  the  disputed  hours. 

Chemist  Warriors. — The  CD. A.  contains  portraits  of 
two  volunteers  from  Australia  for  service  in  South  Africa — 
one  that  of  Corporal  Norman  Alexander  Davidson,  of  Bunda- 
berg,  who  has  returned  home  after  receiving  severe  wounds 
at  the  battle  of  Eland's  River.  Mr.  W.  R.  Weir,  the  other 
volunteer  who  went  out  in  February,  was  apprenticed  with 
Messrs.  George  Lewis  &  Sons,  Melbourne,  and  was  assistant 
subsequently  with  Messrs.  T.  M.  Blackett  &  Son,  Williams- 
town,  and  Mr.  T.  Rankin,  of  Elstemwick. 

Victorian  Customs. — The  Customs  authorities  of  Vic- 
toria have  recently  detained  certain  parcels  of  medicines 
until  the  duty  is  paid  on  the  value  of  the  stamps  which 
should  have  been  affixed  but  were  not,  as  well  as  on  the 
value  of  the  medicines.  The  official  view  of  the  matter  is 
that  the  invoices  show  that  a  sale  took  place  before  exporta- 
tion, and  in  the  absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary  the  duty 
must  b 2  paid.  It  is  stated  that  the  Customs  authorities  will 
not  recognise  "consignments"  of  unstamped  medicines  to 
more  than  one  consignee  in  the  colony.  Nevertheless, 
although  "foreign"  medicines  must  be  stamped  by  the 
first  vendor  in  Britain,  American  medicines  purchased  in 
London,  and  therefore  liable  to  stamp-duty,  are  allowed  to 
enter  Victoria  without  paying  duty  on  the  stamp-duty. 

Reciprocity. — Commenting  on  the  reciprocity  clause  of 
the  December  draft  Pharmacy  Bill,  the  CD. A.  remarks 
that — 

Those  who  have  watched  the  persistent  effort  to  secure  a  com- 
pulsory curriculum,  in  spite  of  the  known  opposition  of  the  greater 
number  of  chemists  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  have  observed 
the  way  in  which  this  particular  provision  has  been  sandwiched 
into  Bill  after  Bill,  cannot  help  recognising  the  astuteness  which 
has  put  the  compulsory  curriculum  and  reciprocity  in  the  same 
clause,  as  if  the  two  had  any  essential  connection.  There  can  be 
no  question  as  to  the  popularity  of  reciprocity  at  the  present  time, 
and  if  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Society  refuses  to  accept  one 
half  of  the  clause  without  the  other  its  chance  of  getting  the 
curriculum  provision  will  certainly  be  greater. 

The  progress  made  in  other  directions  is  thus  summarised. 
New  South  Wales  is  the  centre  of  correspondense.  Victoria 
wants  the  delegates  to  a  conference  to  have  power  to  bind 
their  Boards.  West  Australia  suggests  the  end  of  February 
for  the  conference.  Queensland  wishes  the  whole  question 
left  open  for  discussion  by  the  representatives  of  the  majority 
of  the  colonies.  South  Australia  thinks  uniformity  can  only 
be  arrived  at  by  debating  the  matter  at  a  conference,  The 
New  South  Wales  Board  wishes  to  know  whether  Queensland 
will  accept  the  majority  vote  at  a  conference,  and  will  pro- 
ceed to  obtain  the  necessary  legislation. 


Soutb  Hfrtcan  IRews. 

(From  our  Colonial  Correspondents.) 


Mr.  L.  Hair,  is  opening  a  chemist  business  at  Sea  Point, 
Cape  Colony. 

New  Zealand  and  the  Cape. — Some  New  Zealand 
shipping  firms,  the  Shaw  Savill  Company  and  another  com- 
pany, have  established  a  regular  service  with  South  Africa. 

Bubonic  Plague. — Dr.  Edington,  the  Cape  Government 
analyst,  has  published  a  report  of  his  bacteriological 
investigations,  and  it  agrees  with  that  of  Dr.  Gregory,  referred 
to  in  our  last  issue.  Both  experts  are  assured  that  the  out- 
break is  bubonic  in  character.  The  preventive  sanitary 
measures  adopted  are  beginning  to  have  effect. 

Pharmaceutical  Society,  Cape  Colony. — A  meeting 
of  the  Society  was  held  just  before  the  last  mail  left,  at 
which  a  representative  of  this  journal  was  present.  Immedi- 
ately after  the  meeting  our  reporter  was  called  away  to 
military  duty  with  the  Town  Guard  together  with  others  in 
connection  with  the  drug-trade.  As  this  duty  was  impera- 
tive he  was  not  able  to  get  his  report  through  in  time  for 
the  mail,  and  all  we  get  is  a  short  note  from  him,  written 
while  on  sentry-go  at  Signal  Hill,  overlooking  Table  Bay. 

The  Pietersburg  Chemist. — When  the  Boers  ejected 
the  British  residents  from  Pietersburg  in  the  high  veldt,  and 
sent  them  down  in  the  direction  of  Pretoria  in  bullock- 
waggons,  Mr.  Robert  Gordon,  chemist  and  druggist,  was 
detained  at  his  residence,  the  Boers  evidently  appreciating 
his  usefulness.  Mr.  Gordon,  whose  experiences  will  be 
interesting,  is  a  West  of  Scotland  man,  and  passed  the 
Minor  examination  in  1891  at  Edinburgh.  He  has  been 
some  time  in  business  at  Pietersburg,  which  lies  about  150 
miles  to  the  north-east  of  Pretoria,  and  is  the  present 
terminus  of  the  railway  in  the  northern  Transvaal. 

For  the  Rand. — The  authorities  contemplate  an  early 
relaxation  of  the  restrictions  on  civilian  traffic  between  the 
Cape  and  Johannesburg,  allowing  a  limited  number  of 
refugee  merchants  to  return  with  a  view  to  reorganising 
business  and  paving  the  way  for  the  remainder  of  the 
population.  The  programme  is  roughly  similar  to  the  one 
designed  last  October  and  then  abandoned  in  consequence 
of  the  military  situation.  A  number  of  merchants  and 
others  are  awaiting  leave  to  proceed.  On  their  arrival  in 
the  Transvaal  they  will  notify  to  the  military  authorities 
what  men  are  required  to  restart  their  various  businesses, 
and  the  military  authorities  will  issue  permits  according  to 
the  situation. 

Trade  on  the  Rand.-  -According  to  a  Reuter  telegram 
in  the  Daily  telegraph  the  Johannesburg  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce met  on  March  4.  About  a  third  of  the  members  were 
present,  the  remainder  being  on  the  coast  and  unable  to 
return  to  the  Rand.  The  business  under  consideration  was 
the  reopening  of  trade.  It  was  resolved  that  strong  repre- 
sentations be  made  to  the  Administration  to  allow  trade  to 
be  reopened,  but  with  the  proviso  that  the  British  refugee 
merchants  who  are  now  on  the  coast  should  previously 
thereto  have  permission  to  return  to  Johannesburg.  The 
necessity  of  mechanics  being  allowed  to  return  was  also 
unanimously  affirmed.  A  Committee  of  the  Chamber  was 
appointed  to  interview  Sir  Alfred  Milner  and  lay  the  above 
resolutions  before  his  Excellency. 

Cape  Colony  Trade.— The  Cape  imports  for  the  year 
1900  amount  to  19,678,336/.,  showing  an  increase  of  470,787/. 
over  the  figures  for  1899  These  figures  include  about  two- 
and-a-half  millions  of  specie.  The  total  specie  imports  for 
the  two  years  amounts  to  about  6  352,000/.  The  gigantic 
falling-off  owing  to  the  war  is,  of  course,  in  exports,  the 
figures  falling  from  23,247,258/  to  8,147,670/.  The  principal 
decreases  are  in  colonial  produce,  1,608,389/.  ;  diamonds. 
701,751/.  ;  and  gold,  13,478,888/.  The  separate  returns  for 
December,  which,  of  course,  now  compare  with  a  war  month, 
show  1,894,806/.,  against  1,062.884/.,  and  the  exports, 
872,705/.,  against  764,545/. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 

rpHE  Council  met  on  Wednesday,  March  6,  at  67  Lower 
X  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  at  3  o'clock.  The  President  (Mr. 
George  D.  Beggs)  occupied  the  chair,  and  the  other  members 
who  attended  were  the  Vice-President  (Mr.  Bernard)  and 
Messrs.  W.  F.  Wells,  Kelly,  Brown,  Porter,  Simpson,  and 
Baxter,  J.  P.  (Coleraine). 

The  President  moved  that  Dr.  Kobert  Watt,  M.B.,  B.Ch., 
and  member  of  the  Society,  bs  appointed  examiner  to  conduct 
the  Registered  Druggists'  examination  in  Dublin.  He  had 
b3en  already  appointed  for  that  examination  in  Belfast,  and 
it  was  considered  desirable  that  he  should  be  examiner  in 
both  cities. 

Mr.  Baxter  seconded  the  notion,  which  was  unanimously 
agreed  to. 

Chemistry  Studies. 

Mr.  Wells,  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Grindley,  brought 
forward  a  motion,  of  which  notice  had  been  given  by  the 
Hon.  Treasurer,  viz  :— 

That  on  and  after  January  1,  1902,  all  candidates  for  the  phar- 
maceutical Licence  shall  produce  evidence  of  having  attended  two 
courses  of  elementary  chemistry  of  four  months  each;  each  course 
to  consist  of  thirty -two  lectures  of  not  less  than  1£  hour 
each,  and  at  least  three  fourths  of  the  lectures  to  be  attended  by 
the  candidate  at  a  school  of  chemistry  recognise  J  by  the  Society  J 
such  courses  to  be  taken  out  previously  to  entering  on  the  course 
ot  practical  chemistry,  as  already  required  for  the  pharmaceutical 
Licence. 

The  members  were  all  agreed,  said  Mr.  Wells,  that  it  was 
a  mistake  to  allow  candidates  to  come  up  for  the  courses  in 
practical  chemistry  without  having  studied  the  elementary 
.principles  of  the  science.  The  result  was  that  instead  of 
profiting  by  the  100  hours  of  practical  work  they  gained 
wo  benefit  at  all.  Tha  Council  had  started  their  school  of 
theoretical  chemistry  at  a  low  fee  in  order  to  induce  their 
fetudents  to  attend  it.  They  had  not  attended  it,  and  it 
would  appear  that  it  was  only  under  compulsion  that  they 
would  do  so. 

The  President  said  he  had  much  pleasure  in  seconding 
this  proposal.  They  should  safeguard  their  school  in  every 
way,  and  at  the  same  time  not  allow  any  undue  advantage 
to  outsiders. 

Mr.  Kelly  said  the  effect  of  passing  this  resolution  would 
be  to  keep  their  young  men  for  two  years  doing  nothing  but 
attending  lectures.  This  would  be  putting  too  much  trouble 
and  expense  on  them.  One  course  of  four  months  would  b3 
.sufficient. 

Mr.  Baxter  thought  the  proposed  regulation  would  be 
very  hard  upon  young  men  serving  their  time  in  country 
districts  and  in  towns  where  there  was  no  school  of 
chemistry.  It  would  oblige  them  to  do  away  with  one  of 
their  four  years  of  apprenticeship,  in  order  to  become 
qualified  to  enter  on  the  course  of  practical  chemistry.  The 
knowledge  of  elementary  chemistry  would,  of  course,  be  an 
advantage  to  them,  but  it  was  not  necessary  to  go  to  a 
school  to  obtain  that  knowledge  :  it  could  be  learned  from 
the  text-books,  and  the  student's  proficiency  could  be  tested 
by  questions.  The  eight-months'  course  would  have  to  be 
attendei  outside  the  radius  of  provincial  towns.  He  would 
say  that  a  three-months'  course  would  be  sufficient.  So  long 
a  course  as  that  proposed  by  the  resolution  would  be  a  great 
injustice  to  the  pharmacists  scattered  through  the  country, 
who  were  very  materially  assisted  by  their  apprentices. 

The  Vice-President  said  the  Council  had  started  their 
school  of  elementary  chemistry  in  order  to  obviate  the 
strictures  of  Sir  George  Duffey,  the  Lord-Lieutenant's 
Inspector,  who  had  declared  that  he  found  their  students 
utterly  ignorant  of  it.  Mr.  Kelly  himself  was  one  of  those 
who  supported  the  establishment  of  the  Elementary  Che- 
mistry School,  and  yet  now  he  would  not  agree  to  making 
its  courses  compulsory. 

Mr.  Kelly:  I  am  in  favour  of  a  four-months'  course,  but 
not  an  eight-months'. 

The  Vice-President  said  the  age  at  which  lads  usually 
entered  the  pharmaceutical  business  was  16.  Some  entered 
before  that.    The  young  man  had  to  put  in  a  four-yearo' 


apprenticeship.  He  could  not  come  up  for  the  Licence  until 
he  was  21,  and  the  number  of  those  who  presented  them- 
selves at  that  age  was  very  small.  The  candidate  could 
therefore  very  easily  give  a  year  after  his  apprenticeship  to 
preparing  himself  for  his  examination  by  attending  the 
lectures  in  question.  It  was  absolutely  necessary  that  their 
candidates  should  know  something  of  elementary  chemistry. 
The  school  had  been  a  loss  to  the  Council,  and  if  it  was  not 
wanted  by  the  students  let  it  be  given  up,  and  let  them  learn 
their  elementary  chemistry  in  some  other  school ;  but  it  was 
not  fair  to  the  Council  that  they  should  be  not  only  censured 
by  the  Visitor's  reports  because  their  men  were  stuck  in 
elementary  chemistry,  but  also  censured  for  not  teaching  it 
to  them. 

Mr.  Baxter:  Would  it  not  do  to  add  questions  in 
elementary  chemistry  to  those  in  practical  chemistry  1 

The  President  :  The  cry  was  that  we  did  not  give  our 
students  an  opportunity  of  learning  elementary  chemistry — 
that  we  did  not  teach  it  to  them.  The  school  was  the  out- 
come of  the  Government  Visitor's  report  as  to  the  insufficient 
knowledge  of  the  students  in  the  branch  in  question.  During 
the  first  session  of  the  school  only  two  students  attended  it, 
whilst  the  cost  of  the  school  was  between  60/.  and  701.  Both 
of  these  students,  however,  took  first  places  at  the  Licence 
examination.  During  the  last  session  of  the  school  no 
students  attended  it. 

Mr.  Wells  said  he  was  willing  to  alter  his  proposal  to  a 
four-months'  course.  If  those  who  took  apprentices  did  as  they 
ought,  the  apprentices  could  read  their  theoretic  chemistry. 
If  he  could  he  would  make  the  course  of  practical  chemistry 
a  good  deal  longer  than  it  was.  If  the  Society  wanted  to 
have  the  confidence  of  the  public,  it  should  take  care  that 
its  young  men  were  properly  educated. 

Mr.  Wells's  motion  was  then  altered  by  making  it  require  a 
course  of  four  months'  elementary  chemistry,  the  number 
and  duration  of  the  lectures  being  the  same  as  in  the  original 
proposal,  the  student  to  attend  at  least  twenty-four  ; of  the 
thirty-two  lectures,  and  the  following  was  added  to  the 
resolution  :— 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  candidates  who  shall  have 
obtained  their  certificates  in  practical  chemistry  prior  to 
July  1,1901. 

Thus  amended,  the  motion  passed  unanimously. 

Other  Business. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Sir  Thomas  Robinson  conveying 
his  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their  unanimous  resolution 
asking  him  to  reconsider  his  resignation.  He  regretted, 
however,  that  he  could  not  comply  with  their  request. 

Donations  were  received  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  of  a  copy  of  their  Calendar  for  1901,  and 
from  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria  of  a  copy  of  their 
Pharmaceutical  Register  for  1900.  Thanks  were  voted  to 
the  donors. 

R  3  ports  from  the  several  committees  were  read  and 
disposed  of. 

On  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  the  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  J.  H.  Bowden  (of  Dublin),  Mr.  W.  B.  Murray 
(of  Dublin),  and  Mr.  H.  C.  Meyrick  (of  Drogheda)  were 
elected  members  of  the  Sosiety.  On  the  motion  of  the 
President,  seconded  by  the  Vice-President,  Mr.  R.  Lyons 
(of  Omagh)  was  elected  an  associate  druggist. 

The  Council  then  adjourned. 


The  Lord-Lieutenant  Approves. 

The  Lord- Lieutenant  and  Privy  Council  in  Ireland,  by  an 
Order  in  Council  dated  March  7,  approve  of  the  following 
regulation  :  — 

That  in  Pharmaceutical  Licence  examination  Regulation  VII. 
(Calendar  1900,  page  72),  the  minimum  pass  percentage  in 
pharmacy  shall  be  50  (instead  of  45),  and  that  the  subdivision 
"Prescription-reading  and  British  Pharmacopoeia  "  be  formed 
into  two  distinct  subdivisions,  with  a  maximum  of  20  and  a 
minimum  of  10  in  each  respectively. 

At  the  same  time  his  Lordship  and  Council  approved  of 
the  appointment  of  Robert  Watt,  Esq.,  M.B  ,  B  Ch.,  L.P.S.I., 
to  be  examiner  to  conduct  the  examinations  at  Dublin  for 
the  licence  to  act  as  a  registered  druggist.

EVENING  MEETING-. 

THE  monthly  evening  meeting  of  the  members  of  the 
Society  was  held  on  March  12,  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
W.C.  The  President  (Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholrne)  occupied 
the  chair,  but  the  attendance  of  members  was  only  small. 

The  President,  after  a  few  preliminary  remarks,  drew 
attention  to  an  exhibition  of  laboratory  apparatus  arracged 
by  Mr.  E.  T.  Brewis,  and  called  upon  Mr.  M.  W.  Allen  to 
read  some  notes  by  himself  and  Mr.  E.  T.  Brewis  on 

Essential  Oils. 

The  authors  have  not  always  found  the  standards  laid 
down  by  the  Pharmacopoeia  for  essential  oils  agree  with 
what  they  consider  to  be  normal  oils.  A  normal  oil  is  one 
which  represents  the  bulked  distillate  obtained  from  an 
average  parcel  of  the  raw  material,  and  containing  in  full 
its  typical  aroma. 

Oil  of  Nutmeg. — In  the  B.P.  1885  this  was  denned  as 
"  the  oil  distilled  in  Britain  from  nutmeg,"  but  in  the  1898 
Pharmacopoeia  the  words  "in  Britain"  have  been  omitted. 
The  tests  given  are— (1)  sp.  gr.  0  870  to  0-910  ;  (2)  forms  a 
clear  solution  with  its  own  volume  of  a  mixture  of  equal 
parts  of  absolute  alcohol  and  90  per  cent,  alcohol ;  (3)  should 
not  on  evaporation  leave  a  crystalline  residue.  The  P.G. 
Ed.  IV.  gives  the  sp.  gr.  as  from  0-890  to  0-930,  whilst  in 
Gildermeister  and  Hoffman's  work  on  essential  oils  the  sp.  gr. 
is  given  as  0-865  to  0-920,  the  optical  rotation  +14°  to  +28° 
in  100-mm.  tube,  and  it  is  stated  that  when  evaporated  a 
small  amount  of  fatty  substance  remains  behind,  consisting 
principally  of  myristic  acid.  The  results  obtained  by  the 
authors  confirm  the  tests  of  the  P.G.  and  Gildermeister  and 
Hoffman  rather  than  the  B  P.  To  fulfil  the  requirements 
of  the  last-named,  fractional  distillation  and  the  rejection  of 
certain  portions  must  be  resorted  to.  Either  the  words 
"  by  fractionation  "  should  be  added  or  the  tests  modified. 
Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  in  1894  found  in  the  residue,  after  distil- 
lation of  an  English  oil  of  nutmeg,  a  fixed  oil  from  which 
myristic  acid  was  separated  and  identified.  Mr.  Umney's 
work  was  undertaken  in  consequence  of  complaints  as  to  the 
preponderance  of  the  nut  meg- flavour  over  lemon  in  sal 
volatile.  The  authors  suggest  that  it  would  be  better  to 
reduce  the  quantity  of  nutmeg,  rather  than  use  an  oil  which 
does  not  contain  the  whole  of  the  flavouring-matter  of  the 
nutmeg.  The  results  of  an  examination  of  fifty  fractions 
from  twelve  charges  obtained  during  distillation  of  oil  of 
nutmegs,  and  representing  a  ton  of  nutmeg,  were  then  shown 
on  the  screen.  Plotted  curves  compared  the  oil  obtained 
with  two  ex  tic  oils,  a  German  sample,  and  an  English 
oi),  drawn  in  1898  before  the  publication  of  the  B.P.  In 
the  case  of  English  oil  the  sp.  gr.  curve  showed  that  the 
fractions  obtained  in  the  later  stages  of  distillation 
became  heavier,  and  finally  yielded  a  product  heavier  than 
water.  Attention  was  called  to  the  remarkable  character  of 
the  sp.  gr.  curve  in  the  case  of  the  East  Indian  oil,  showing 
the  absence  of  bodies  which  come  over  at  the  latter  end  of 
a  normal  distillation,  and  which  the  authors  believe  con- 
tribute not  a  little  to  the  complete  nutmeg-flavour.  The 
results  in  the  case  of  the  English  oil  seem  to  confirm  the 
statement  of  Gildermeister  and  Hoffman,  who  say  the 
highest  boiling- fraction  contains  a  substance  (myristicin 
0,2H,,Os)  with  a  sp.  gr.  1-1501  at  25°  C.  and  an  intense 
odour  of  mace. 

Oil  of  Cardamoms. — The  authors  have  taken  the  oppor- 
tunity of  comparing  the  results  of  a  recent  distillation  with 
two  other  samples  of  foreign  origin  and  with  Parry's  figures 
(C.  Jt  D  ,  July  29,  1899,  page  208).  They  find  the  sp.  gr. 
0-9 118  which  Parry  gives  for  oils  of  Malabar  and  Mysore  car- 
damoms practically  agrees  with  their  results,  but  that  his 
rotations  +40°  and  +46°  are  higher.  The  authors  have 
usually  obtained  a  rotation  of  +30°.  A  quantity  of  Man- 
galores  and  Ceylon  wilds  were  distdled  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
vestigating the  properties  of  the  oils.  The  oil  from  Mangalore 
cardamoms  had  a  sp.  gr.  of  0-9283  and  an  optical  rotation  of 
+  12-30°,  the  Ceylon  wilds  oil  a  sp.  gr.  of  0  9102  and  optical 
rotation  of  +  12-25°.     The  authors  remark  that  whilst  there 


is  not  much  difference  in  physical  characters  between  the 
two  oils  the  odour  is  very  different,  and  in  the  absence  of 
any  official  standard  it  is  possible  that  oil  of  cardamoms 
from  any  variety  of  cardamom  may  be  supplied.  Price- 
lists  only  specify  "  oil  of  cardamoms,"  or  occasionally  add 
"  Ceylon."  It  is  desirable  that  the  oils  yielded  by  the  official 
cardamoms,  which  is  used  medicinally,  and  that  from  Ceylon 
wilds,  which  is  used  as  a  flavouring  agent,  should  be 
differentiated. 

The  six  fractions  obtained  in  the  distillation  of  nutmegs 
were  exhibited  on  the  table,  and  it  was  shown  that  a  mixture 
of  the  first  four  gave  an  oil  which  corresponded  with  the  B.P. 
requirements.  The  last  two  fractions  were  darker  in  colour 
and  possessed  a  heavy  smell,  but  the  authors  contend  they 
are  nece.-sary  to  a  normal  oil  so  as  to  represent  the  total 
aroma  of  the  nutmeg.  The  odour  of  the  oil  of  cardamoms 
obtained  from  wild  cardamoms  bore  no  resemblance  to  that 
from  the  official  cardamoms  and  hardly  suggested  cardamoms. 

Discussion. 

The  President  said  the  paper  was  exceedingly  interesting 
and  one  which  should  be  useful  to  the  compilers  of  future 
Pharmacopoeias. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  said  in  the  original  note  referred  to  by 
Mr.  Brewis  attention  was  called  to  the  unpleasant  pre- 
dominance of  nutmeg  odour.  It  was  found  to  be  due  to  a 
fixed  oil  which  was  present  to  a  considerable  extent  in 
English  nutmeg  oil,  but  little  was  found  in  the  foreign  variety. 
He  did  not  quite  agree  with  the  authors  that  the  whole  dis- 
tillate should  be  included  in  the  B.P.  description.  The  whole 
distillates  of  lavender  or  of  peppermint  were  not  lavender  or 
peppermint  oils.  He  thought  the  better  course  would  be  to 
describe  it  as  a  fractionated  oil. 

Mr.  Charles  Umney  congratulated  Messrs.  Allen  and 
Brewis  on  their  work.  It  was  quite  refreshing,  he  said,  toi 
learn  that  something  had  been  done  in  the  examination  of 
essential  oils  distilled  in  Britain,  as  he  had  begun  to  fancy 
that  all  the  brains  in  that  kind  of  work  bad  emigrated  to 
the  Continent.  With  reference  to  the  oils  of  nutmeg,  he 
would  like  to  ask  the  authors  whether,  before  distilling  the 
expressed  oil  of  nutmeg  had  been  removed  to  any  (stent? 
There  were  great  differences  between  the  nutmeg  oils  to 
be  met  with  in  commerce.  The  shipments  of  nut- 
megs to  the  pott  of  London  were  very  small. 
Amsterdam  had  come  to  be  looked  upon  as  the  "  Port 
of  Nutmegs,"  and  therefore  much  of  the  oil  is  distilled: 
on  the  continent  of  Europe.  A  very  highly  purified  oil  comes 
from  Penang,  but  what  is  wanted  is  British-distilled  oi),  and 
more  knowledge  of  its  chemistry.  It  was  therefore,  he  said, 
a  particular  source  of  congratulation  that  the  matter  should 
be  so  ably  taken  up  by  the  younger  members  of  historic 
houses.  It  was  absolutely  essential  that  a  uniform  oil  should 
be  employed  in  the  preparation  of  sal  volatile  in  order  that 
ladies'  palates  should  be  uniformly  and  adequately  tickled, 
and  he  thought  that  a  fractionated  oil  would  meet  all 
requirements.  With  regard  to  the  cardamom  oil,  he  asked 
whether  the  oil  had  been  distilled  from  the  seeds  themselves 
or  from  the  fruits  with  pericarps.  He  thought  there  might 
be  a  variation  caused  by  the  thickness  or  thinness  of  the 
pericarps. 

Mr.  J.  Slinger  Ward  said  the  oil  obtained  from  the 
whole  of  the  nutmegs  was  more  fragrant  than  that  obtained 
from  the  nutmegs  after  the  expressed  oil  had  been  separatee?. 
In  the  case  of  cardamoms,  when  the  whole  fruit  was  used 
the  flavour  of  the  oil  was  better  and  the  yield  possibly  more. 

Dr.  Attfield  was  able  to  state  that  what  medical  men 
wanted  was  oils  of  fairly  constant  properties.  If  made  fiom 
a  single  substance,  well  and  good;  if  by  fractionation, 
so  much  the  better.  But  if  neither  is  available  they  are 
prepared  to  accept  a  mixture  if  it  is  only  reasonably  constant 
in  properties. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  said,  as  far  as  he  understood  it,  in  the 
oil  of  the  whole  of  the  nutmeg  there  was  a  fragrant  part 
present  which  was  omitted  from  the  oil  distilled  abroad. 
It  was  important,  in  the  case  of  sal  volatile,  that  they  should 
have  a  uniform  product.  His  experience  was  that  there  was 
no  flavour  in  the  pericarps  of  cardamoms.  It  was  a  question 
whether  Ceylon  wilds  were  not  included  in  the  B.P.  descrip- 
tion of  cardamoms. 

Mr.  F.  C.  J.  Bird  inquired  whether  the  authors  did  rot 
think  a  second  distillation  was  necessary  in  order  to  get 
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rid  of  the  fatty  oil  which  gives  the  heavy  odour  to  nutmeg- 
oil. 

Professor  Greenish  said  there  were  resin-cells  in  the 
pericarp  of  all  the  cardamoms,  but  no  perceptible  quantity 
of  volatile  oil  could  be  seen  under  the  microscope. 

Mr.  M.  W.  Allen,  in  reply,  said  the  cardamom  oil  was 
distilled  from  the  complete  cardamoms.  The  oil  from 
Ceylon  wilds  was  entirely  different  in  odour  from  that 
received  from  official  cardamoms. 

Mr.  Brewis  was  glad  Mr.  Umney  agreed  with  him  that 
the  B.P.  monograph  should  be  modified.  He  had  cot 
removed  the  fixed  oil ;  the  nutmegs  were  simply  powdered 
and  put  into  the  still.  He  was  not  satisfied  that  the  heavy 
oil  frequently  spoken  of  as  a  fatty  oil  was  such.  He  found 
that  it  did  not  yield  very  much  myristic  acid,  but  consisted 
principally  of  a  phenaloid  body  Mr.  Brewis  then  went  on  to 
describe  the  fractionation  of  a  normal  oil  which  he  showed 
on  the  table,  and  how  mixing  the  first  four  fractionations 
produced  an  oil  meeting  B.P.  requirements.  The  last  frac- 
tionation had  a  distinct  heavy  odour  of  mace,  and  that  he 
considered  acted  as  a  fixing  agent  in  the  same  way  as 
ambergris  does  in  perfumes.  Referring  to  Mr.  Bird's  query, 
he  thought  second  distillations  should  be  avoided  as  far  as 
possible,  as  he  had  found  that  the  less  heat  used  in  essen- 
tial-oil distilling  the  better  the  fragrance  of  the  product. 
In  the  distillation  of  oil  of  cardamoms  the  whole  fruits,  with 
pericarps,  were  used,  but  he  believed  that  the  pericarp  would 
not  yield  in  any  case  more  than  02  per  cent,  of  oil,  a 
quantity  which  would  not  greatly  affect  either  sp.  gr.  or 
rotation. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  then  read  a  paper  by  himself  and  Mr. 
0.  T.  Bennett  on 

Copaiba. 

The  paper  was  an  attempt  to  answer  the  following  ques- 
tions : — 

1.  Is  the  therapeutic  value  of  copaiba  due  to  the  volatile  oil  or 
resin  ? 

2.  Is  the  action  of  the  volatile  oil  different  from  that  of  the 
resin  ? 

3.  Varying  as  oleoresins  of  copaiba  do  in  relative  proportions  of 
volatile  oil  arid  resin,  are  all  the  commercial  varieties  of  South 
American  origin  of  equal  value,  and  should  they  all  practically  be 
included  (as  they  are  now)  in  the  Britisli  Pharmacopoeia  ? 

4.  If  all  such  copaibas  should  not  be  included,  should  charac- 
ters and  tests  of  a  much  narrower  kind  be  framed,  such  as  will 
only  include  one  or  two  well-defined  varieties  known  to  contain 
nearly  constant  relative  proportions  of  volatile  oil  and  resin,  or 
eyen  the  resin  itself  be  described  as  well  as  the  volatile  oil,  and 
both  be  made  official  in  a  revised  British  Pharmacopoeia  ? 

The  authors  quoted  from  Pereira's  "Materia  Medica  "  to 
the  effect  that  the  resin  is  the  least  active  part  of  copaiba, 
an  opinion  shared  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Farr,  Weikart  ("  Archiv.  der 
Heilkunde,"  vol.  i.,  1860,  p.  176),  recorded  a  series  of  experi- 
ments indicating  that  the  resin  is  the  active  constituent, 
while  Dr.  S.  Wilks  stated  in  1873  that  the  oil  acts  on  the 
mucous  membrane  and  the  resin  is  a  diuretic.    Dr.  Taylor 
(G-icy's  Hospital  Reports,  1876,  p.  1),  proved  the  immense 
value  of  the  resin  as  a  diuretic,  and  Dr.  Hurry  Fenwick  has 
favoured  the  authors  with  the  results  of  some  clinical  observa- 
tions of  cases  treated  with  the  oil  or  resin  in  capsules, 
showing  that  both  the  oil  and  resin  are  of  value  in  all  sub- 
acute inflammations  of  the  urinary  tract ;  the  pain  of  sub- 
acute pyelitis,  ureteritis,  and  cystitis  being  more  controlled 
by  oil  than  resin.    In  a  small  percentage  of  men,  the  resin 
was  considered  by  the  patient  to  be  of  more  value  than  the 
oil.    Dr.  Fenwick  is  of  opinion  that  it  cannot  be  definitely 
asserted  that  the  resin  is  a  diuretic,  and  the  oil  has  no  such 
effect.    In  exhibiting  the  resin,  nc  complaint  was  made  to 
Dr.  Fenwick  of  symptoms  of  renal  congestion  supervening 
upon  its  use,  which  are  often  the  first  indications  that  the 
remedy  is  doing  harm.    He  believes  that  there  is  a  distinct 
indication  for  the  exhibition  of  the  resin  in  all  "irritated" 
conditions  of  mucous  membranes  of  the  urinary  tract,  those 
in  which  the  stimulus  is  neither  sufficient  nor  septic  enough 
to  cause  suppuration,  which  condition  seems  to  be  more  re- 
lieved by  the  resin  than  the  oil. 

Replying  to  the  third  question,  the  authors  referred  to  the 
'  commercial  varieties  of  copaiba,  which  are  described  from 
the  names  of  the  ports  from  which  they  are  shipped,  the 
principal  being  Bahia,  Cartagena,  Maracaibo,  Maranham, 
Parti,  and  less  frequently,  Cayenne  and  Angostura.  By 


means  of  a  map  it  was  shown  that  these  copaibas  are  derived 
from  an  enormous  area,  but  they  are  all  obtained  from 
species  of  Copaifera— viz.,  Bahia,  from  C.  coriacea,  Cartagena 
from  C.  officinalis,  Maracaibo  from  C.  officinalis,  Maranham 
from  C.  Langsdorfii,  Para  from  C.  multijitga,  and  Cayenne 
from  C.  guaianensis. 

The  Pharmacopoeias  give  the  following  : —

The  authors  next  reviewed  the  characters  and  tests  in 
various  Pharmacopoeias,  and  from  this  it  appeared  that  the 
sp.  grs.  given  in  some  now  in  force  are— B.P.,  "  from  0  916 
to  0-995";  United  States'  Pharmacopoeia,  1890,  0-940  to 
0-990;  German  Pharmacopoeia  (III.),  0  960  to  0-990,  but  in 
Ed.  IV.  this  has  been  restricted  to  0-980  to  0-990.  The 
following  table  of  the  results  of  the  examination  of  typical 
specimens  of  commercial  varieties  shows  that  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  character  of  the  resin  and  the  rotation  of  the 
essential  oil  all  the  samples  practically  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  B.P.,  1898  :—

From  an  examination  of  a  large  number  of  samples  the 
author-  have  not  always  found  that  after  heating  the  residue 
for  f  fy-eight  hours  on  a  water-bath  it  can  be  "  easily 
rubbtd  to  powder."  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  experi- 
ence of  Kebler,  and  it  appears  not  to  indicate  presence  of 
fixed  oil,  as  the  B.P.  states  non-compliance  with  the  test 
does,  but  a  difference  in  the  character  of  the  resin  probably 
in  the  ratio  of  hard  and  soft  resins. 

When  the  U.S  P.  test  of  shaking  with  one-third  volume  of 
ammonia-water  (10-per-cent.)  is  applied  to  these  commercial 
varieties,  Bahia  and  Para,  balsams  are  placed  out  of  court, 
as  they  give  a  turbid  mixture. 

The  new  German  Pharmacopoeia  test  makes  it  necessary 
to  record  the  acid,  ester,  and  saponification  numbers,  the 
requirements  being  that  the  acid  number  should  fall  be- 
tween 75'6  and  84,  and  the  ester  number  be  not  more  than 
8-4.  The  only  sample  approaching  these  requirements  as 
well  as  falling  within  the  limit  of  sp.  gr.  is  the  Maranham 
variety. 

The  fourth  question  is  not  an  easy  one  to  answer,  in  view 
of  the  somewhat  conflicting  medical  opinions  already  stated. 

If  it  should  be  held  preferable  to  make  official  a  copaiba 
oleoresin,  the  following  is  suggested  as  a  suitable  mono- 
graph for  a  revised  Biitish  Pharmacopoeia  : — 

Copaiba. — The  oleoresin  obtained  from  the  trunk  of  various 
species  of  Copaifera. 

Characters. — A  more  or  less  viscid  liquid,  generally  transparent, 
and  occasionally  fluorescent ;  yellow  to  golden  brown  in  colour, 
having  a  peculiar  aromatic  odour  and  a  persistent  acrid,  somewhat 
bitter,  taste. 

j'ests, — Sp.  gr.,  0-97  to  0-995.  Entirely  soluble  in  absolute 
alcohol  and  in  four  times  its  bulk  of  petroleum  spirit,  the  latter 
solution  yielding  only  a  slight  filmy  deposit  on  standing.  It 
should  evolve  no  odour  of  turpentine  when  heated,  and  should 
not  lose  more  than  45  per  cent,  when  dried  at  the  temperature  of 
a  water-bath  for  forty- eight  hours.  A  transparent  solution  should 
be  formed  when  mixed  with  one-third  of  its  volume  of  solution  of 
ammonia  (10-per-cent.).  The  volatile  oil  should  rotate  the  plane 
of  a  ray  of  polarised  light  from  7°  to  21°  to  the  left  in  a  100-mm. 
tube,  and  should  not  boil  under  250°  C.  (absence  of  African 
copaiba).  Four  drops  carefully  added  to  a  mixture  of  A  oz.  of 
glacial  acetic  acid,  with  4  drops  of  nitric  acid,  should  not  afford  a

purplish- red  or  violet  colour  (absence  of  Gurjun  balsam).  One 
gramme  dissolved  in  50  c.c.  of  absolute  alcohol  should  require  at 
least  2-7  c.c.  of  seminormal  alcoholic  potash  for  neutralisation, 
using  phenol- phthalein  as  an  indicator  (presence  of  a  sufficient 
proportion  of  acid  resins). 

It  would  be  preferable,  however,  to  include  monographs  for 
volatile  oil  and  resin  respectively,  as  follows: — 

Volatile  oil : — 

Sp.  gr.  at  15°  C   0  903  to  0  908 

Optical  rotation  in  a  tube  of  100  mm.    ...     -7°  to  -21° 

Range  of  boiling-point    245°  C.  to  275°  C. 

Solubility  in  absolute  alcohol    1  in  1 

Besin. — A  hard,  brittle,  amorphous  substance,  having  a  yellow- 
ish, yellowish  brown,  or  reddish-brown  colour,  and  an  acrid  taste  ; 
soluble  in  alcohol,  ether,  and  carbon- disulphide,  the  solution 
having  an  acid  reaction.  One  gramme  dissolved  in  50  c.c.  of  absolute 
alcohol  should  require  for  neutralisation  at  least  4'3  c.c.  of  semi- 
normal  alcoholic  potash,  using  phenol-phthalein  as  an  indicator. 

Discussion. 

The  President  said  he  had  just  been  informed  by  a 
gentleman  who  had  sixty  years'  experience  in  buying  copaiba 
that  the  taste  was  the  most  trustworthy  test  he  knew  of. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  said  thanks  were  due  to  gentlemen  in 
the  wholesale  trade  who  took  so  much  trouble  over  researches 
such  as  these.  It  was  next  to  impossible  for  an  ordinary 
pharmacist  to  get  either  the  varieties  or  the  samples  in 
sufficient  quantity  to  carry  out  investigations  on  such  an 
elaborate  scale.  He  had  asked  South  American  travellers 
why  they  did  not  bring  over  with  them  authentic  specimens 
of  balsam,  but  he  was  reminded  that  the  copaiba  grew  to  a 
height  of  60  feet,  and  the  flowers  were  at  the  top  of  the  tree, 
so  that  to  obtain  them  was  an  extremely  difficult  matter.  Mr. 
Umney's  paper  seemed  to  show  that  the  resin  and  the  oil 
had  different  uses.  If  that  were  so  they  ought  to  be 
distinct  in  the  B.P.  He  thought  there  was  a  lot  to  be  learnt 
from  the  tasting  of  specimens. 

Dr.  Attpield  said  there  was  no  question  but  that  medical 
men  would  prefer  the  resin  and  oil  separate  if  it  could  be 
shown  to  be  advantageous.  Th3  same  applied  to  all  other 
official  remedies. 

Mr.  F.  C.  J.  Bird  thought  Mr.  Umney's  suggestion  as  to 
the  separation  of  the  oil  from  the  resin  an  excellent  one. 
He  pointed  out,  however,  that  his  ester  number  hardly  agreed 
■with  that  of  Dietcrich,  who  had  found  it  to  vary  from  three 
to  six  in  Para  balsam  and  from  two  to  eight  in  Maranham. 
As  far  as  he  could  gather  the  ammonia  test  was  not  satis- 
factory for  the  balsam,  but  he  could  imagine  that  it  would 
be  good  for  the  resin. 

Mr.  Chas.  Umney  said  the  paper  proved  in  a  scientific 
manner  what  had  been  known  for  a  generation.  The  correct- 
ness of  the  rule-of-thumb  method  had  been  proved  almost 
entirely  by  the  facts  stated.  Taste  was  not  an  uncommon 
test ;  in  fact,  under  the  conditions  of  inspecting  drugs  in 
vogue  at  the  auctions  no  other  test  was  applicable.  The 
German  Pharmacopoeia  draws  the  line  very  closely  around 
certain  tests  indicating  that  Maranham  copaiba  is  the  best, 
which  custom  by  taste  had  long  since  decided.  Para  balsam 
was  the  exact  opposite  to  Maranham  in  the  relative  propor- 
tions of  essential  oil  and  resin,  so  that  if  the  two  things 
were  separately  official  medical  men  might  decide  which 
was  the  more  valuable  constituent. 

Professor  Greenish  inquired  in  what  proportion  these 
different  varieties  of  balsam  came  into  the  market.  He 
understood  that  only  the  Maranham  and  Maracaibo  kinds 
came  here  regularly  to  any  extent.  He  would  also  like  to 
know  if  there  was  much  variation  in  the  characters  of  the 
samples. 

Mr.  Chas.  Umney  replied  that  Maranham  balsam  came 
exclusively  to  Liverpool,  all  the  other  varieties  to  London. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Umney,  replying,  said  Dr.  Hurry  Fenwick  had 
stated  that  the  resin  might  be  mixed  with  the  oil  in  equal 
quantities  in  the  treatment  of  some  diseases.  The  testimony 
of  Sir  A.  B.  Garrod,  Sir  S.  Wilks,  and  others  seemed  to 
show  that  the  acid-resins  were  the  most  active.  With  regard 
to  the  variation  in  his  figures  and  Dieterich's,  he  t'hougnt 
the  latter  stated  specifically  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of  the 
authenticity  of  the  samples  he  had  investigated,  so  that 
although  Dieterich's  method  was  excellent,  his  results  are 
not  of  very  great  value. 

Mr.  J.  Slinger  Ward  then  read  his  paper  on 


Stramonium-adulterants, 
dealing  first  with  a  substitute  which  was  offered  at  a  time 
when  very  little  stramonium  was  obtainable.  The  substitute 
had  none  of  the  characters  of  stramonium,  and  was  identified 
as  Carthamus  liclenioides  (N.O.  Composites),  a  native  of 
Algiers.  Mr.  Ward  obtained  from  Professor  Batlandier,  of 
the  Medical  School,  Algiers,  an  authentic  specimen  which 
confirmed  it.  The  widely  serrated,  decurrent,  feather- veined, 
lanceolate  leaves  of  C.  hdenioides  should  not  easily  be 
mistaken  for  those  of  Datura  stramonium. 

A  parcel  of  adulterated  stramonium  was  sent  to  this  country 
last  year.  Luckily  the  admixture  was  immediately  noticed, 
and  the  whole  parcel  returned  to  the  sender.  The  adultera- 
tion consisted  of  a  mixture  of  several  leaves,  either  broken 
or  entire.  One  had  been  cut  transversly  in  sections  of  about 
a  quarter  of  an  inch  wide  entirely  across  the  leaf.  By  care- 
ful selection  of  portions,  a  leaf  was  built  up  to  represent  its 
entire  state,  showing  an  ovate  shape  about  four  inches  in 
diameter,  with  marked  serration  and  radiating  veins.  As 
yet  this  has  not  been  identified.  A  smaller  serrated  lanceo- 
late leaf  has  also  been  found  amongst  it,  but  not  identified. 
Together  with  this  jumble  of  foreign  cut  or  broken  leaves 
some  entire  ones  were  found  of  Xcmthium  struviarium. 

Xanthium  strumarium  (N.O.  Composites)  has  alternate 
leaves,  petioled,  cordate  or  kidney-shaped,  notched,  waved, 
three-nerved,  scabrous,  about  four  inches  in  diameter  ;  petioles 
round,  scabrous,  as  long  as  the  leaves.  In  America  and 
Australia  this  plant  has  been  observed  to  prove  fatal  to 
cattle  and  pigs  pastured  upon  it.  It  is  used  in  some  parts 
of  Germany,  and  has  a  popular  reputation  as  a  remedy  for 
ague.  In  Russia  it  is  considered  to  be  a  prophylactic  in 
hydrophobia.  In  the  Punjab  and  Sind  it  is  given  in  small- 
pox, and  in  many  Asiatic  countries  it  is  regarded  as  being 
efficacious  in  various  diseases,  especially  in  malarial  fever. 
M.  V.  Cheatham  (Amer.  Journ.  Pharm.,  1884),  made  some 
experiments  with  the  fruits  with  trie  object  of  isolating  the 
active  principle  ;  he  does  not  appear  to  have  isolated  it,  but 
after  treating  a  resinous  alcoholic  extract  with  acidulated 
water,  the  residue  produced  no  effect  on  a  small  dog,  given 
in  4 -gramme  closes.  Many  published  reports  of  this  pJant 
appear  to  have  confounded  it  with  X.  spinosuvi.  Although 
it  may  have  certain  remedial  properties,  it  is  certainly  not  a 
safe  adulterant  of  stramonium,  because  it  is  reported  to  have 
a  decided  effect  on  the  heart.  Histological  examination 
made  by  Mr.  Wallis  of  the  leaves  shows  that  the  leaf  of  the 
Xanthium  strumarium  differs  from  that  of  Datura  stra- 
monium in  the  presence  of  crystoliths,  the  small  glandular 
hairs,  the  small  size  of  the  epidermal  cells,  and  the  absenoe 
of  calcium  oxala*e  rosettes. 

Mr.  Wallis  then  explained  the  microscopic  characteristics 
of  the  two  leaves  by  means  of  a  series  of  carefully-prepared 
lantern-slides,  after  which 

Discussion. 

The  President  said  Mr.  Slinger  Ward's  paper  showed  how 
necessary  it  was  for  the  pharmacist  to  exercise  great  care  in 
the  selection  of  his  drugs,  and  how  much  they  were  at  the 
mercy  of  the  wholesalers.  It  also  proved  the  necessity  of 
the  microscope  in  pharmacy,  by  which  a  mixture  of  aconite 
or  belladonna-leaves  with  stramonium  would  be  readily 
detected,  and  serious  harm  averted. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  said  they  ought  to  be  grateful  to  those 
wholesale  houses  who  took  the  trouble  to  find  out  the 
adulterants  and  substitutes  for  any  drug.  Dr.  Bancroft,  of 
Brisbane,  had  shown  that  an  extract  of  Xanthium  strumarium 
was  toxic.  It  was  curious  that  whenever  a  drug  became  dear 
adulterants  appeared  on  the  market. 

Professor  Greenish  also  commended  microscopical  work, 
but  pointed  out  that  it  was  extremely  difficult  to  identify 
leaves  when  sent  out  in  the  rubbed  or  broken  form.  Too 
much  must  not  be  expected  from  the  microscope,  although 
by  its  aid  type-specimens  can  generally  be  recognised.  But 
when  the  reference  of  a  leaf  to  its  natural  order  is  required 
the  microscope  is  not  munh  help,  unless  the  specimen  be  a 
well-marked  one  and  the  operator  has  previously  seen  it.  He 
recommended  Solereder's  work  as  one  which  would  be  of 
inmense  benefit  to  anyone  interested  in  the  subject  of 
adulterants. 

Mr.  W.  Martindale  said  thaf.  round  Cape  Town  there  is 
a  species  of  stramonium  which  might  be  used  as  an 
adulterant,  and  there  are  also  Indian  and  South  American 
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species.  Stramonium  is  used  to  a  much  larger  extent  in 
other  countries  than  in  England. 

Mr.  Ward  briefly  replied,  after  which 

The  President  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  authors  of 
the  several  papers.  This  was  seconded  by  the  Vice- 
President  (Mr.  C.  B.  Allen),  and  carried  unanimously. 

The  Exhibits. 

Mr.  Brewis  then  explained  the  apparatus  which  he  had 
brought  for  exhibition.  An  Arzberger  and  Zulkowski's  filter- 
pump  was  spoken  of  as  one  of  the 
most  powerful  of  its  kind.  A  port- 
able Leitz  microscope,  which  folded 
into  a  small  space,  and  which  had  a 
very  short  tube  owing  to  the  use  of 
prisms,  was  shown.  Other  pieces  of 
apparatus  were  Young's  fractionation 
tubjs,  Leitcher's  blowpipe,  and  a  new 
observation-tube  for  Schmidt  and 
Haensch's  polarimeter,  which  had 
an  enlargement  at  the  bottom  end 
to  take  the  air-bulb  out  of  the 
field  of  view.  There  was  also 
a  copper  drying-oven,  which  Mr. 
Brewis  has  improved  by  fitting 
with  an  asbestos  jacket.  As- 
bestos  cardboard  was  used  for  BLg 
the  case,  being  bent  into  shape  a^s^issl  '*T*W 
after  wetting  it.  An  extra  chamber  at  tne  bottom 
of  the  oven  is  filled  with  a  mass  of  metal  consisting  of 
copper-trimmings  or  iron  nails,  over  which  the  air  coming 
into  the  oven  passes.  The  draught  is  maintained  by  means 
of  the  clockwork  arrangement  from  a  "  Little  Wanser " 
lamp.  The  Brewis  flask  for  drying  alka- 
loids has  a  dead-flat  bottom,  and  is  shaped 
to  prevent  spurting.  An  ingenious  method 
of  preparing  a  film  of  an  extract  for  esti- 
mating the  moisture  was  explained.  A 
square  piece  of  tinfoil  is  taken  ;  on  this  is 
placed  a  shape  cut  out  of  paper  and  the  ex- 
tract spread  with  a  spatula  after  the  manner 
of  plaster  spreading.  The  edges  of  the 
tinfoil  are  afterwards  turned  up.  The  idea 
is  taken  from  the  method  used  by  Mr.  R.  J. 
Moss,  of  the  Students'  Corner,  for  estimating  fat  in  milk- 
analysis. 


Westminster  Misoom. 


Pharmaceutical  Society,  Ireland. 

Iq  the  House  of  Commons  on  March  11  a  cjpy  of  an 
Order  in  Council,  dated  March  7,  1901,  approving  of  a  regu- 
lation made  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  was 
presented  and  ordered  to  lie  upon  the  table.  This  is  another 
instance  of  how  the  Irish  Society  succeeds  in  getting  itself 
attended  to  in  legislative  circles  where  others  fail. 

Vaccination  in  England  and  Wales. 

It  appears  from  the  reply  of  the  President  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  to  a  question  put  to  him  on  Monday 
evening  by  Mr.  Bartley,  the  Conservative  member  for  North 
Islington,  that  in  1898  a  little  more  than  half  of  the 
children  born  in  England  and  Wales  were  successfully  vacci- 
nated—namely, 562  737  out  of  923,059.  The  object  of  Mr. 
Bartley's  question  was  to  ascertain  the  effect  of  the  new  law, 
but  these  figures  obviously  do  not  show  whether  or  not  the 
Act  passed  two  years  ago  is  having  any  effect. 

Inferior  Tea. 

Mr.  H.  Hobhouse,  the  member  for  East  Somerset,  appears 
to  b  3  concerned  in  regard  to  the  quality  of  very  cheap  tea 
imported  from  Ceylon.  He  accordingly  asked  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  (Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain)  on  March  11  if 
the  tea  sold  in  bond  below  per  lb.  does  not  contain  micro- 
bial products,  and  if  an  inquiry  could  not  be  instituted  as  to 
the  best  methods  of  checking  the  sale  of  such  teas.  Mr. 
Austen  Chamberlain,  in  reply,  stated  that  the  Board  of 
Customs  had  u>  knowledge  of  sales  of  such  teas,  but  the 


Board  could  only  dfal  with  teas  found  on  analysis  to  be 
mixed  with  other  substances  or  exhausted  tea,  or  with  tea 
declared  by  the  analyst  to  be  unfit  for  human  food.  During 
the  past  twelve  months  2,055  packages  of  tea  were  refused 
admission  for  home  consumption,  or  for  use  as  ships'  stores. 
Mr.  Ho'nhouse  means  to  return  to  the  matter  next  week. 

Postal-orders  with  Counterfoils. 
That  indefatigable  Post-office  reformer,  Mr.  Henniker 
Heaton,  bombardei  the  Secretary  with  questions  in  regard 
to  the  Post  Office  on  March  11,  one  of  them  being  whether 
the  Postmaster-General  will  arrange  for  the  issue  of  new 
postal-orders  with  a  counterfoil  to  be  torn  off  by  the  senders, 
and  if  the  present  contractors  decline  to  print  such  orders 
without  extra  charge  will  the  Postmaster-General  give  an 
opportunity  to  other  printers  to  print  and  supply  the  new 
postal-orders  at  a  reduced  price  with  the  counterfoil  desired 
by  the  pub'ic.  Mr.  Chamberlain's  reply  avoided  Mr.  Heaton's 
insinuation  as  to  the  pri-  ting  of  the  orders,  and  he  simply 
said  that  the  Postmaster-General  had  had  the  matter  under 
consideration  for  some  time,  but  there  were  many  practical 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  issuing  orders  with  counterfoils. 
Mr.  Heaton  should  a=k  for  information  as  to  these  difficulties, 
because  the  new  orders  would  b3  one  of  the  greatest  possible 
business  conveniences. 

Shops  (Early  Closing)  Bill. 

In  the  House  of  Lords  this  Bill  was  presented  by  Lord 
Avebury  on  March  11,  read  a  first  time,  and  ordered  to  be 
printed.  The  Bill  consists  of  a  memorandum,  sixteen 
clauses,  and  a  schedule,  and  is  substantially  the  same  as 
Lord  Avebury's  previous  measures.  The  memorandum  states 
that  during  the  last  thirty  years  the  early  closing  of  shops 
has  been  frequently  before  the  House  of  Commons,  and  in 
1883  a  Select  Committee  suggested  legislation  on  the  lines 
of  the  present  Bill.  The  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
issued  a  circular  inviting  the  opinion  of  London  medical 
men  on  the  subject,  and  the  result  was  a  memorial,  signed 
by  over  300,  supporting  the  Bill.  Shopkeepers  are  warm 
approvers  of  the  Bill,  which  is  supported  by  about  100  shop- 
keepers' associations,  and  there  is  practically  no  opposition 
from  any  shopkeepe-s'  association  so  far  as  the  second 
reading  is  concerned.  The  Bill  provides  local  option  in 
regard  to  shop  hours.    Clause  9  is  as  follows  : — 

A  pharmaceutical  chemist,  or  chemist  and  druggist,  or  regis- 
tered druggist  sball  nob  be  liable  to  any  fine  under  this  Act  for 
supplying  medicines,  drugs,  or  medical  appliances  after  the  hour 
appointed  by  an  order  made  under  this  Act  for  the  closing  of 
shops;  but  this  section  shall  not  ba  deemed  to  authorise  the  shop 
of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  to  be  open 
after  the  said  hour,  save  so  far  as  may  bs  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid.

He  was  the  only 
pharmacist  in  the  place,  and  it  was  chiefly  owing  to  him 
that  the  Seychelles  Pharmacy  Ordinance  was  passed  a  little 
more  than  a  year  ago. 


Commercial  Botes. 


German  Steamships  for  American  Trade. 

The  Hausa  Steamship  Company,  of  Bremen,  proposes  to  esta- 
blish a  line  of  steamers  from  New  York  to  South  Africa  and 
India;  and,  with  this  end  in  view,  nine  large  vessels  have  been 
ordered.  The  promoters  of  the  enterprise  believe  that  they  will 
be  able  to  successfully  compete  with  tbe  English  lines  running  to 
all  parts  of  India  and  Africa.  In  addition  to  these  plans,  it  is 
proposed  by  the  same  company  to  establish  a  line  from  New  York 
to  Mexico  and  the  West  Indies. 

Acids  in  the  United  States. 

The  proposed  consolidation  of  the  General  Chemical  Company 
and  the  New  Jersey  Zinc  Company  has  gre*tly  interested  the 
American  trade,  and  promises  to  maintain  sulphuric  acid  prices 
in  the  Eastern  markets.  The  Grasselli  Chemical  Company,  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  which  is  operating  independently  of  the  General 
Chemical  Company,  has  acquired  the  Standard  Acid  Company,  of 
Buffalo  and  North  Tonawanda,  N.Y.  Thus  the  acid  trade  is 
becoming  more  and  more  centralised,  and  with  economy  in 
operating  the  plants  and  in  the  method  of  distributing  the 
product,  there  is  not  likely  to  be  any  advance  in  market  prices 
(says  the  Engineering  and  Mining  Journal),  so  long  as  the  raw 
material  can  be  contracted  for  at  present  prices. 

Cardamom  Cultivation  in  Ceylon. 

In  the  course  of  the  annual  report  of  the  Planters'  Association 
of  Ceylon  for  the  year  ending  February  17,  1901,  it  is  stated  that 
the  area  now  under  cardamom  cultivation  so  largely  exceeds  that 
of  any  former  year  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  growers  that 
cardamoms  will  for  a  time  cease  to  be  remunerative,  whilst  others 
maintain  that  the  few  thousands  of  pounds  which  Ceylon  is 
capable  of  producing  will  not  affect  the  market.  Although  the 
cultivation  is  being  greatly  extended  in  North  Travancore,  it  is 
believed  that  there  is  a  local  market  for  all  the  land  there  can 
produce.  The  exports  during  the  year  were  537,'! 55  lbs.,  compared 
with  499,959  lbs.  in  18t9.  Crops  generally  have  been  short  of 
estimates,  and  many  of  the  older  fields  gave  50  per  cent,  less  than 
their  usual  crops. 

Board  of  Trade  Returns. 

British  imports  increased  by  2,069,000?.  last  month,  but  exports 
show  the  serious  decline  of  2,182,000?.,  which  practically  wipes 
out  the  advance  recorded  in  January,  and  leaves  a  decrease  of 
1,012,000?.  for  the  first  two  months  of  the  year.  There  was  a 
decrease  of  220,269/.  on  "  chemicals  and  chemical  and  medicinal 
preparations "  as  compared  with  February,  1900.  The  largest 
falhng-off  was  in  copper- sulphate,  80,906  tons,  after  which  is 
chemical- manures,  with  a  shrinkage  of  68,937  tons,  "other 
articles,"  29  869?.,  and  soda  compounds  (alkali)  25,628  cwt. ; 
medicines  rose,  however,  by  2,063?.,  the  total  for  the  two  months 
being  210,456?.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  destination  of  the 
exports  of  soda  compounds  (formerly  classified  as  alkali)  have 
been  abolished,  as  it  afforded  some  clue  as  to  what  progress  or 
otherwise  was  being  made  with  individual  countries.  In  the 
import  schedule  there  is  a  substantial  advance  of  204,470?.  in  oils, 
chierly  petroleum  and  cocoa  nut  oil ;  turpentine  imports,  how- 
ever, fell  by  36,693  cwt.,  and  olive  oil  by  1,742  tons. 
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SPONGE-FISHING  licences  have  been  taken  out  in  N.Z., 
by  Captain  J.  C.  Cooper,  who  proposes  to  develop  the 
industry  off  the  Chatham  Islands.  When  Captain  Cooper 
was  visitiDg  the  Chatham  Islands  in  1898  he  saw  a  woman 
washing  the  floor  with  a  large  sponge,  and  found  that  the 
spoDges  were  cast  up  on  the  beach  after  storms.  On 


submitting  samples  to  Sir  James  Hector,  Wellington,  it 
was  reported  that  two  specimens  were  members  of  the 
Espongia  which  comprises  the  toilet  sponges,  and  that  the 
eighty  specimens  represented  twelve  species,  mostly, however, 
fan  and  finger  sponges. 

The  next  step  was  to  move  the  New  Zealand  Government 
to  include  sponges  in  the  Fisheries  Act,  so  that  leases  could 
be  granted,  reserving  the  right  to  fish  in  certain  areas,  not 
necessarily  to  Captain  Cooper,  but  to  anybody.  There  was 
further  considerable  trouble  and  expense  in  securing  a 
survey  of  the  areas  in  the  Chatham  Islands  where  these 
sponges  were  known  to  exist,  and  where,  as  it  was  ascertained, 
they  had  been  seen  and  used  by  the  islanders  for  years.  The 
lease  was  advertised  to  open  competition  in  all  the  leading 
papers  in  New  Zealand,  and  Captain  Cooper  obtained  the 
concession.  A  syndicate  was  then  formed,  and  he  was  sent 
to  Europe  to  learn  all  that  he  could  about  sponges.  On 
application  to  the  Foreign  Office  he  received  all  possible 


facilities,  and  was  enabled  to  make  himself  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  conditions  and  mode  of  operation  in  the 
European  sponge-trade,  which  still  supplies  the  greater 
number  of  the  finest  toilet  sponges  in  use.  After  returning 
from  this  tour  he  visited  London  and  presented  himself  at 
the  office  of  Messrs.  Cresswell.  He  showed  a  sample  of  a 
sponge,  and  was  met  with  the  remark  that  some  ship  must 
have  been  wrecked  on  the  coast,  and  that  the  sponges  were 
from  her.  "  No,"  said  Captain  Cooper,  "  the  islanders  have 
been  known  to  use  them  for  twenty  years  or  more."  An  expert 
was  sent  for,  and  was  shown  the  sponges.  "  Where  did  that 
come  from  1  "  asked  Mr.  Cresswell.  The  expert  looked  at  it 
from  every  point,  tore  bits  of  it  off,  smelt  it,  and  looked 


puzzled,  and  then  said,  "  I  do  not  know  it ;  it  is  a  stranger 
to  me,  but  it  is  a  good  sponge." 

After  this,  Captain  Cooper  was  able  to  make  excellent 
arrangements,  and  took  out  two  Greek  divers,  who  are 
shortly  to  begin  sponge-fishing.  In  fact,  Messrs.  Cresswell 
offered  to  send  to  New  Zealand  their  own  expert  divers, 
on  condition  that  the  first  catch  should  be  sent  to  them  for 
approval  and  report. 

The  concession  which  Captain  Cooper  has  obtained  gives 
him  the  right  to  work  a  part  of  the  Chatham  Island  coast 
from  Waitangi  West  to  Jupuangi,  and  he  is  now  trying  to- 
secure  another  right  to  fish  off  the  Te  Wakaru  coast.  The 
sponge  of  which  a  photograph  is  given,  is  tough  with  fine  fibre 
and  fairly  close.  There  are  three  different  sorts  :  the  least 
valuable  is  found  as  well  on  the  coast  of  the  Mania 
Peninsula,  N.Z.

Trochiscus  Civicus. 

This  sweet-voiced  bird  is  Major-crested,  and  long  since 
flew  from  the  Bloomsbury  aviary.  It  then  perched  on  a 
cherry-blossom  tree  at  Hulme,  where  it  warbles  "  Cachou,, 
cachou,  cachou."  It  has  also  a  civic  perch,  and  was  even 
placed  by  the  chanticleers  of  Cottonopolis  in  the  mayoral 
ring.  In  habit  it  is  occasionally  migratory,  and  Lancashire 
galenic  birds  always  keep  a  place  for  it  on  their  roost,  a& 
they  are  charmed  by  its  sweet  warbling,  which  is  punctuated1 
with  sparkling  jars.  Feeds  chiefly  on  chlorodyne-lozenges 
and  worm-cakes. 


The  famous  book  on  "  Natural  Philosophy,"  published  at 
Florence  in  1632  by  Galileo,  has  become  very  scarce  in 
consequence  of  an  order  for  its  destruction,  which  was 
issued  by  the  Vatican  soon  after  its  publication.  The 
Columbia  University  has  become  the  possessor  of  a  copy  of 
the  rare  first  edition  for  the  small  sum  of  11.

The  Revised  Pharmacy  Bill  has  become,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  lawyers,  a  hopeless  project,  and  many 
pharmacists  who  had  looked  on  the  draft  Bill  published  last 
December  as  a  promising  scheme  now  share  the  disappoint- 
ment and  discouragement  manifested  in  the  first  C.  $  D. 
leader  last  week.  The  one  thing  wanted  was  to  have  a 
direct  issue  raised  between  the  qualified  chemist  and  the 
unqualified  company.  The  highest  legal  authorities  in  the 
land  had  declared  that  the  existing  conditions  needed 
remedying,  and  the  Lord  Chancellor  sought  to  mend  matters 
in  the  simplest  way  possible.  His  Pharmacy  Bill  consisted 
of  a  couple  of  clauses,  and  he,  a  Cabinet  Minister,  failed  to 
pass  it.  We,  with  no  spokesman  in  either  House  of  Parlia- 
ment, submit  a  Bill  of  fifteen  clauses,  bristling  with  con- 
tentious matter,  and  complacently  discuss  its  effects  as 
though  the  real  struggle  were  over  and  only  a  few  formalities 
remained  to  be  accomplished.  We  have  "improved"  the 
Bill  by  inserting  a  clause  which  would  add  a  few  thousand 
pounds  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  banking  account ; 
and  soon  we  shall  be  wondering  why  our  proposals  get  such 
scant  attention  from  men  in  authority. 

*  *  *  * 

Our  Policy  was  obviously,  when  we  had  the  chance,  and 
perhaps  we  have  it  still,  to  try  to  work  in  harmony  with  the 
Lord  Chancellor.  We  might  at  least  have  made  an  attempt 
to  join  our  forces  to  his.  Why  should  we  assume  that  the 
scheme  he  set  forth  was  the  only  one  he  was  willing  to  con- 
sider ?  He  would  at  least  have  heard  our  case,  and  he 
might,  perhaps,  have  recognised  to  an  extent  the  force  of 
our  arguments.  "  Vincit  qui  curat  "  was  an  old  Latin  maxim, 
and  it  is  applicable  in  such  a  case  as  ours.  We  may  conquer 
by  taking  advantage  of  every  opportunity,  by  watching  our 
openings,  by  cautiously  advancing,  perhaps  almost  imper- 
ceptibly ;  but  we  have  no  chance  whatever  of  storming  the 
•citadel.  Moreover,  it  has  been  abundantly  proved  that  we 
■are  completely  disorganised.  Perhaps  there  is  no  single 
British  pharmacist  who  could  cordially  support  every  clause 
of  the  Bill.  We  agree  to  it  by  detachments.  Under  these 
circumstances  can  we  reasonably  expect  any  member  of 
Parliament  or  any  department  of  Government  to  take  it  in 
•charge  as  it  stands  ? 

*  *  *  * 

The  Discussion  on  the  Bill  at  the  last  meeting  of 
■Council  was  suggestive  and,  in  some  respects,  amusing.  The 
President's  particular  point  seems  to  have  been  that  the  Bill 
represented  "  an  honest  attempt  "  to  grapple  with  the  diffi- 
culties of  the  situation.  Three  or  four  times  over  he  repeated 
this  assurance,  varying  it  with  the  admission  that  every 
•member  of  the  Council  had  sacrificed  some  of  his  ideas  and 
•desires.  Compromises  are  no  doubt  necessary  if  discussions 
are  to  result  in  something  practical,  and  Mr.  Newsholme 
unanswerably  asks,  What  would  be  the  good  of  a  Council  if 
the  members  were  not  willing  to  meet  each  other?  It  is 
difficult  to  avoid  asking,  in  return,  whether  the  Council  has 
/proved  itself  to  be  of  much  good  even  with  members  who 
are  willing  to  meet  each  other.  The  Vice-President  bravely 
tolessed  the  Bill  on  the  ground  that  "  there  was  no  selfish 
motive  in  it";  while  a  minute  or  two  later  Mr.  ex-President 
Martindale  stated  that  it  had  been  brought  forth  because 
•chemists  "  had  not  got  what  they  expected  from  the  1868 
Act."  Mr.  Taylor  had,  with  apparent  hesitation,  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  Bill  was  a  shade  better  than  nothing, 
and   Mr.  Glyn-Jones  cryptically  recommended  it  on  the 


ground  that  there  was  nothing  in  it  about  capitalists.  The 
Treasurer  confessed  to  "  a  certain  weariness  of  the  subject," 
and  then  went  on  to  urge  on  himself  and  others  the  necessity 
for  union  and  enthusiasm.  A  wearied  enthusiast  will 
certainly  not  do  much  towards  "  bringing  in  the  millennium," 
to  use  Mr.  Atkins's  own  expression.  The  silence  of  certain 
other  members  of  the  Council  was  not  less  eloquent  than  the 
speeches  of  their  colleagues. 

*  *  *  * 

Mr.  Mackenzie's  Charges  against  the  last  fifty-nine 
Pharmaceutical  Councils,  that  they  have  not  attained  the 
ideal  of  the  founders  of  the  Society,  is  no  doubt  true  enough. 
Far  be  it  from  me  to  defend  the  hoary-headed  old  sinner  of 
Bloomsbury  Square  of  whose  approaching  diamond  jubilee 
we  are  by  these  figures  reminded.  But  it  is  surely  fair  to 
ask  Mr.  Mackenzie  whether  he  knows  of  any  society  or 
association  which  has  fulfilled  the  ideal  of  its  founders,  or 
even  any  large  part  of  it.  I  have  "assisted"  at  the  in- 
auguration of  a  good  many  schemes,  most  of  which  are  now 
with  Hans  Breitman's  dinner  "  in  the  Ewigkeit"  ;  but  even 
of  those  which  remain  to  this  day,  none  that  I  know  of  could 
stand  a  comparison  with  the  hopes  and  anticipations  with 
which  they  were  floated. 

*  *  *  * 

Mr.  Mackenzie  asserts  that  ''one  thing  is  sure — that  the 
great  majority  of  our  members  are  pressed  and  hemmed  all 
round  with  greatly  reduced  incomes  and  vastly  increased 
difficulties  in  conducting  business,  or  even  in  making  a 
living  out  of  it."  Is  that  so  sure  ?  There  is  at  least  a  lot  of 
evidence  to  the  contrary.  One  little  item  is  all  I  have  space 
for,  but  it  is  significant.  On  the  page  preceding  that  on 
which  Mr.  Mackenzie's  letter  is  printed,  I  read  about  Mr. 
Critchley  working  in  Blackburn  between  1850  and  1863 
from  7  A.M  till  10  P.M.  daily.  The  gilded  youth  of  Black- 
burn pharmacy  in  1901  can  only  claim  our  sympathy  in 
respect  to  the  frequency  of  the  public  banquets  which  they 
have  to  attend. 

*  *  *  * 

The  Dispensing  Mistakes  which  figure  in  last  week's 
news  suggest  various  reflections,  but  the  most  distinct  one 
must  be  a  reminder  of  the  terrible  responsibility  we,  who 
have  undertaken  the   compounding   of   medicines,  have 
assumed.    Incidentally,  no  doubt,  we  cannot  help  connecting 
the  fatal  accidents  reported  from  Swansea  and  Normanton 
with  what  we  know  of  the  generally  unsatisfactory  way  in 
which  dangerous  drugs  are  kept  in,  and  sometimes  distri- 
buted from  doctor's  surgeries.    But  we  dare  not  dwell  too 
exclusively  on  that  aspect,  especially  when  we  find  a  few 
pages  later  on  the  report  of  the  Scotch  action  for  damages 
arising  out  of  a  dispenser's  carelessness  in  a  chemist's  shop  ; 
an  error  not  unlike  the  one  made  by  the  Swansea  doctor. 
In  all  the  cases  there  was  a  temporary  relaxation  of  mental 
attention.    They  occurred  in  doctors'  dispensaries  and  in 
the  shop  of  a  limited  company  ;  but  who  shall  say  that  the 
best-trained  dispenser  among  us  is  not  lia'  le  to  such  a  lapse 
now  and  then  i    The  wonder  is  that,  considering  our  long 
hours  and  the  familiarity  which  we  necessarily  acquire  with 
the  surroundings  of  the  dispensing  counter,  it  does  not  occur 
far  more  frequently  than  it  does.    In  all  the  cases  before  us 
it  is  easy  to  see  that  some  little  systematic  precaution  would 
have  prevented  the  accident.    Something  of  the  kind  can 
always  be  said  in  reference  to  every  such  misadventure  ;  but 
it  is  not  the  less  important  to  say  it.    At  no  matter  what 
cost  a  dispenser  of  medicines  should  adopt  every  possible 
mechanical  contrivance  to  ensure  safety  ;  and  the  justest 
and  most  effective  answer  to  every  customer  who  says  he 
can  get  his  medicines  dispensed  sixpence  cheaper  elsewhere 
should  be  to  take  him  behind  the  dispensing  department  and 
show  him  the  details  of  the  arrangements  there  adopted  for 
his  possible  security.    It  would  be  hardly  necessary  to  ask 
him  if  he  ought  not  to  pay  something  as  interest  on  the 
outlay  of  money  and  thought.

JEbttoual  Comments* 


The  Summer  Side=line. 

The  photographic  trade,  which  has  with  most  dealers  been 
practically  dormant  throughout  the  season  of  fog  and  cold, 
reawakens  at  Easter.  The  fever  of  enthusiasm  becomes 
irresistible  to  most  photographic  amateurs  in  the  springtime, 
and  the  camera  is  brought  forth  and  prepared  for  action. 
The  dealer  should  be  ready  for  him  by  Easter,  and  it  is  on 
this  account  that  we  resume  our  photographic  section.  A 
recent  talk  with  wholesale  photographic  dealers  has  con- 
vinced us  that  the  prospects  of  a  good  photographic  trade 
for  the  year  are  excellent,  and  photographic  chemists  assure 
us  that  they  fail  to  detect  any  falling-off  in  the  "  craze.' 
The  photographic  side-line  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most 
successful  of  the  accessories  which  chemists  have  found  it 
profitable  to  add  to  their  businsss,  and  each  year  brings 
fresh  recruits  to  the  ranks  of  photographic  dealers.  Phar- 
macists who  some  years  ago  would  not  have  dreamed  of 
caking  up  this  business,  now  do  so  with  results  which  justify 
them,  and  no  case  of  failure  which  has  come  under  our  notice 
has  been  difficult  to  explain.  The  few  who  have  fallen  into 
chat  category  have  generally  taken  up  the  business  in  such  a 
balf-hearted  way  or  have  given  so  little  attention  to  it  that 
success  would  have  been  a  surprise.    It  is  essential  that  the 
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chemist  who  sells  photographic  materials  should  make  him- 
self conversant  with  the  practical  details  of  the  processes. 
Customers  like  to  have  the  opinion  of  a  pharmacist  on  the 
many  difficulties  they  encounter.  The  practice  of  the 
"  black  art  "  does  not  present  many  difficulties  to  the  chemist, 
accustomed  as  he  is  to  delicate  manipulations,  and  the  fear 
of  non-success  need  not  deter  any  pharmacist  from  taking  it 
up. 

The  first  care  of  the  dealer  should  be  to  put  aside  all 
plates  and  paper  left  over  from  last  season.  They  need  not 
be  regarded  as  "dead  stock,"  for  there  are  customers  who  do 
not  mind  buying  them  at  slightly  reduced  rates.  We  do  not 
say  that  plates  and  paper  spoil  when  kept  a  few  months,  but 
it  is  a  wise  precaution  to  start  the  season  with  a  fresh  supply 
and  so  disarm  captious  critics.  Those  who  have  dark  rooms 
for  the  use  of  amateurs  should  do  any  renovating  required 
in  them  before  the  season  begins.  The  room  should  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  so  as  to  prevent  any  dust  nuisance,  and 
any  improvements  which  suggest  themselves  had  better  be 
carried  out.  Revised  price-lists  and  any  extension  of  the 
series  of  photographic-labels  should  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  printers,  and  dealers  who  have  not  begun  these  very 
useful  items  are  reminded  that  the  label-printers  have  stock 
lists  and  labels  to  assist  dealers  in  drafting  what  they  require, 
but  one  should  not  depend  much  upon  these,  as  originality 
pays  best  in  the  end. 

The  first  care  with  those  who  are  beginning  the  photo- 
graphic trade  should  be  to  lay  in  a  stock  of  plates  and  paper 
of  well-known  brands,  and  such  accessories  as  printing- 
frames,  dishes,  racks,  atd  negative-boxes.  As  business  is 
attracted  it  is  necessary  to  add  cameras,  lenses,  tripods,  and 
the  hke,  while  proprietary  developers  and  other  chemical 
products  must  also  be  stocked.  A  small  outlay  in  labels  soon 
repays  itself,  and  enables  a  trade  to  be  worked  up  in 
developers,  intensifiers,  and  mountants,  which  form  the  most 
profitable  part  of  the  photographic  business.  Good  pre- 
parations, uniformly  and  neatly  dispensed,  inspire  confidence 
in  the  dealer,  and  amateurs  of  the  class  whom  chemists 
should  attract  are  generally  willing  to  pay  for  such  goods 
at  fairly  remunerative  rates.  It  is  well  to  exhibit  about  the 
pharmacy  or  in  the  window  photographs  of  local  attractions, 
or  to  issue  a  short  price-list  of  chemicals  and  apparatus. 
Most  people  are  attracted  by  pictures,  and  the  purpose  of 
photographs  in  the  pharmacy  is  to  take  advantage  of  that 
trait  and  so  promote  inquiry.  Makers  of  dry-p!ates  and 
sensitive  paper  generally  supply  their  customers  with  fine 
examples  of  photographs  taken  on  their  plates  or  printed  on 
their  papers.  In  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary 
for  1900  a  specimen  order  for  a  beginner  is  given,  and  in  the 
same  Diary  are  numerous  formulas  for  the  more  commonly 
required  photographic  developers. 


Names  on  Poison=labeIs. 

We  missed  from  the  report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
last  week  a  reference  to  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  v.  Reece,  in  which  Mr.  Lane,  K.C  ,  the  West  London 
Magistrate,  decided  that  the  defendant,  who  trades  under  an 
acquired  name,  must  in  future  put  his  own  name  upon  labels 
for  prisons.  The  decision  was  undoubtedly  obtained  upon 
what  is  commonly  called  a  "  fluke,"  and  it  is  in  view  of  this 
fact  that  we  think  the  Council,  which  has  upon  it  several 
members  who  trade  on  similar  conditions  to  Mr.  Reece, 
should  have  given  some  indication  of  future  action  in  the 
matter.  It  is  perfectly  well  known  that  there  are  many 
throughout  the  trade  who  are  closely  affected  by  the  decision, 
and  as  the  matter  stands  at  present  they  are  open  to  hi 
proceeded  against  at  any  moment  by  any  individual  if  they 


continue  to  label  poisons  with  the  acquired  or  assumed  name 
which  hitherto  they  have  in  good  faith  used  as  fulfilling  all 
legal  requirements.  Had  there  been  a  hope  of  appeal  it 
would  have  been  safe  to  continue  on  the  old  lines  pending  a 
higher-court  decision,  but  Mr.  Recce  informs  us  that  he  has 
abandoned  the  idea  of  appealing  against  the  decision, 
because  he  does  not  think  that  it  will  incommode  him  very 
much,  seeing  that  he  is  not  compelled  to  abandon  the  name 
under  which  his  business  is  known,  and  he  has  not  had  the 
slightest  encouragement  from  persons  similarly  situated  to 
appeal.  We  think  the  matter,  so  far  as  Mr.  Reece  is  con- 
cerned, is  rather  hard.  The  facts  show  that  eight  years 
ago  he  acquired  from  a  chemist  and  druggist,  with  whom  he 
was  then  an  assistant,  a  business  in  Deptford,  which  was 
carried  on  under  the  name  of  "Henry  Squire."  Two  years 
after  he  was  arrangicg  to  start  a  branch  in  another  part  of 
London,  and  it  then  occurred  to  him  that  while  it  might  be 
perfectly  legal  to  continue  an  established  business  under  the 
old  name  it  might  not  be  legal  to  open  other  businesses 
under  the  same  name.  Accordingly  he  put  the  matter  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  explaining  the 
whole  circumstances,  and  he  was  informed  that  he  could  go 
ahead,  as  the  course  that  he  proposed  was  consistent  with 
recognised  practice.  Mr.  Reece  therefore  feels  that  he  has 
been  rather  sharply  dealt  with,  especially  as  counsel  for  the 
Society  pressed  for  heavy  expenses,  and  exccptiorally 
heavy  expenses  were  awarded.  He  is  quite  alive  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  apparent  inconsistency  in 
making  him  the  scapegoat,  when  they  might  with  equal 
effect  have  taken  proceedings,  so  far  as  the  trading-name 
is  concerned,  against  a  neighbour  who  happens  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Council  trading  under  an  assumed  name,  but 
he  will  give  the  Council  the  opportunity  of  confirming  Mr. 
Lane's  decision  by  similar  proceedings  against  others  who 
are  committing  the  same  offence,  or  of  making  restitution  to 
him.  We  have  already  stated  (see  C.  %  D.,  February  16, 
page  283)  that  the  intention  of  the  Legislature,  as  expressed 
in  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  is  in  a  measure  defeated 
by  the  use  on  poison-labels  of  a  name  other  than  that  under 
which  the  seller  is  registered,  but  the  custom  of  the  trade, 
as  sanctioned  by  the  administrators  of  the  Act,  requires 
more  than  a  mere  magistrate's  decision  to  disestablish  it. 
Those  who  prefer  not  to  wait  for  a  more  authoritative 
decision,  or  who  do  not  care  to  risk  prosecution,  should  see 
to  it  that  their  poison-labels  conform  to  the  principle  as  laid 
down  by  Mr.  Lane.  Thus  in  the  case  of,  say,  Smith  &  Sod, 
a  firm  composed  of  John  Smith  and  his  son  John  James 
Smith,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the  labels  printed  as 
follows :  —

There  may  be  more  inconvenience  in  carrying  out  this 
idea  in  cases  where  there  are  three  or  more  persons  in  the 
firm.  The  actual  names  should  also  be  included  on  dispens- 
ing blanks  which  are  applied  to  any  medicine  containing  a 
scheduled  poison.  The  specification  of  partners'  name  is  a 
custom  followed  by  a  large  number  of  persons  and  firms,  and 
Mr.  Lane's  decision  has  been  welcomed  by  many.  Neverthe- 
less, conforming  to  the  decision  will  cause  considerable 
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inconvenience,  while  to  some  it  may  be  a  great  business 
disadvantage,  and  there  is  a  disposition  in  some  quarters 
to  regard  the  decision  as  nugatory.  That  ii  almost  suf- 
ficient reason  for  a  declaration  by  the  Council  which  will 
either  give  force  to  Mr.  Lane's  decision,  or  indicate  the 
Council's  future  policy,  especially  as  to  whether  a  case  can 
be  arranged  to  be  taken  to  the  High  Court. 


A  Flutter  in  Films. 

The  pleasant  ways  of  photography  on  the  trading  side  are 
somewhat  thorny  just  now,  and  the  future  of  business  in 
photographic  films  is  jeopardised  owing  to  conditions  stipu- 
lated bj  Kodak  (Limited)  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  their 
goods.    Many  in  the  trade  consider  the  conditions  to  be 
Jittle,  if  anything,  short  of  coercion — a  rare  element  in 
British  trading,  and  one  which  is  not  likely  to  be  more 
successful  in  th.3  twentieth  century  than  in  the  nineteenth. 
To  get  to  the  bottom  of  the  matter  we  have  to  go  back  to 
388$,  when  provisional  specifications  were  deposited  at  the 
British  Patent  Office  of  two  inventions,  for  which  ultimately 
patents  were  granted      In  thesa  specifications  Mr.  Geo. 
Eastman  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Walker,  Kochester,  N.Y.,  described 
the  invention  of  photographic  films  and  film-holders.    It  is 
safe  to  say  that  no  other  photographic  patents  have  exercised 
a  more  progressive  influence  on  the  practice  of  photography 
than  these  since  the  invention  of  the  dry  plate,  of  which 
the  films  were  really  the  outcome.    One  of  the  patents  was 
for  a  flexible  support  for  the  emulsion,  previously  used  only 
on  a  glass  support,  and  the  other  for  a  film-holder,  which 
enabled  a  roll  <>f  film  to  be  exposed  in  the  camera  with  great 
facility.    To  the  production  of  these  articles  the  inventors 
devoted  their  attention  commercially,  but  camera-makers 
were  not  so  enamoured  of  the  new  idea  as  they  were,  and 
Mir.  Eastman  and  his  colleagues   were  forced  into  the 
camera-business  in  order  that  they  might  give  the  public 
.  an  apparatus  that  would  take  the  new  roll-films.    So  the 
kodak  was  born.    Still,  the  films  were  the  backbone  of  the 
Eastman  business,  and  in  time  the  valuable  patents  became 
the  property  of  Kodak  (Limited),  whose  capital  is  1,600,000?. 
The  patent-rights  in  due  course  expired,  and  imitations  both 
of  the  films  and  roll-holders  have  appeared  on  the  market. 
This  circumstance  appears  to  have  induced  Kodak  (Limited) 
to  notify  their  customers  to  the  following  effect : — 

in  the  protection  of  our  interests  we  wish  it  to  be  understood  that 
we  cannot  undertake  to  supply  our  kodaks  and  other  goods  to  those 
wlho  handle  or  sell  in  any  way  rollable-film  apparatus  and  Tollable 
film  others  than  those  of  our  manufacture. 

On  the  company's  invoices  issued  after  March  1  the 
following  condition  is  added  to  those  previously  specified  : — 

Our  goods  are  sold  to  you  as  a  dealer,  and  discount  allowed 
thereon  on  condition  that  no  other  rollable-film  cameras  and  roll- 
holders  and  no  other  rollable  films  than  those  of  our  manufacture 
are  sold  by  you. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1899,  in  an  action  which 
Kodak  (Limited)  brought  against  a  photographic  dealer,  Mr 
Justice  Stirling  indicated  how  conditions  of  sale  can  be  made 
legally  binding  if  they  are  brought  home  clearly  to  the 
purchaser.  Since  July,  1899,  the  company  have  been  in  the 
habit  of  printing  the  conditions  on  their  invoices,  thus  con- 
forming to  Mr.  Justice  Stirling's  suggestion,  and  the  new 
clause  may  be  regarded  as  equally  effective.  The  legality  of 
the  procedure  need  not,  however,  concern  us  at  present,  for  it 
is  more  important  to  know  actually  why  the  company  are  so 
acting,  and  how  the  trade  regard  the  matter.  We  have  seen 
the  former,  and  their  view  was  substantially  as  follows  : — 
"Every  concern  that  makes  and  works  up  a  big  business  in 
any  line  will,  if  it  can,  take  steps  to  maintain  its  position  ; 


and  when  imitators  seek  to  get  in  to  reap  some  of  the 
harvest  due  to  the  world-wide  and  immense  popularity  we 
have  secured  for  our  apparatus  and  appliances,  we  must 
take  the  strongest  means  open  to  us  to  hold  our 
own."  Prejudice  has  been  created  against  rollable-film 
photography,  they  added,  by  the  use  of  imitations,  and  some 
of  them,  being  rolled  on  a  kodak  spool,  are  mistaken  for 
kodak  film  by  professional  developers,  and  the  developed 
results  bring  discredit  to  the  originators.  In  answer  to  our 
inquiries  as  to  how  dealers  look  at  the  new  condition,  we 
were  informed  that  whilst  a  few  object  numerous  letters 
and  expressions  of  approval  have  been  received.  The  com- 
pany do  not  propose  to  extend  the  regulations  to  plate- 
cameras,  plates,  papers,  or  cut  films  ;  and  cameras  made  for 
plates,  but  fitted  with  kodak  roll-holders  obtained  from 
the  company  may  be  sold  independently  of  the  conditions 
applicable  to  the  Eastman  film  and  roller,  although  the 
invoice-notice  certainly  covers  all  such  goods. 

As  to  the  other  side  of  the  matter  we  have  already  indi- 
cated that  there  is  much  grumbling  among  photographic 
dealers,  and  some  of  them  point  out  to  us  that  the  conditions 
imposed  are  the  thin  edge  of  the  monopoly  wedge  which  has 
been  so  disastrous  to  freedom  of  trading  in  the  United  States 
under  the  "trust"  system  which  prevails  there,  and  that  it 
is  a  coercive  and  un-English  method  of  trading.  Apart  from 
that  consideration  of  business  policy,  it  is  pointed  out  that 
an  inventor  who  takes  out  letters  patent  virtually  agrees  to 
the  condition  that  at  the  end  of  the  period  of  monopoly  his 
invention  shall  become  public  property,  to  be  worked  by 
anybody  who  pleases  so  long  as  rights  in  respect  to  titles  and 
other  non-patent  rights  are  respected.  But  Kodak  (Limited)i 
by  endeavouring  to  limit,  if  not  prohibit,  the  sale  of  the  so- 
called  imitations  of  roll-films,  seek  to  extend  the  period  of 
patent-monopoly.  It  is  further  stated  if  the  limitation-of- 
sale  conditions  are  effectually  established,  improvements  on 
the  principle  of  the  original  inventions,  if  they  are  not  brought 
out  by  Kodak  (Limited)  will  have  their  chance  of  commercial 
su  cess  lessened,  and  perhaps  inventors  may  be,  probably  to 
their  disadvantage,  forced  to  sell  their  inventions  to  Kodak 
(Limited).  We  may  point  out,  in  regard  to  suggestions  of 
this  character,  that  there  is  a  possibility,  supposing  they 
became  actualities,  of  the  arrangements  between  the  manu- 
facturers and  dealers  becoming  contracts  in  restraint  of  trade. 
Moreover,  experience  goes  to  show  that  original  patentees 
who  have  established  a  good  business  by  progressive  methods 
can  maintain  the  business  by  the  same  methods  in  face 
of  competition,  while  repressive  measures  are  frequently 
disastrous  because  they  attract  greater  attention  to  the 
competitive  goods.  From  that  point  of  view  the  Kodak 
action  is  unwise  ;  at  any  rate,  the  objections  by  dealers 
resolve  themselves  into  disapproval  of  the  company  dictating 
to  them  what  they  may  or  may  not  stock.  To  this  the 
company  reply  that  their  travellers  have  been  taking  the 
opinions  of  customers  on  the  matter,  and  so  far  a  majority 
are  in  favour  of  the  conditions.  We  do  not  question  that 
census,  but  as  there  are  many  photographic  chemists  amongst 
our  subscribers  we  would  be  obliged  if  they  would  during  the 
next  few  days  inform  us  by  postcard  what  they  think  of  the 
agreement  they  are  asked  to  conform  to. 


SULPHOCYANIDES  AS  POISONS. 
It  is  well  known  to  chemists  and  druggists  in  Great 
Britain  that  it  has  been  ruled  by  our  pharmaceutical  autho- 
rities that  ammonium  sulphocyanide  is  not  a  poison  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  There  will,  therefore, 
be  considerable  satisfaction  at  the  successful  proceedings 
taken  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  against 
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several  photographic  dealers  in  Dublin  who  have  sold  that 
deadly  poison,  they  not  being  qualified  under  the  Irish 
Pharmacy  Acts  to  do  so.  The  Society's  counsel  and  expert 
witness  (Professor  Tichborne)  satisfied  the  Magistrate  that 
sulphocyanide  of  ammonium  comes  within  the  definition 
''  Cyanide  of  potassium  and  all  metallic  cyanides."  Pro- 
fessor Tichborne  had  little  difficulty  in  convincing  the 
Magistrate  that  ammonium  is  a  metal,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  his  statement  could  be  amply  corroborated  ;  but  the 
difficulty  here  has  been  to  prove  that  a  sulphocyanide  is  a 
cyanide  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  so  that  the  Dublin 
decision  makes  a  good  precedent  for  Great  Britain  to 
follow. 

THE   MOSQUITO   AND  YELLOW  FEVER. 

The  responsibility  of  the  mosquito  for  the  transmission  of 
yellow  fever  and  malaria  has  been  officially  recognised  by 
the  Uni'ed  States  Government.  A  general  order  has  been 
issued  by  Major-General  Wood  at  Havana  to  his  post 
commanders,  stating  that  the  chief  surgeon  of  tue 
department  of  Cuba  has  reported  that  it  is  now  well 
established  that  yellow  fever,  as  well  as  malaria,  is 
transmitted  by  mosquitos.  He  therefore  directs  that  the 
troops  are  to  use  mosquito  bars  in  all  barracks,  hospitals, 
and  field  service  wherever  practical,  and  the  "  Wiggler,"  or 
young  mosquito  is  to  be  destroyed  by  the  use  of  petroleum 
on  the  water  where  the  insects  breed.  Permanent  pools  or 
puddles  are  to  be  filled  up  wherever  possible.  To  the  others 
are  to  be  applied  1  oz.  of  kerosene  to  each  fifteen  square  feet 
of  water  twice  a  month.  Writing  from  Maracaibo  the 
American  Consul  states  that  a  simple  preventive  remedy 
against  mosquitos  employed  in  several  places  in  South 
America  consists  in  planting  the  castor-oil  tree  (Iticinus 
communis),  or  "  Palma  Christi,"  around  the  house  and  pre- 
mises. In  those  countries  this  plant  becomes  a  tall  tree  and 
is  perennial,  and  it  appears  that  the  smell  of  the  plant  is 
disagreeable  to  mosquitos  and  other  insect?,  and  it  is  an 
acknowledged  fact  that  where  those  plants  grow  few 
mosquitoes  will  be  found.  He  cites  from  his  personal 
experience  that  he  had  been  troubled  with  great  numbers  of 
mosquitos  gathering  between  the  leaves  of  his  plantain  and 
banana  trees  until  he  planted  castor-oil  trees.  Those  grew 
in  profusion,  and  there  are  now  no  mosquitos  to  be  found. 

A   SUPPLEMENTAL  CHARTER. 

If  we  may  judge  from  correspondence  which  we  have 
received,  there  has  been  considerable  astonishment  amongst 
those  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  who  noticed 
the  following  announcement  in  the  Morning  Advertiser  the 
other  day  :  — 

The  King  has  approved  the  draft  of  a  supplementary  charter  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 

The  paragraph  has  been  copied  into  several  of  the  provincial 
dailies  and  all  sorts  of  conjectures  have  been  raised  in 
respect  to  it,  one  being  that  it  refers  to  the  approval  of  the 
recently  amended  by-laws  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
have  actually  asked  to  be  returned,  and  another  that 
it  has  to  do  with  the  Aberdeen  petition  to  the  Privy  Council 
in  respect  to  the  validity  of  the  election  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council,  referred  to  in  a  letter  from  Mr.  James 
Patterson  in  this  issue.  It  deals  with  neither  of  these 
things,  but  with  the  power  given  in  the  charter  to  buy  and 
hold  lands,  &c,  the  yearly  value  of  which  shall  not  exceed 
on  the  whole  at  any  one  time  the  sum  of  2,000/.  The 
founders  of  the  Society  appear  not  to  have  contemplated 
that  the  Society  would  become  richer  than  that,  but  in 
August  last  the  solicitor  of  the  Society  informed  the  Council 
that  the  limit  had  been  somewhat  exceeded  by  recent  pur- 
chases of  freehold  ground- rents,  and  accordingly  in  October 
the  Council  authorised  the  seal  of  the  Society  to  be  affixed 


to  a  petition  to  the  Crown  asking  for  the  remission  o£ 
penalties  which  may  have  been  incurred  under  the  statutes 
of  mortmain  in  consequence  of  the  acquirement  of  real 
property  beyond  the  charter-limit,  and  also  for  permission  to 
acquire  further  property.  This  petition  was  presented  in 
Queen  Victoria's  lifetime,  and  has  now  been  granted  by  the 
King. 

FATAL  MEDICAL  DISPENSING. 

It  is  a  curious  circumstance  that  the  medical  papers  have 
kept  silence  in  regard  to  the  fatal  dispensing  accidents  itt 
doctors'  surgeries  which  we  reported  last  week.  The  Medical 
Press  manages,  however,  to  tell  "what  the  wrong  medicine 
cost "  when  it  was  dispensed  at  a  drug-store  without  fatal 
results,  thus  showing  the  keen  medical  interest  there  is  in 
the  subject,  and,  therefore,  that  the  silence  in  respect  to  the 
fatal  medical  cases  is  intentional.

Preserving  Mushrooms. 
The  "  Appert  "  process,  which  is  used  by  most  manufac- 
turers, is  as  follows  : — The  mushrooms  are  peeled  and  placed 
in  water  slightly  acidulated  with  vinegar.  They  are  then 
allowed  to  drain,  after  which  they  are  parboiled  and  placed 
one  by  one  in  wide-mouthed  bottles,  which  are  filled  three- 
fourths  full  with  a  weak  solution  of  vinegar.  The  bottles 
are  now  well  corked  and  placed  in  a  saucepan  of  cold  water, 
the  bottom  of  which  has  been  covered  with  straw.  The 
bottles  are  also  wrapped  in  straw  to  prevent  their  breaking. 
The  saucepan  is  then  put  on  the  fire  and  the  water  slowly 
brought  to  boil  and  kept  at  that  for  ten  minutes.  The 
saucepan  is  then  taken  from  the  fire  and  the  water  allowed 
to  cool  gradually,  after  which  the  bottles  are  removed  and 
sealed  with  wax.

Sale  op  Poisons  by  Photogeaphig  Dealers. 

The  Divisional  Magistrate,  Mr.  Swifte,  K.C.,  sitting  in  the 
Dublin  Southern  Court  on  March  8,  had  before  him  a  number 
of  prosecutions  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
against  photographers  and  photographic-dealers  for  selling 
poisons.  Mr.  R.  Keating  Clay,  solicitor  (of  the  firm  of 
Messrs.  Casey  &  Clay),  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Society  ; 
while  none  of  the  defendants  was  professionally  represented. 
The  following  three  firms  were  prosecuted  (two  summonses 
being  issued  in  each  instance)  : — Messrs.  Lafayette  (Limited), 
30  Westmoreland  Street,  Dublin ;  Mr.  J.  B.  Laphen,  37  Mary 
Street,  Dublin  ;  and  Mr.  Victor  Smith,  D'Olier  Street,  Dublin. 
The  summonses  were  all  for  allied  offences  on  November  5, 
1900,  and  were  for  selling  sulphocyanide  of  ammonium  and 
oxalate  of  potash. 

Mr.  Clay,  in  opening  the  cases  against  Messrs.  Lafayette, 
called  the  attention  of  the  Magistrate  to  the  extremely  toxic 
nature  of  the  sulphocyanide,  and  pointed  out  that  there  is  a 
class  of  professional  men  specially  educated  f  jr  the  purpose 
of  selling  and  dispensing  poisons,  amongst  whom  the 
defendants  were  not  included. 

Mr.  Swifte  asked :  Is  there  any  appearance  for  the 
defendants  1 

An  employe  of  Messrs.  Lafayette  said  that  he  had  been 
sent  to  represent  the  firm. 

Mr  Swifte :  I  think  there  ought  to  be  a  solicitor  for  a 
limited  company. 

Mr.  Clay  :  This  man  only  appears  as  a  witness.  (To  the 
employe)  :  What  are  your  instructions? 

The  Employe :  To  say  that  they  did  not  know  they  were 
committing  any  offence,  and  that  they  would  not  do  so 
again. 

Mr.  Gerald  Byrne,  solicitor :  On  behalf  of  the  legal  profes- 
sion I  object  to  this  man  being  heard.  He  has  no  right 
whatever  to  appear  here. 

Mr.  Clay  :  I  have  no  desire  that  he  should  be  heard.  But 
he  merely  got  a  message  to  bring  to  the  effect  that  the  firm 
expressed  regret  for  having  sold  the  poison.  They  were  in 
the  habit  of  using  the  poison  in  their  business. 

Mr.  Swifte  :  It  is  practically  a  plea  of  guilty,  but  I  am 
afraid  I  cannot  take  it  from  anybody  except  a  solicitor 
representing  the  company.  I  do  not  think  I  have  the  power 
to  hear  them  except  through  a  solicitor. 

Mr.  Clay:  Very  well,  sir.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
have  no  interest  except  to  protect  the  public.  I  will  now 
prove  my  case. 

Mr.  John  Doyle  then  deposed  that  he  was  an  inspector  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  that  on  November  5,  1900, 
he  purchased  the  poison  at  Lafayette's  shop  in  Westmoreland 
Street,  and  got  a  receipt  for  it. 

Professor  Chas.  Tichborne  was  then  called  to  prove  analysis 
of  the  poison. 

Mr.  Swifte  asked  :  You  are  a  qualified  analyst  1 

Witness :  I  am  a  surgeon,  a  diplomate  of  public  health, 
and  county  analyst  for  the  Government.    Is  that  enough  ? 

Mr.  Swifte  :  Oh,  quite. 

Witness  then  proved  his  analysis. 

Mr.  Swifte  asked  to  see  the  schedule  of  poisons,  and  Mr. 
Clay  gave  it  to  him,  pointing  out  that  it  contained  "  cyanide 
of  potassium  and  all  metallic  cyanides."  (To  witness)  :  Does 
this  poison  come  under  that  description  ? — It  does.  It  is  a 
modification  of  it. 

But  it  is  a  poison  that  comes  under  that  description  in  the 
schedule  of  the  Act  ? — In  my  opinion,  yes.  The  metal 
ammonium  has  not  been  discovered  by  itself,  but  it  is  sup- 
posed to  be  analogous  to  potassium  and  sodium.  We  have 
an  amalgam  of  it. 

Mr.  Swifte :  Are  you  able  to  say  that  the  mixture  is  a 
poison  ? — Yes.  There  is  a  case  recorded  in  which  3  gr.  of  it 
have  proved  fatal  to  an  adult. 

And  how  much  was  in  this  bottle  1 — Half  an  ounce— 200 
odd  grains. 

Mr.  Clay  :  That  is  the  first  case,  your  Worship. 
Mr.  Swifte  :  What  is  the  penalty  ? 


Mr.  Clay  :  Five  pounds  in  each  case.  I  will  now  take  up 
the  second  summons  against  Messrs.  Lafayette  (Limited). 

This  was  in  respect  to  the  oxalate  of  potash.  Mr.  Doyle 
proved  the  purchase,  and  Professor  Tichborne  the  analysis 
and  nature  of  the  article. 

The  other  cases  were  then  proceeded  with.  The  same 
articles  had  been  bought  at  Mr.  Laphen's  place,  and  the  fact 
was  proved. 

Mr.  Swifte :  I  do  not  think  these  people  appreciated  the 
importance  of  these  proceedings.  The  Messrs.  Lafayette 
only  send  an  employe,  and  Mr.  Laphen  does  not  appear  at 
all. 

Mr.  Clay :  Some  of  these  persons  were  cautioned  pre- 
viously, so  that  the  Society  did  not  take  them  suddenly. 
There  are  others  that  we  have  not  prosecuted  to-day,  and  if 
this  practice  be  stopped  we  do  not  wish  to  prosecute  any 
more.  In  the  discharge  of  our  duty,  however,  we  must  pro- 
tect the  public. 

Professor  Tichborne  again  gave  evidence ;  and  after  Mr. 
Clay  had  remarked  upon  these  deadly  poisons  having  been 
obtained  without  the  slightest  restriction, 

The  two  purchases  in  Mr.  Victor  Smith's  establishment 
were  dealt  with  Mr.  Doyle  and  Professor  Tichborne  gave 
evidence  as  before. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  had  no  questions  to  ask. 

The  Magistrate  desired  to  know  if  he  could  not  mitigate 
the  penalty,  and  Mr.  Clay  submitted  that  he  had  no  power. 

Mr.  S*dfte:  To  whom  does  the  penalty  go — to  your 
Society  1 

Mr.  Clay:  One-third  to  the  Inspector  and  two-thirds  to  the 
Society. 

Mr.  Swifte:  Would  you  be  satisfied  if  I  put  51.  on  one  of 
these  cases  ? 

Mr.  Clay  pointed  out  that  some  cases  cost  the  Society 
15'.,  and  recalled  a  recent  decision  in  which  Mr.  Justice 
O'Brien  said  "  We  are  clearly  of  opinion  that  it  was  the  duty 
of  the  Magistrates  to  impose  a  fine  on  the  defendant  of  51., 
and  no  less  sum." 

Mr.  Swifte  :  Five  pounds  on  each  summons  is  very  large. 
These  defendants  have  not  had  professional  assistance,  and 
I  will  look  into  the  matter. 

Mr.  Clay :  One  of  them  was  duly  warned  on  the  matter, 
but  he  did  not  attend  to  it. 

Mr.  Swifte:  It  is  a  very  serious  ofEence. 

Mr.  Clay  :  I  ask  for  the  full  penalty  in  each  case.  The 
Society  makes  nothing  out  of  these  prosecutions — on  the 
contrary  loses  by  them,  and  the  deficit  has  to  be  met  out  of 
the  members'  subscriptions. 

Mr.  Swifte  asked  Mr.  Smith,  one  of  the  defendants,  what 
he  had  to  say. 

Mr.  Smith  :  I  did  not  know  I  was  doing  wrong  in  selling 
these  things.  I  thought  it  was  the  universal  custom,  and  I 
bslieve  it  to  be  so  still.  I  never  got  any  warning.  If 
I  had  known  i!i  was  against  the  law  I  would  not  have 
done  it. 

Mr.  Clay :  If  you  read  the  Photographic  News  you  must 
have  seen  that  there  were  dozens  of  these  prosecutions  in 
England. 

Mr.  Smith  :  I  only  read  the  Irish  Times  (laughter). 

Mr.  Swifte  :  Mr.  Laphen  does  not  now  appear.  I  will  fine 
him  51  in  each  case. 

Mr.  Clay :  The  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  in 
Court,  and  he  informs  me  that  there  was  advertised  in  the 
Irish  Times  a  warning  against  this  very  offence,  so  that  it  is 
idle  for  Mr.  Smith  to  say  that  he  did  not  know.  Besides,  in 
Mr.  Smith's  case  the  bottles  were  labelled  "  Poison." 

Messrs  Lafayette's  Representative:  In  our  case  it  was 
labelled  "  Poison  "  also. 

Mr.  Clay  :  Only  on  one  of  them. 

Mr.  Swifte  said  he  would  take  time  to  consider  his 
judgment  in  Messrs.  Lafayette's  and  Mr.  Smith's  cases.  Five 
pounds  on  each  summons  was  pretty  high,  and  he  would  see 
if  he  had  not  power  to  mitigate  the  penalty. 

On  Thursday  March  14,  Mr.  Swifte  gave  his  judgment  in 
the  cases  of  Messrs.  Lafayette  and  of  Mr.  Smith.  He  held 
that  under  Section  63  of  the  Act  Vic.  5,  he  as  Divisional 
Magistrate  had  power  to  mitigate  a  penalty  when  words  of 
an  Act  merely  said  "  Penalty  of  51."  Accordingly  he  fined 
each  defendant  21.  10s.  in  each  of  the  two  summonses — i.e., 
51.  for  each  defendant. 
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High  Court  Cases. 

A  Ladder  Accident. 

Mr.  Justice  Bucknill  and  a  jury,  sitting  in  the  King's 
SBench  Division  on  Wednesday,  bad  before  them  the  case  of 
Moore  v.  Day's  Metropolitan  Drug-stores,  in  which  Mrs. 
Moore  and  her  husband,  a  fishmonger,  sued  for  damages  in 
respect  to  injuries  inflicted  upon  her  by  a  ladder  while  in  a 
shop  of  defendants'  in  Lambeth.  The  ladder  fell  on  her 
■head.  The  defendants  denied  negligence.  The  jury,  after 
toeing  locked  up  for  two  hours,  came  back  and  said  they 
•could  not  agree  on  the  point  of  damages.  The  Judge  sent 
them  back.  '  Stay  in  your  room  until  you  do,"  said  he. 
"Rather  than  put  these  people  to  the  expense  of  another 
trial  I'll  stay  here  until  midnight." 

Carbon-plates. 

In  the  Kitjg'.s  Bench  Division  of  tli3  High  Court  of  Justice 
on  March  11,  Mr.  Justice  Bigham,  sitting  without  a  jury, 
■concluded  the  hearing  of  the  case  of  Lessing  and  another  v. 
the  Electro-Chemical  Company  (Limited)  (1900),  of  St. 
Helens,  Lancashire,  in  which  Mrs.  Bertha  Lessing,  widow  of 
a  Dr.  Lessing,  and  Mr.  Kurt,  of  Nuremberg,  claimed 
184'.  18s.  Id.  for  carbon-plates.  The  contract,  which  was 
entered  into  in  April,  1900,  and  was  for  the  supply  of 
12  tons  of  Lessing's  carbon-plates  at  381.  per  ton,  the  plates 
to  be  18  inches  by  5f  inches.  The  defendants  said  that  the 
plates  were  not  delivered  according  to  contract,  neither  as 
regarded  quality  or  quantity, and  defendants  counter-claimed 
for  damages  for  their  works  having  been  kept  standing  idle 
in  consequence.  A  considerable  amount  of  expert  electro- 
chemical evidence  was  called  as  to  the  quality  of  the  carbon- 
plates  supplied,  and  after  a  lengthy  hearing  his  Lordship, 
in  giving  judgment,  said  the  plaintiffs'  own  witnesses 
admitted  that  the  new  kind  of  plates  supplied  by  them  were 
not  a-f  good  as  the  old  plates  which  had  been  supplied  by  the 
late  Dr.  Lessing,  and  were  not  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
tract. He  regretted  very  much  tha1;  over  so  small  a  matter 
"these  German  gentlemen  should  have  taken  the  trouble  to 
come  to  this  country  to  bring  this  action  at  great  expense. 
He  gave  judgment  for  defendants  on  the  claim,  and  dismissed 
the  counter-claim  without  costs. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Flashlight  Dangers. 

At  Liverpool  County  Court  on  March  6,  Mr.  James  Alexander 
McNair  sued  Kodak  (Limited)  to  recover  71.  14*.  for  personal 
injuries.  Plaintiff's  case  was  that,  being  an  amateur  photo- 
grapher, he  purchased  at  defendant's  shop,  in  Bold  Street, 
two  of  Eastman's  flasblight-carlridges.  No  printed  direc- 
tions were  given  with  the  cartridges,  nor  did  he  receive  any 
verbal  instructions  by  way  of  precaution  as  to  lighting  their 
contents.  On  applying  a  match  to  the  contents  of  one  of 
the  cartridges  an  instantaneous  explosion  took  place,  which 
severely  burnt  his  hand.  On  behalf  of  the  defendants  it 
was  urged  that  the  plaintiff  was  warned  not  to  apply  a  match 
to  the  powder,  but  to  use  a  taper  ;  but  the  jury  found  for 
the  plaintiff  for  51.,  and  judgment  was  given  accordingly  with 
■costs. 

Arsenic  in  Poultry-food. 

At  the  Birmingham  County  Court  on  March  6,  a  poultry- 
dealer  named  Noake  sued  Frank  Brown,  a  corn-merchant, 
"for  38/.  12s\  in  respect  of  the  death  of  a  large  number  of 
geese,  ducks,  and  hens,  which  he  alleged  were  poisoned  by 
maize  and  meal  supplied  by  defendant  which  contained 
-arsenic.  The  plaintiff's  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  a 
few  days  after  he  had  commenced  to  feed  the  birds  on  the 
food  supplied  by  defendant  several  died,  and  soon  they  began 
dying  "  wholesale."  He  sent  samples  of  the  food  to  Mr. 
Vaughan  Hughes  to  be  analysed,  and  his  report  showed  that 
there  was  present  in  the  maize  0  319  gr.  per  lb.  of  arsenious 
.acid  and  0  226  gr.  of  metallic  arsenic.  In  the  meal  Mr. 
Hughes  found  0169  gr.  per  lb.  of  arsenious  acid  and  0T28  gr. 
•of  metallic  arsenic.  The  stomachs  of  certain  of  the  birds 
were  also  examined,  and  traces  of  arsenic  were  discovered  ; 
therefore  the  plaintiff  contended  the  birds  had  died  from  the 
cumulative  effects  of  the  arsenic  Plaintiff  was  cross- 
examined  at  great  length,  and  the  hearing  was  adjourned. 


Non-suited. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  March  5,  Messrs.  Evans, 
Leisher  &  Webb,  wholesale  druggists,  60  St.  Bartholomew 
Close,  E  C,  sued  Mr.  Redpath,  12  Court  Road,  West  Norwood, 
for  11 ,  for  money  advanced  under  a  deed  of  arrangement. 
The  case  was  before  Mr.  Registrar  Wild  the  previous  week, 
and  was  adjourned  for  the  promissory  note  on  which  the 
plaintiffs  were  suing  to  be  laid  before  the  Commiss'oners  of 
Inland  Revenue,  as  it  was  not  stamped.  It  was  now  stated 
that  the  Commissioners  had  said  the  document  should  bear 
a  twopenny  adhesive  foreign  bill-stamp.  That  had  been 
placed  upon  the  document.  Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr  did  not 
think  a  bill  could  be  stamped  after  it  had  been  executed, 
and  having  consulted  the  authorities,  the  learned  Judge  said 
he  was  satisfied  that  the  plaintiffs  must  be  non-suited. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Rationale  of  Appeals. 

At  Ilkeston, on  March  6,  application  was  made  to  the  Bench, 
arising  out;  of  the  case  of  John  Alfred  Brentnall,  grocer,  who 
was  summoned  for  selling  sal  volatile  deficient  in  ammonia, 
but  the  case  was  dismissed  with  some  strong  remarks  from  the 
Bench  (see  C.  $  I).,  December  15,  1900,  page  964).  Captain 
Sandys  (the  inspector)  then  asked  for  a  case,  so  that  he 
could  bring  it  before  the  High  Court.  Mr.  Perkius  appeared 
in  support  of  Captain  Sandys'  application,  which  was  that 
the  Magistrates  should  sign  the  appeal  so  that  the  case 
might  go  before  the  High  Court.  Mr.  Jackson  appeared  in 
opposition,  and  said  the  question  was  one  in  regard  to  the 
power  of  the  Bench.  Under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Act, 
1879,  there  was  power  given  them  under  Section  16,  sub- 
section 1,  to  dismiss  a  case  if  they  thought  that  the  offence 
was  of  a  frivolous  nature.  If  it  was  a  technical  offence  of  a 
trifling  character,  and  they  thought  it  not  expedient  to  inflict 
any  punishment,  they  could  dismiss  the  case.  Mr.  Perkins 
said  it  was  necessary  to  know  what  decision  the  Magistrates 
came  to.  He  was  informed  that  it  was  not  under  section  16, 
and  that  this  section  was  never  discussed,  and  was  not  in  the 
Magistrates'  minds  at  all  The  Mayor  :  We  object  to  that 
from  a  solicitor.  It  could  not  be  known  what  was  in  the 
minds  of  the  Bench.  Mr.  Perkins  contended  if  the  Bench 
said  there  were  no  grounds  for  a  conviction  he  submitted  that 
there  was  a  case  to  be  taken  to  the  High  Court.  Mr.  Tatham 
(magistrate):  You  cannot  know  what  was  passirg  in  our 
minds.  Are  we  obliged  to  state  on  what  grounds  we  give  a 
decision  ?  The  Mayor  said  the  decision  arrived  at  was 
according  to  Section  16.  Mr.  Perkins  said  he  thought  the 
decision  was  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  support  a  convic- 
tion. The  Mayor  said  there  was  a  technical  offence.  They 
thought  it  was  frivolous,  and  dismissed  it  upon  that  ground. 
They  refused  a  case  at  first:,  but  Captain  Sandys  was  very 
anxious  about  it,  and  it  was  granted.  Mr,  Perkins  said  if  the 
Bench  dismissed  the  summons  under  Section  16,  there  was 
an  end  of  it     The  application  then  fell  to  the  ground. 

Quinine  Mixture. 

At  Sheffield  Police  Court  on  March  12,  Mr.  Frank  Reginald 
Hampshire,  chemist  and  druggist,  136  South  Street,  Sheffield 
Moor,  was  summoned  for  selling  a  mixture  which  the 
analyst's  certificate  showed  was  prepared  with  17-6  gr.  of 
quinine  sulphate,  instead  of  90  gr.,  as  ordered,  and  contained 
82'4  gr.  of  citric  acid,  as  against  120  gr.  ordered.  Inspector 
Duro  said  after  Mr.  Hampshire  had  given  him  the  mixture 
he  informed  him  that  he  was  an  inspector,  and  was  about  to 
divide  it  into  three  parts.  Mr.  Hampshire  then  desired  that 
it  should  be  thoroughly  dissolved.  Defendant  said  he  sus- 
pected the  prescription  was  a  "  catch."  It  struck  him  that 
the  quantity  of  quinine  was  excessive,  and  before  putting  it 
all  in  he  consulted  the  Pharmacopoeia  to  check  the  proper 
dose.  Afterwards  he  must  have  forgotten  to  put  the 
remainder  of  the  quinine  in,  or  else  his  boy  had  thrown  it 
away  while  he  was  not  looking.  He  thought  90  gr.  of 
quinine  in  the  mixture  was  likely  to  do  harm  The 
Stipendiary  said  if  a  chemist  thought  a  prescription  a 
"catch  "  he  could  not  consider  treating  it  in  this  manner  the 
proper  course  to  adopt.  Surely  the  thins  to  do  was  to 
inquire  as  to  who  wrote  the  prescription.  He  imposed  a  fine 
of  40,?.  and  costs. 
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A  similar  charge  was  brought  against  Mr.  John  Thomas 
Ellinor,  chemist,  127  Spital  Hill.  The  prescription  was  the 
same,  but  the  medicine  sold  to  the  inspector  was  found  to 
have  excessive  quantities  of  quinine  and  citric  acid.  The 
certificate  of  Mr.  Allen,  public  analyst,  showed  that  the 
medicine  contained  116  gr.  of  quinine  instead  of  90  gr.,  and 
190  gr.  of  citric  acid  instead  of  120  gr.  Mr.  George  Ellinor, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  the  father  of  the  defendant,  who 
was  in  the  shop  when  the  prescription  was  made  up,  said 
allowance  had  to  be  made  in  making  up  a  prescription  for 
the  condition  of  the  medicine  as  to  moisture,  &c.  The 
medicine  supplied  to  the  inspector  could  not  possibly  have 
operated  to  the  prejudice  of  anybody.  Defendant  added  that 
he  had  been  dispensing  for  forty  years,  and  had  never  known 
this  quantity  of  quinine  sulphate  put  in  a  small  bottle  before. 
The  Stipendiary  ordered  payment  of  costs. 

The  same  prescription  was  made  up  by  Mr.  John  Dale, 
chemist,  Commonside,  Crookes,  and  the  analyst  certified  that 
the  mixture  contained  64  gr.  of  quinine  sulphate  and  122'4  gr. 
of  citric  acid.  The  defence  was  that  Mr.  Dale  did  not  think 
the  prescription  came  from  a  doctor,  as  it  bore  no  name,  and 
consequently  he  exercised  less  than  usual  care.  Chemists 
were  constantly  having  recipes  taken  from  books  presented 
to  them.    A  fine  of  40s.  and  costs  was  imposed. 


Bankruptcy  IReport. 


Be  Eleanor  Stead,  trading  as  a  Chemist  and  Druggist  at 
80  Farnworth  Street,  Farnworth,  Widnes,  Lanes,  and  Simms 
Cross,  Widnes. 

On  March  7  a  sitting  for  the  public  examination  of  this  debtor 
was  held  at  Liverpool.  Debtor  said  the  business  had  declined 
owing  to  competition  and  bad  trade.  She  did  not  think  her  son 
(who  is  a  qualified  chemist,  and  for  some  time  assisted  her)  had 
shown  adequate  energy  in  the  management.  He  had  left  and 
taken  a  situation  in  London.    No  books  had  been  kept.

Royal  Institution. 

A  DISCOURSE  was  given  on  March  8  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Shenstone, 
F.R.S.,  on 

Vitrified  Quartz. 

The  man  of  science,  he  said,  was  not  quite  satisfied  with 
glass  for  certain  requirements  ;  he  wanted  something  more 
thoroughly  elastic  and  less  breakable.    Such  a  substance 
was  vitrified  quartz.    Not  much  progress  was  made  in  the 
investigation  of  this  substance  till  Professor  C.  V.  Boys,  in 
1889,  demonstrated  the  enormous  strength,  great  elasticity, 
and  insulating-power  of  quartz-fibres.    He  was  also  the  first 
person  to  make  out  of  quartz  a  small  bulb  on  a  tube.  Quartz 
crystal,  known  also  as  Brazil  pebble,  was  difficult  to  manipu- 
lats  in  the  flame  owing  to  an  awkward  habit  it  had  of 
splintering  when  heated.    This  had  been  got  over  by  heating 
the  quartz  to  a  red  heat  in  a  crucible,  and  emptying  it  into 
water,  repeating  the  process  several  times.    The  product  had 
the  appearance  of  white  enamel,  and  was  indifferent  to  the 
action  of  flame.    The  most  suitable  jet  to  use  for  the  oxy- 
hydrogen  flame  needed  to  fuse  vitrified  quartz  was  Jackson's 
injector-burner.    The  hottest  spot,  at  the  tip  of  the  inner 
blue  flame,  was  the  part  of  the  flame  employed.    A  demon- 
stration was  '  hen  given  of  the  process  of  building  up  a  tube. 
A  number  of  fine  quartz  rods  were  bound  round  a  core  with 
platinum  wire,  and  fused  together  into  a  tube.  The  prooess  of 
making  bulbs  for  thermometers  was  also  shown.  The  end  of  a 
tube  is  closed  and  an  annular  ring  of  silica  placed  round  it,  the 
operator  gently  blowing  at  the  same  time.    Successive  rings 
are  added  according  to  the  size  bulb  required.  Professor 
Dufort  has  recently  proposed  a  new  method  of  making  tubes, 
by  which  the  quartz  is  placed  in  spirals,  after  the  manner  of 
a  spiral  of  wax  taper,  and  fused.    This  process  is  not 
adapted  for  large  tubes.    It  forms,  however,  a  useful  method 
of  thickening  tubes  by  winding  a  spiral  of  quartz  round 
them.    Vitrified  quartz  requires  no  annealing.    The  lecturer 
had  never  heard  of  a  tube  cracking  when  thrust  into  the 
flame,  as  glass  does.     Mr.  Shenstone  then  spoke  of  the 
properties  and  uses  of  vitrified  quartz.    Dr.  Wynter  Blythe 
had  found  that,  in  addition  to  its  transparency  to  the  visible 
rays  of  the  spectrum,  it  admitted  the  passage  of  the  ultra- 
violet rays,  which  were  more  or  less  absorbed  by  glass. 
Professor  Callendar  found  that  the  temperature  at  which 
vitrified  silica  softened  was  about  1,000°  C,  and  that  it  was 
only  moderately  softened  at  a  temperature  far  higher  than 
that  at  which  platinum  melts.    Professor  Boys  had  demon- 
strated the  fineness  of  the  threads  from  silica,  and  found 
that  a  cubic  inch  could  be  drawn  into  a  thread  long  enough 
to  go  round  the  earth  650  times.     The  tensile  strength 
of  quartz   was  equal  to  steel,   but    perhaps    its  most 
remarkable  property  was  its  indifference  to  changes  of 
temperature.    Red-hot  vessels  of  silica  could  be  plunged 
into  cold  water,  or  even  liquid  air,  without  damage.  This 
property  was  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  although 
vitrified  quartz  expanded  steadily  below  1,000°  O.,  the  expan- 
sion was  lower  than  that  of  any  other  substance.  Above 
1,000°  C.  it  contracted,  which  would  have  the  effect  of 
relieving  the  strain.    Among  the  pieces  of  apparatus  shown 
was  a  thermometer  for  taking  temperatures  up  to  1,000°  C, 
which  had  been  plunged  100  times  into  boiling  water, 
100  time*  into  boiling  aniline,  and  fifty  times  into  boiliDg 
sulphur,  without  showing  any  signs  of  brittleness  or  other 
damage.    The  insolubility  of  vitrified  quartz  would  make  it  a 
suitable  substance  for  distilling  water  in  when  it  was  wanted 
of  high  purity.    It  is  a  costly  substance,  but  will  soon  be 
cheaper  than  platinum.     Oxygen  and  nitrogen  have  been 
hitherto  known  to  directly  combine  only  under  the  influence 
of  an  electric  current,  but  in  a  silica  tube  the  combination 
has  been  managed  with  heat.     Vitrified  quartz  has  its 
defects,  however :  at  1,000°  C.  it  has  been  found  to  bs 
permeable  to  hydrogen  ;  it  is  apt  to  bs  attacked  by  basic 
substances ;  and  if,  during  the  process  of  manufacture  into 


tubes,  traces  of  alkali  or  dust  become  mixed  with  the  quartz., 
it  becomes  inferior  to  glass  in  many  respects. 


Chemical  Society. 

There  was  an  average  attendance  at  the  meeting  on 
March  7,  when  Dr.  Perkin  (Vice-President)  took  the  chair. 
After  the  formal  business,  which  included  the  reading  of 
the  list  of  nominations  for  office,  was  disposed  of,  a  group  of 
three  papers  by  Dr.  Sudborough  was  brought  forward  The 
flrst  proposed  a  simplification  of  the  nomenclature  of  un- 
symmetrical  dicarboxylic  acids,  which  would  be  of  advantage 
if  it  were  not  that  the  three  other  chief  workers  in  the  field 
had  each  a  system  of  their  own.  In  his  second  paper  Dr.. 
Sudborough  described  the  formation  of  some  dinitro-benzene 
addition-compounds  with  naphthylamine,  differing  from 
those  described  by  Hepp  in  1882  as  formed  with  aniline, 
toluidine,  &c.  His  third  paper,  on  the  "  Acetylation  of  Ary- 
lamines,"  discussed  the  influence  of  ortho-substituents  in- 
accelerating  the  formation  of  diacetyl  derivatives  of  primary 
amines.  The  next  paper,  "  The  Formation  of  Amides  from 
Aldehydes,"  by  Messrs.  Pickard  and  Carter,  proposed  the 
use  of  ammonium  persulphate  in  presence  of  lime  as  an 
oxidiser.  A  yield  of  70  per  cent  was  ultimately  obtained-. 
In  a  paper  on  "  The  Isolation  of  Maltose  from  Admixture 
with  Glucose,"  Mr.  Croft  Hill  proposed  to  utilise  Sacchara- 
myces  marsianiis  to  remove  the  glucose  by  fermentation.  The 
flask  is  then  heated  to  100°  for  a  minute  or  so,  and  filtered 
through  a  porous  funnel.  Alcohol  is  added  to  one-third  its- 
volume,  and  the  whole  evaporated  down  under  diminished 
pressure.  The  paper  was  favourably  received.  The  last- 
papers  read  were  by  Dr.  Permax,  who  has  continued  his 
work  on  the  vapour-pressure  of  aqueous-ammonia  solution* 
of  which  the  first  part  was  read  some  two  years  ago. 


Imperial  Institute. 

On  March  11,  Mr.  T.  H.  Wardleworth,  of  Liverpool,  gave  an 
interesting  lecture  at  the  Imperial  Institute  on  "Jamaica: 
the  Isle  of  Springs."  General  Sir  Henry  Norman  presided,, 
and  several  pharmacists  were  present,  amongst  them 
Mr.  F.  Harwood  Lescher  and  Mr  W.  Martindale.  Mr. 
Wardleworth,  in  the  course  of  his  remarks,  described 
some  of  the  industries  of  Jamaica,  notably  tobacco,  fruit,, 
and  coffee  growing.  Sugar,  he  said,  no  longer  constituted: 
the  staple  industry  of  the  island,  and,  although  many  people 
still  continued  its  cultivation  in  the  hope  that  better  days 
might  come,  its  manufacture  had  long  since  ceased  to  be 
remunerative  Jamaica  produced  the  best  coffee  in  the 
world — notably  the  Blue  Mountain  variety — which  was 
justly  celebrated  for  its  flavour.  Considerable  success 
had  attended  the  experiments  of  the  Government  offi- 
cials at  the  Hope  and  Castleton  Botanical  Gardens 
to  improve  the  cultivation  of  ginger,  the  lime  fruit, 
the  grape  fruit,  nutmegs,  pineapples,  and  oranges. 
As  a  health  resort  the  island  bad  many  advantages,  especially 
for  people  with  pulmonary  troubles.  It  was  to  be  hoped, 
said  Mr.  Wardleworth  in  conclusion,  that  the  new  Imperial 
Direct  West  Indian  Mail  Service  would  do  much  to  bring' 
these  and  other  products  of  the  island  before  the  people  of 
England.  The  natural  advantages  of  Jamaica  in  the  shape 
of  climate,  variety  of  soil,  &c,  were  very  great,  and  lie 
confidently  expected  that  the  inauguration  of  this  direct  line 
of  steamers  would  be  crowned  with  success.  Mr.  Wardle- 
worth's  lecture  was  illustrated  by  a  series  of  exquisite 
lantern-slides,  which  gave  an  excellent  idea  of  tropical  life. 


Derby  and  District  Chemists'  Association. 

On  March  6  a  very  successful  evening  was  spent  in  the 
Victoria  Hall.  The  Chemists'  Association  joined  hands 
with  the  Derby  Photographic  Society,  and  Mr  W.  Lamond- 
Howie  gave  his  interesting  lecture  on  "  The  Scottish  Alps,'' 
illustrated  by  lantern-slides.  The  May  r  (Mr.  Edgar  Hornc) 
presided,  and  Mr.  Howie's  beautiful  photographs  atd  his- 
graphic  description  of  them  were  much  enjoyed  by  a  large 
and  appreciative  audience.  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was- 
passed  to  the  lecturer,  and  to  the  Mayor  for  j residing. 
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Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  sixty-third  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held 
in  Robert  Gordon's  College,  Aberdeen,  on  March  6,  Mr. 
Charles  Simpson  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  Secretary 
(Mr.  John  CruickshaDk)  submitted  his  annual  report,  which 
showed  that  the  Association  was  in  a  very  flourishing  con- 
■dition,  the  membership  (fifty-four)  being  the  highest  recorded. 
The  meetings  throughout  the  year  had  been  well  attended. 
The  Treasurer's  report  showed  a  balance  in  hand.  The 
reports  were  adopted.  Mr.  Giles,  Convener  of  the  Education 
Committee,  presented  a  very  interesting  report,  in  which  he 
mentioned  that  two  scholarships  were  to  be  presented 
annually  by  the  Association  to  the  bast  students  at  the 
Evening  School  of  Pharmacy,  the  scholarships  to  entitle 
the  winners  to  one  term  free  at  the  Day  School  of  Pharmacy, 
Gordon's  College.  The  following  were  elected  office-bearers 
for  1901-2: — President,  Mr.  A.  Craig;  Vice-President,  Mr. 
Giles ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  James  Paterson ;  Secretary,  Mr.  J. 
Cruickshank,  42  George  Street. 


Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  MEETING  of  this  Association  was  held  on  March  12,  at  the 
County  Restaurant,  Bradford,  the  President  (Mr.  R.  W.  Sil- 
■son)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  good  attendance,  and  the 
■Secretary  (Mr.  Wilcock)  read  the  clauses  of  the  new 

Pharmacy  Bill. 

In  regard  to  Clause  2,  the  President  thought  there  was 
nothing  objectionable,  but  Mr.  Wilcock  pointed  out  that  the 
last  part  of  the  clause  was  a  new  condition.  Mr.  Rogerson 
said  it  was,  however,  very  far  from  objectionable.  Mr. 
Mitchell  said  it  would  prevent  a  man  from  keeping  a  stock 
at  home  for  selling  on  Sundays.  There  had  been  cases  in 
Chat  district  in  which  considerable  business  had  bsen  done 
in  that  way.  Mr.  Priestley  said  it  seemed  as  if  it  were 
designed  to  prevent  any  evasion  of  the  Act  by  just  going 
outside  of  the  premises. 

Referring  to  Clause  4,  the  President  said  a  far  better 
thing  would  be  a  licence,  but  Mr.  Rogerson  did  not  agree 
with  the  licence  idea. 

It  was  generally  agreed  that  Clause  6  was  so  ambiguous 
that  its  actual  meaning  beyond  the  first  three  lines  could 
net  be  divined. 

Mr.  Rogerson  observed  that  Clause  7  was  the  cream  of 
the  whole  thing — what  they  had  fought  for  and  what  they 
had  got. 

A  good  deal  of  discussion  took  place  in  regard  to  the 
position  of  a  man  who  was  temporarily  acting  for  a  registered 
chemist,  and  as  to  whether  a  qualified  assistant  would  have 
to  be  registered  for  the  shop  where  he  was  employed.  Mr. 
Waddington  held  that  the  person  who  was  tbe  owner  would 
alone  be  responsible,  and  none  of  the  assistants  need  be 
registered.  The  qualified  man  who  sold  a  poison  over  the 
counter  was  not  responsible,  but  the  employer.  Mr.  Mar- 
shall said  it  appeared  that  this  opened  a  very  considerable 
loophole  for  carelessness,  but  Mr.  Rogerson  pointed  out  this 
appeared  to  be  quite  a  matter  of  detail,  and  he  could  not 
imagine  that  the  Act  contemplated  that  a  locum  tenens 
should  be  required  to  bring  his  labels  with  him  for  the 
temporary  purpose. 

Upon  Clause  10  discussion  arose  as  to  whether  this  would 
enable  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  dispense  with  the 
apprenticeship  system.  Mr.  Mitchell  said  if  it  were  correct 
that  the  Council  could  do  away  with  apprenticeship  and 
substitute  a  university  course  as  a  qualification,  it  was  time 
that  they  said  something  about  it.  Mr.  Marshall  thought 
the  clause  gave  the1  Society  full  power  to  do  away  with  the 
apprenticeship. 

Mr.  Rogerson  desired  to  record  his  protest  against  the 
■idea  of  introducing  any  curriculum  at  all.  He  thought  they 
would  all  agree  that  there  was  little  enough  return  for  what 
■a  young  fellow  was  called  upon  to  do  at  present,  and  to  talk 
about  a  curriculum  and  a  university  training  for  a  man  to 
■become  a  dealer  in  poisons  was  simply  absurd.  He  thought 
they  should  enter  their  protest  against  this  clause.  As 
-matters  stood  at  present  it  was  a  most  difficult  thing  to  get 
an  apprentice,  and  by  establishing  a  curriculum  they  would 
-simply  put  additional  barriers  in  the  way  and  make  it 
absolutely  impossible  to  get  apprentices.    Then  they  would 


have  to  fall  back  upon  hired  lads  who,  in  the  course  of  their 
daily  practice,  would  obtain  such  an  amount  of  information 
that  they  would  be  able  eventually,  as  unqualified  men,  to 
sell  everything  that  the  chemist  could  sell  except  a  few 
scheduled  poisons,  and  so  another  class  of  bogus  druggists 
would  be  created.  He  suggested  that  they  should  frankly 
abandon  the  idea  that  the  selling  of  a  pennyworth  of 
laudanum  was  a  profession,  and  agree  that  it  was  only  a 
trade,  and  urge  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  proceed  on 
those  lines. 

Mr.  Waddington  was  of  opinion  that  on  the  question  of 
examinations  Mr.  Rogerson  was  fighting  an  imaginary  foe. 
They  had  been  told  frequently  and  in  the  most  distinct  way 
that  it  was  not  intended  to  put  Clause  10  into  operation 
unless  with  the  sanction  of  the  members  of  the  Society.  The 
only  reason  why  that  point  was  included  in  Clause  10  was 
that  the  Society  might  be  able  to  establish  the  curriculum 
if  it  thought  fit  at  any  time  without  having  to  go  to  Par- 
liament for  special  powers  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Brinson  did  not  think  that  this  was  at  all  an 
imaginary  foe,  because  if  they  accepted  the  Bill  they 
accepted  the  whole  of  it ;  but  Mr.  Waddington  reiterated 
that  the  Council  could  not  move  in  the  matter  of  the  curri- 
culum unless  it  had  a  distinct  mandate  from  the  Society. 

The  President  said  the  Council  was  most  positive  in  the 
statement  that  this  time  it  must  go  for  the  whole  Bill, 
because  if  they  were  not  united  upon  the  Bill  the  chance 
would  be  gone.  Mr.  Priestley  asked  if  Mr.  Rogerson  was 
not  making  a  protest  against  the  advancement  of  education. 

Mr.  Rogerson  responded  that  the  agitation  for  a  higher 
educational  qualification  was  conducted  by  men  who  had  a 
craze  for  it  and  a  great  deal  of  personal  ambition  and  intel- 
lectual conceit  themselves.  They  were  men  who  were 
ashamed  of  their  business;  some  of  them  so  much  eo  that 
they  did  not  trade  under  their  own  names  but  under  other 
names.  Others  took  to  analytical  chemistry  or  to  the 
medical  profession. 

Eventually,  upon  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Mitchell,  a  general  approval  was  given  to  the  Bill ; 
and  the  proceedings  terminated. 


Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  Monday 
evening,  Mr.  G.  N.  Gutteridge  presiding.  In  an  exhaustive 
report  the  Secretary  (Mr.  G.  Walker)  reviewed  the  work 
of  the  past  year,  special  mention  being  made  of  the  Council's 
attitude  towards  the  draft  Pharmacy  Bill.  The  Treasurer 
(Mr.  R  Broadhead)  reported  a  balance  in  hand  of  21  Both 
reports  were  accepted,  and  votes  of  thanks  were  passed  to 
the  officers  for  their  services  during  the  past  year.  Mr.  W. 
Stead  was  re-elected  President,  Messrs.  J.  Rhodes  and  R. 
Broadhead  were  appointed  Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  G.  Walker 
Secretary,  and  Mr.  R.  Gledhill  Treasurer. 


Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

At  the  meeting  held  at  the  Victoria  Hotel  on  Wednesday 
evening,  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley  (the  President),  in  the  chair.  Mr. 
J.  B.  Wolstenholme,  F.K.C.V.S.,  F.R.M.S.,  read  a  paper  on 
"  Bacteria  and  their  Products." 


Newcastle  =  on  =  Tyne  and    District  Chemists' 
Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  March  13  at  the 
Hotel  Metropole,  Newcastle-on-Tyne.  Mr.  Chas.  Ridley 
(President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  good  atten- 
dance of  members. 

Mr.  F.  R.  Dudderidge  read  the  first  paper  on 

Percentage-solutions. 
A  true  percentage-solution  contains  x  parts  by  weight 
of  the  substance,  whether  solid  or  liquid,  in  100  parts  by 
weight  of  the  finished  solution.  True  percentage-solutions 
are  not  usually  employed  in  this  country,  the  general  rule 
being  to  take  "  solids  by  weight  "  and  "  liquids  by  measure." 
The  strengths  of  the  B.P.  acids,  strong  and  dilute,  of  liq. 
I  ammonias,  liq.  potassre,  ol.  phosphoratum,  also  the  ointments, 
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are  the  chief  B.P.  representatives  of  true  percentages.  A 
10-per-cent.  solution  of  menthol  in  olive  oil  would  be  pre- 
pared as  follows  if  an  ounce  of  true  percentage  strength 
were  required.  We  should  weigh  43f  gr.  of  menthol,  and 
add  sufficient  olive  oil  to  make  the  whole  weigh  437J  gr. 
Similarly  a  true  10-per-cent.  solution  of  oil  of  eucalyptus  in 
alcohol  would  be  prepared  by  weighing  43§  gr.  of  eucalyptus 
oil  and  adding  alcohol  until  the  whole  weighed  1  oz.  Liquor 
ethyl  nitritis  and  spt.  Eetheris  nitrosi  are  also  examples  of 
true  percentages  containing  x  parts  by  weight  of  a  liquid  in 
100  parts  by  weight  of  finished  solution. 

What  is  usually  understood  in  this  country  and  generally 
(but  not  always)  followed  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  as  a  per- 
centage-solution is  not,  strictly  speaking,  a  true  percentage, 
as  it  contains  x  parts  by  weight  of  the  substance,  whether 
solid  or  liquid,  in  100  parts  by  volume  of  the  finished  product. 
This  differs  from  a  true  percentage-solution  in  strength, 
according  to  the  quantity  and  sp.  gr.  of  the  substance  dis- 
solved, and  also  according  to  the  sp.  gr.  of  the  solvent.  As 
an  example  of  this  liq.  potassas  may  be  cited,  which  is  stated 
to  contain  5  85  grammes  of  KHO  in  100  grammes  (i.e. 
5  85  gr.  in  100  gr.  by  weight),  or  6  19  grammes  in  100  c.c. 
(i.e.  6  2  gr.  in  110  minims),  the  percentage  strength  by 
weight  and  by  volume  not  being  identical  owing  to  the 
sp.  gr.  of  the  KHO.  Examples  of  this  percentage  by  weight 
in  volume  occur  in  liq.  sodii  arsecatis,  the  solutions  of 
morphine,  and  liq.  trinitrine.  All  these  contain  1  part  by 
weight  in  100  parts  by  volume,  but  would  not  contain  1  part 
in  100  parts  by  weight. 

In  the  preparation  of  ointments,  the  compilers  of  the 
present  Pharmacopoeia  have  adopted  the  principle  that  the 
finished  j^roduct  being  a  solid,  all  its  ingredients,  whether 
solid  or  liquid,  are  to  be  taken  by  weight. 

A  frequent  stumbling-block  with  students  is  the  confusion 
arisirg  from  the  two  different  ounces — viz.,  the  pharma- 
copceial,  which  is  the  avoirdupois  ounce  of  437§  gr.,  repre- 
sented by  the  contraction  oz.,  and  the  apothecaries'  ounce  of 
8  dr.,  or  480  gr.,  symbolised  which  latter  is  frequently 
termed  the  "  symbolic  "  ounce,  and  is  to  be  weighed  when- 
ever the  symbol  gj.  is  used. 

When  a  percentage  of  a  liquid  in  a  liquid  is  ordered  the 
calculation  in  minims  is  preferable,  because  the  fluid  grain  is 
not  a  legally  recognised  standard  of  volume,  and  ordinary 
dispensing-measures  are  not  graduated  in  fluid  grains. 

Another  so-called  percentage-solution  is  frequently  in- 
tended by  medical  men  when  they  order  a  percentage- 
solution,  which  they  usually  mean  to  contain  x  gr.  in 
100  minims,  but  in  reality  this  is  not  a  percentage. 

When  a  large  quantity  of  a  solution  to  contain  x  gr.  in 
100  minims  is  required  it  may  be  produced  by  weighing  the 
solid  in  troy  ounces  (i  e.,  480  gr.)  instead  of  avoirdupois 
ounces,  and  diluting  to  the  required  number  of  fluid  ounces 
with  the  required  solvent. 

In  preparing  antiseptic  solutions  it  is  customary,  unless 
otherwise  directed,  to  take  x  parts  by  weight  of  solid  in 
100  parts  by  volume  of  finished  product.  Where  a  fairly 
large  quantity  is  required,  say  any  quantity  exceeding  1  fl  oz., 
the  easiest  and  most  correct  method  is  to  multiply  4  37 J  by 
the  number  of  ounces  required,  and  by  the  strength  per 
cent.,  and  to  divide  by  100  in  order  to  find  the  quantity  of 
solid  required. 

Mr.  Dudderidge  then  gave  examples  of  more  complicated 
solutions,  and  explained  the  best  methods  of  arriving  at 
correct  results  In  preparing  solutions  of  easily  decompos- 
able substances,  it  is  well  to  follow  the  precautions  adopted 
in  the  Pharmacopoeia  for  preparing  hypodermic  solutions 
and  liq.  atropine  sulph.,  and  use  recently-boiled  and  cooled 
distilled  water  to  exclude  micro-organisms  as  far  as  possible. 
A  more  efficient  means  of  sterilisation  is  to  use  distilled 
water  which  has  been  boiled  briskly  for  at  least  ten  minutes 
in  a  clean  glass  flask,  the  neck  of  which  has  been  plugged 
with  singed  cotton-wool  immediately  upon  its  removal  from 
the  flame,  thus  preventing  the  entrance  of  fresh  germs  from 
the  atmosphere  whilst  cooling.  Vessels  in  which  such  pre- 
scriptions are  to  be  dispensed  should  be  rinsed  with  the 
sterilised  water. 

Mr.  Dudderidge  had  on  exhibit  a  copy  of  Drs.  Tschirch 
and  Oesterle's  "  Anatomischer  Atlas  der  Pharmakognosie 
und  Nahrungsmittelkunde."  The  very  fine  plates  in  this 
work  were  much  admired  by  members. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Mr.  T.  M.  Clague  gave 


one  or  two  concise  and  lucid  examples  of  "  behind-the- 
counter  "  calculations  necessary  in  everyday  business.  He 
was  glad  that  the  B.P.  did  not  adopt  a  cast-iron  style  of 
percentage  calculation,  but  seemed  to  study  fitness  to  the 
formulas. 

Mr.  G.  F.  Merson  remarked  that  the  cardinal  point  in 
these  calculations  was  to  make  up  one's  mind  first  what  one 
wanted  to  be  at.  The  actual  figuring  was  simple.  He 
thought  many  medical  men  in  prescriptions  for  hypodermic 
solutions  meant  grains  or  fractions  of  a  grain  in  so  many 
minims  of  solution,  syringes  being  graduated  in  minims 
usually. 

Mr.  Dudderidge,  in  replying  to  remarks  by  several 
members,  called  attention  to  the  true  percentage  which 
obtains  in  oleum  phosphoratum  and  the  inconsistency  of 
having  the  dose  in  minims. 

Demonstration  with  the  Microscope. 

Mr.  T.  S.  Herd  had  several  microscopes,  and  showed 
examples  of  what  he  termed  the  "  work  "  and  "play  "of  a 
pharmacist.  Slides  of  santonin,  salicin,  acid,  tartaric,  and 
pot.  chlor.  were  shown  under  polarised  light,  other  slides 
being  butterfly-wing  scales,  diatoms,  and  examples  of 
bacteria.  The  greatest  attraction,  however,  was  a  display 
of  pond-life.  This  included  the  tube-building  rotifer 
(Melicerta  ring  ens),  the  Crown  rotifer  (Stephanoccros), 
Volvox  globator,  and  Hydra  viridis — all  alive  and  in  their 
natural  condition. 

Mr.  Merson's  notes  on  "Chemists  and  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act "  was  held  over  on  account  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour. 
It  will  be  taken  at  next  meeting.

These  consist  of  two  metallic  discs,  with  a  piece  of  soft  felt 
between.  The  pads  are  placed  in  the  heel  of  the  boot  with 
the  metal  plate  touching  the  sock.  Under  the  action  of 
moisture  a  mild  galvanic  current  is  generated,  which  can  be 
detected  by  a  galvanometer.  Electrites  sell  at  Is.  6d.,  and 
are  designed  as  an  inexpensive  method  of  applying  a 
galvanic  current  to  the  human  body. 

Cold  cream  of  Roses. — Some  samples  of  this  famous 
ungent  which  we  come  across  nowadays  are  innocent  of  the 
constituent  that  entitles  the  preparation  to  the  name  "  cold  " 
cream — that  is,  water.  This,  however,  cannot  be  said  of  the 
cold-cream  of  roses  made  by  Messrs.  Barnett  &  Co.,  manu- 
facturing perfumers,  Birmingham.  A  sample  of  it  which  we 
have  received  proves  on  examination  to  be  a  cream  of  snowy 
whiteness  made  from  a  sweet  oleaginous  basis.  It  is  quite 
smooth  and  free  from  grittiness,  and  is  delightfully  perfumed 
with  roses.  The  cold-cream  can  be  obtained  in  bulk  as  well 
as  in  pots  and  tubes  ready  for  retailing,  and  with  or  without 
the  maker's  name. 

Tabloid  Sodium  Bisulphate. — A  few  weeks  ago  we 
called  attention  to  the  observations  by  Dr.  Samuel  Rideal 
and  Dr.  L.  C.  Parkes  on  the  utility  of  sodium  bisulphate  as 
a  steriliser  of  water,  with  the  view  to  preventing  enteric  fever 
(see  C.  $  B.,  February  16,  page  285).  We  are  glad  to  notice 
that  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.  have  taken  up  the 
suggestion  that  sodium  bisulphate  should  be  prepared  in 
compressed  form,  and  we  have  received  from  them  a  sample 
consisting  of  100  5-gr.  tablets  of  the  salt  packed  in  the 
usual  neat  style  in  which  this  firm  send  out  their  tabloid 
products.

Doctors  and  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

Sir, — In  view  of  the  recent  poisoning  case  at  Normanton 
I  should  like  to  express  an  opinion  respecting  the  regulations 
re  the  keeping  and  dispensing  of  poisons.  On  reading  the 
amendment  Pharmacy  Act  of  1869,  I  find  a  special 
exemption  granted  in  Section  1  to  medical  practitioners 
from  the  first  filteen  sections  of  the  Act  of  1868.  In 
Section  3  medical  practitioners  are  also  exempted  from  the 
regulations  imposed  by  Section  17  of  the  1868  Act,  when 
selling  or  dispensing  poisons,  but  conditional  on  their 
observing  certain  regulations  laid  down  for  their  guidance 
in  that  clause.  It  therefore  appears  to  me  that  unless  an 
exemption  is  especially  granted  that  every  medical  practi- 
tioner is  liable  to  penalties  if  he  does  not  strictly  adhere  to 
the  remaining  sections  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  If  this  is  not 
the  case  why  should  special  mention  be  made  that  he  is 
exempt  from  the  effect  of  certain  sections  only  ?  Why  is  it 
not  stated  that  the  Pharmacy  Act  does  not  apply  to  medical 
practitioners  in  any  respect.  In  viewing  these  facts  it  appears 
to  me  that  medical  practitioners  are  subject  to  the  remaining 
sections  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  also  to  any  additional 
sections  added  to  that  Act  which  apply  to  the  selling  or 
dispensing  of  poisons,  unless  special  mention  is  made  that 
they  are  exempted  when  the  sections  are  added.  I  therefore 
hold  that  when  the  regulations  for  the  keeping  and  storing 
of  poisons  were  sanctioned  on  January  31,  1899,  by  the  Privy 
Council,  medical  practitioners  were  bound  as  much  as  we 
were  to  observe  those  regulations,  and  are  equally  liable  to 
any  penalties  attached  for  the  breach  of  them.  If  I  have 
arrived  at  a  wrong  conclusion  I  shall  be  pleased  to  have  it 
pointed  out  to  me  where  I  am  at  fault.

[Mr.  Coates  is  mistaken.  The  regulations  as  to  the  keeping, 
dispensing,  and  selling  of  poisons  are  authorised  by  Section  1  of 
the  1868  Act.  Medical  practitioners  are  exempt  from  the  first 
fifteen  sections  of  the  Act,  therefore  from  the  provisions  of 
Section  1.  Section  17  deals  with  regulations  to  be  observed  in 
the  sale  or  dispensing  of  poisons,  which  regulations  do  not  at  all 
refer  to  storage  or  the  nature  of  the  bottles  in  which  poisons  are 
sold.  The  exemption  of  Section  3  (1869)  refers  to  the  dispensing 
of  poisons,  and  places  medical  practitioners  on  the  same  footirg 
as  chemists  and  druggists  in  regard  to  entering  and  labelling. 
We  believe  the  majority  of  medical  men  who  dispense  do  not  con- 
form with  the  exemption,  because  few  use  labels  with  their  names 
and  addresses,  and  the  prescription-book  is  with  them  uncommon. 
This  is  a  matter  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  Committee 
will  doubtless  inquire  into. — Editoe.] 

Sir, — I  enclose  you  cuttings  from  our  local  paper  re  the 
unfortunate  mistake  made  by  an  unqualified  dispenser  at 
Normanton,  reported  in  your  columns  last  week.  I  think 
this  is  an  apt  illustration  of  the  public  danger  incurred  by 
the  existing  state  of  affairs,  and  one  in  which  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  might  very  rightly  approach  the 
authorities.  I  do  not  suppose  they  will  ever  have  a  case 
illustrating  the  storing  and  dispensing  in  surgeries  of 
scheduled  poisons  in  a  more  glaring  light.

The  Coming  Election  of  Council. 
Sir, — In  commenting  on  Mr.  McKenzie's  letter  in  your  last 
issue  on  the  above  subject,  you  state  that  it  "  recalls  the 
fact  that  Monday,  March  18,  ?s  the  last  day  on  which 


members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  may  be  nominated 
for  seats  on  the  Council."  That  is  so  according  to  the 
by-laws  of  the  Society  ;  but  have  these  been  made  in  con- 
formity with  the  statutory  powers  possessed  by  it  1  Some  of 
us  in  Aberdeen  say  that  they  have  not,  and  some  time  ago  we 
sent  a  communication  to  the  Privy  Council  requesting  them 
not  to  sanction  Section  5  of  the  proposed  by-laws  (election 
of  Council  and  auditors)  as  ultra  vires  I  see  the  proposed 
by-laws  are  to  be  withdrawn  ;  as,  however,  those  presently 
being  acted  on  are  practically  identical  with  the  proposed 
ones,  they  are  equally  ultra  vires.  I  need  not  trouble  you 
with  our  case  meantime  further  than  the  part  of  it  which 
relates  to  the  nomination  of  candidates.  In  the  charter 
members  are  required  at  the  annual  meeting  to  assemble  in 
the  Society's  rooms,  and  then  proceed  by  method  of  ballot 
to  nominate  and  etppoint  the  members  of  Council.  The 
nominating  and  appointing  are  two  distinct  things,  and  have 
always  been  kept  separate.  Personal  attendance  was 
required  for  both.  You  will  not  find  anywhere  in  the  Acts 
of  Parliament  any  enactments  altering  the  method  of  nomina- 
tion ;  therefore  the  method  enjoined  in  the  charter  must  be 
adhered  to,  and  as  the  by-laws  depart  from  that  method  they 
are  ultra  vires.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  May  nominations 
for  members  to  serve  on  the  Council  will  be  handed  in  by 
those  present,  and  if  more  nominations  are  made  than  there 
are  vacancies  to  be  filled,  a  vote  by  ballot  from  the  members 
present  at  the  meeting  will  be  demanded.  Members  will 
thus  see  that  it  is  their  interest  to  be  present  to  see  that  the 
names  of  the  candidates  they  are  interested  in  are  then  duly 
nominated  in  terms  of  the  charter  and  to  vote  for  them  if 
a  ballot  be  necessary.  Perhaps  it  would  be  well  if  those 
nominating  members  had  with  them  the  written  consent  of 
their  nominee  to  act  if  elected.  James  Paterson.

[Nevertheless,  those  who  have  members  to  nominate  for  the 
Council  should  do  so  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  before  Monday, 
March  18.  The  nominations  which  Mr.  Paterson  threatens  will 
be  exciting,  but,  we  fear,  ineffectual,  because,  we  may  add, 
the  Council  is  authorised  by  charter  "to  make  by-laws  for 
regulating  the  affairs  of  the  Society,"  and  Section  5  of  by-laws 
so  made  and  authorised  deals  with  the  election  of  the  Council  and 
auditors.  Does  Mr.  Paterson  mean  to  say  that  an  election  is  not 
an  affair  ? — Editob.] 

Sir, — What  is  required  to  make  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  practically  useful  to  its  members  1  This  is  another 
question  which  has  long  occupied  the  thoughts  of  many 
members  of  our  Society,  though  it  has  well-nigh  become 
one  of  despair.  The  Council  has  been  composed  of  those 
whose  position  has  limited  the  scope  of  their  familiarity 
with  the  pressing  wants  of  the  major  portion  of  their  fellow- 
members.  The  fortunate  position  and  surroundings  of  a 
popular  west-end  of  London  chemist  precludes  him  from  the 
knowledge  of  the  difficulties  of  those  who  require  to  employ 
apprentices.  They  reap  the  result  of  other  men's  labours. 
Hence  it  is  that  things  have  been  driven  at  too  fast  a  rate. 
Others,  however,  were  on  the  Council  of  whom  better  things 
were  expected,  but  they  too  soon  became  absorbed  under 
"  the  Square  "  influence,  and  unfit  to  render  any  assistance. 
Thus,  time  has  passed  and  a  policy  has  been  pursued  without 
a  protest,  and  we  find  ourselves  in  anything  but  an  agreeable 
position.  Patience  has  its  limits,  however,  and  after 
deliberation  we  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  a  remedy 
must  be  had,  and  the  calm  practical  work  of  the  voting 
power  of  the  great  body  of  the  members  come  to  the  rescue. 
This  alone  can  save  the  Society  and  reform  its  official  life 
at  "  the  Square."  The  Society  must  now  cease  to  be  a  happy 
hunting-ground  for  certain  persons,  paid  or  unpaid.  Any 
fuither  instalment  of  restrictions  and  enactments  adverse  to 
the  interests  of  members  generally  must  wait  for  a  season 
if  we  are  to  form  that  united  front  which  is  so  desirable  at 
this  time.  We  must  have  men  on  the  Council  who  really 
know  what  is  wanted,  who  must  have  the  courage  of  their 
convictions,  and  the  resolution  to  stick  to  their  purpose  till 
better  things  are  secured  and  brighter  days  dawn.  We 
must  also  have  a  President  of  a  more  modern  type,  untram- 
melled by  relationship  to,  and  independent  of  guidance  by 
any  official  with  a  single  eye  to  the  utmost  good  for  the 
greatest  number.  In  a  word,  one  whose  leadership  will 
redintegrate  the  hope  and  confidence  of  the  Society  as  a 
whole.  If  our  ideal  falls  below  this,  and  we  permit 
sentiment  to  prevail,  all  hope  for  an  improved  condition  will 
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be  lost.  Unity  and  protection  should  be  our  watchword. 
We  have  continued  too  long  in  a  state  of  uncertainty  as  to 
what  our  laws,  constitution,  charter,  Acts  of  Parliament,  and 
by-laws  really  mean.  In  the  past  we  ha%7e  been  bitterly 
disappointed  by  the  discovery  that  some  portions  of  these 
have  greatly  differed  from  "  the  Square "  notions  of  them. 
Let  all  b3  submitted  to  the  highest  legal  research,  and  a 
proper  opinion  thereof  be  submitted  to  the  Council  so  that 
we  may  have  some  idea  at  least  where  we  are  and  what  we 
possess,  and  all  this  before  we  attempt  to  seek  any  more 
Acts,  &c.  My  fear  is  that  our  Council  has  been  made  heir 
to  some  strange  blunders,  and  that  a  rude  awakening  awaits 
them,  when  what  has  been  done  is  put  "over  against"  what 
is  decreed.  Let  us  demand  clear  and  distinct  statements  of 
our  financial  position  to  be  submitted  to  the  members.  As 
to  the  approaching  election  I  would  say  mark  out  every 
name  on  the  voting  paper  whose  owner  refuses  to  give  an 
outline  of  his  views,  and  what  he  is  prepared  to  support  if 
returned  to  the  Council.  Also  see  that  every  voting  paper 
is  used  and  returned  to  Bloomsbury  Square  in  good  time.

Pharmaceutical  By-laws. 

Sir, — The  Privy  Council's  decision  concerning  the  manner 
in  which  new  by-laws  are  to  be  submitted  to  a  general 
meeting,  as  quoted  by  you  in  your  editorial  comment  upon 
my  letter  dealing  with  the  subject,  came  as  a  revelation  to 
me,  and  will,  I  expect,  be  received  as  such  by  most  members 
of  the  trade.  To  the  members  of  the  Council,  however,  this 
decision  ought  to  have  been  well  known.  Whether  they 
knew  it  or  not,  the  fact  remains  that  they  have  not  heeded 
it  in  their  procedure,  and  as  recently  as  February  27,  Mr. 
Juhn  Harrison,  speaking  at  Newcastle,  not  only  stated  that 
the  Council  had  a  distinct  right  to  submit  new  by-laws 
en  bloc  to  a  general  meeting  of  members  of  the  Society,  but 
defended  the  wisdom  of  this  course  as  against  my  suggested 
alteration.  With  the  latter  portion  of  his  remarks  I  have 
already  dealt.  The  Society  has  recently  been  saddled  with 
the  expense  of  litigation  incurred  in  the  attempt  to  force  the 
Council's  construction  of  its  powers  under  by-law  upon  a 
candidate  for  examination,  in  opposition  to  the  wishes  of 
many  of  its  members.  If  the  Council  persists  in  ignoring 
the  decision  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  forcing  new  by-laws 
holus-bolus  upon  a  general  meeting  of  its  members,  the 
question  arises  as  to  whether  such  by-laws  would  have  any 
legal  force,  if  the  Privy  Council  confirmed  them  in  ignorance 
of  their  having  been  submitted  in  a  manner  which  they  have 
declared  to  be  ultra  vires.  As  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
Society's  revenue — viz.,  that  derived  from  the  Minor  examina- 
tion fee,  results  under  a  by-law  submitted  in  this  manner,  it 
is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  validity  of  the  claim  to 
demand  such  fees  should  be  beyond  question.

No  effort  to  tempt  amateurs  of  limited 
means  into  chemists'  establishments  could  have  been  more 
innocently  made,  and  chemists  may  rest  assured  that 
the  Ilford  Company's  policy  in  the  present  as  in  the  past  is 
to  do  its  utmost  to  further  the  chemist's  interest?.

Sir, — We  have  carefully  perused  the  letter  of  your  corre- 
spondent who  signs  himself  "  Disgusted  "  on  pages  419  ancl 
420  of  your  issue  of  March  9.  We  are  sorry  for  Mr. 
"  Disgusted,"  and  he  will  probably  be  more  disgusted  when- 
he  hears  that  the  Monroe  Camera  Company,  of  Bochester, 
N.Y.,  ceased  to  exist  in  the  fall  of  1899,  and  that,  following 
upon  their  being  absorbed  in  the  American  Camera  Trust, 
the  English  business  was  taken  over  in  February,  1900,  by 
the  Columbia  Optical  and  Camera  Company,  who  in  their 
1900  catalogue  only  listed  such  Monroe  cameras  as  they 
still  held  a  small  stock  of,  and  which  company  was 
careful  to  list  those  Monroe  cameras  at  full  prices, 
so  that  any  dealers  who  by  chance  still  had  1899  styles- 
in  stock  should  be  able  to  dispose  of  them  without  loss. 
These  listed  prices  were  strictly  adhered  to  until  the 
close  of  the  season  of  1900,  and  duriDg  the  entire  year  we 
disposed  only  of  eleven  Monroe  No.  3  cameras,  which  is  the 
particular  pattern  your  correspondent  refers  to,  and  which 
was  the  entire  quantity  of  cameras  of  this  pattern  that  we 
carried  over.  A  few  of  these,  naturally,  were  damaged  or 
shop-soiled  and  disposed  of  at  a  reduced  price.  As  no- 
"  Monroe  "  cameras  have  been  made  duriDg  the  past  eighteen 
months,  your  correspondent's  statement  that  "any  camera 
made  by  the  Monroe  Company  can  be  supplied  at  the  same 
rate  "  becomes  rather  absurd,  and  we  should  advise  him  nofc- 
to  listen  in  future  to  the  gossip  of  one  of  his  customers  who, 
when  the  matter  is  sifted  to  the  bottom,  could  not  prove  his 
statement.  We  do  not  know  who  the  offenders  are,  and  if/ 
they  really  exist,  they  can  only  have  bought  a  few  cameras 
which  we  jobbed  off  last  fall.  Our  cameras  are  the  "  Pecto 
and  "  Bullard  "  cameras,  and  we  are  very  strict  that  the  listed- 
prices  of  these  instruments  are  maintained,  and  if  any  of 
your  correspondents  find  any  cameras  of  the  above  make 
being  sold  lower  than  listed,  he  would  confer  a  favour  upon 
us  by  giving  us  the  name  and  address  of  the  offender,  and 
we  should  know  how  to  stop  bim.

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Sir, — I  have  just  read  the  Bill  hurriedly  through,  and  one 
word  struck  me  as  being  dangerously  out  of  place.  Not. 
dangerous,  perhaps,  to  the  passing  of  the  Bill,  but  dangerous 
to  the  trade  by  adding  and  increasing  the  rates  and  taxes  if 
the  Bill  should  happen  to  pass  with  the  word  retained.  The 
word  I  refer  to  is  "  separately  "  in  Clause  5.  I  feel  sure  that, 
the  Council  does  not  wish  to  make  laws  and  rules  for  assess- 
ment committees  to  increase  the  rates  and  taxes  of  chemists, 
but  that  is  what  the  clause  actually  will  do  if  the  word 
"  separately  "  remains.  Shops  and  buildings  and  buildings 
with  shops  are  all  rated,  but  "  a  shop  or  building  separately 
rated"  is  quite  another  matter  for  the  tenant.  The  clause  in 
my  opinion  is  sufficient  without  it.  "  Separately  rated  "  has 
a  distinct  meaning  of  its  own,  and  its  consideration  is  quite 
outside  the  enclosure  of  pharmacy  business.  The  word 
"  rated  "  is  sufficient.  Yours  truly,

QUININE  is  again  the  feature  of  the  week,  a  con- 
siderable speculative  business  having  been  done 
at  higher  rates ;  English  and  German  makers  have  also 
officially  advanced  their  quotations,  and  are  not  anxious 
sellers.  The  advance  in  the  unit  at  the  London  auc- 
tions on  Tuesday  is  partly  responsible  for  the  renewed 
speculation.  Apart  from  quinine,  business  in  drugs  and 
chemicals  is  very  quiet  for  the  time  of  the  year.  The 
demand  for  cod-liver  oil  is  increasing,  and  prices  are  rising 
owing  to  the  poor  livers.  Tartaric  acid  is  very  strong, 
citric  is  firm,  and  cream  of  tartar  is  quiet.

The  Politique  Colonialv  states  that  although  Madagascar, 
produces  as  yet  only  a  comparatively  small  quantity  of 
vanilla,  a  noteworthy  increase  is  shown  by  the  Customs 
returns  for  the  last  three  years.  The  exports,  which  in  1890 
were  only  30  kilos.  (66  lbs  ),  rose  in  1896  to  1,050  kilos. 
(2,310  lbs  ),  and  to  3,724  kilos.  (8,192  lbs.)  in  1898.  As 
regards  the  preparation  of  the  product,  the  Creole  colony  of 
the  east  coast  of  Madagascar  has  for  many  years  contained 
skilled  workers,  natives  of  Bourbon  and  Mauritius,  who 
willingly  take  charge  of  the  drying  of  the  pods 

AMERICAN  COTTON-SEBD  OIL. 

In  the  fiscal  year  1871-72  the  quantity  of  cotton-seed  oil 
exported  from  the  United  States  was  only  547,165  gals , 
valued  at  $293,546.  In  1899-1900  the  exports  had  expanded 
to  46,902,390  gals.,  with  a  value  exceeding  $14,000,000. 
During  the  last  two  years  the  exports  represent  respectively 
about  55  per  cent,  and  65  per  cent,  of  the  total  quantity  of 
cotton-seed  oil  manufactured  in  the  United  States,  the  re- 
mainder having  been  retained  for  domestic  consumption. 
The  exports  of  cotton-seed  oilcake  and  oilcake-meal  were 
first  returned  separately  from  those  of  linseed  oilcake  and 
oilcake-meal  in  1895,  when  they  amounted  to  489,716,053  lbs., 
valued  at  #4,310.128;  in  1900  (year  ended  June  30)  the 
quantity  was  1,143,704.342  lbs.,  and  the  value  had  risen  to 
#11,229,188. 


Magnesia  Ponderosa. — At  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  Thurs- 
day, Albert  Pellew,  374  Old  Kent  Road,  S.E.,  was  summoned 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  for  selling  magnesia 
ponderosa  not  of  the  nature  and  substance  demanded,  because  it 
contained  30  per  cent,  of  hydrated  carbonate.  The  purchase  and 
analysis  having  been  proved,  Mr.  F.  W.  Beck,  for  the  defendant, 
stated  that  this  drug  was  practically  never  called  for  by  the  public 
in  the  ordinary  way  of  sale,  and  he  protested  against  the  authori- 
ties taking  proceedings  in  respect  to  such  a  drug.  Mr.  Beck  then 
called  Mr.  Pellew,  who  said  the  heavy  oxide  he  sold  had  been 
about  ten  years  in  stock,  as  it  was  never  before  asked  for  in  his 
fifteen  years'  experience.  Afterwards  Mr.  W.  Johnston,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  gave  evidence  that  microscopical  examination 
showed  that  the  sample  taken  from  Mr.  Pellew  had  once  been 
genuine  heavy  oxide,  but  had  undergone  chemical  change,  and 
was  partly  carbonate.  The  Magistrate,  in  face  of  that  evidence, 
said  he  could  not  convict,  and  dismissed  the  summons.

The  Kodak  Agreement. 

T  WAS  at  the  meeting  of  dealers  in  Anderton's  Hotel  on 
-L  Monday  evening,  which  was  understood  to  be  called  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  the  new  Kodak  agreement,  but 
we  elected  Mr.  George  Houghton  Chairman  of  the  Associa- 
tion (it  is  to  be  called  the  Photographic  Dealers'  Associa- 
tion) and  a  committee  to  work  with  him,  and  discussed 
various  subjects  before  we  got  to  the  real  thing.  Even  then 
there  was  little  guidance,  only  smothered  grumbling. 
Whether  the  new  condition  will  have  the  effect  intended 
the  meeting  did  not  indicate.  Perhaps  it  may  be  useful  to 
state  that  so  far  the  only  roll-holder  cameras  in  this  country 
other  than  Kodaks  are  "Cycam,"  the  "  Pocket"  camera  (the 
Busch  Camera  Company),  and  the  "  Challenge  "  film 
camera  (Lizars,  Glasgow).  There  are  several  makes  of  roll- 
films,  such  as  the  Thornton  films  (Thornton  Film  Company, 
Altrincham),  noticed  in  the  C.  tj'  D.,  September  8,  1900, 
page  445,  and  February  2,  1901,  page  224  ;  the  Wellington 
films  (Wellington  &  Ward,  Elstree)  ;  and  the  Cristoid  films, 
the  latest  introduction  by  Sandell  Films  and  Plates  (Limited), 
Norwood  Junction,  S.E. 

1901  Cameras. 

The  improvements  in  the  "  Sanderson "  camera  (Geo* 
Houghton  &  Son,  High  Holborn,  W.C.)  have  already  been 
mentioned  (C.  Sf  B.,  February  23,  page  318),  and  for  the 
benefit  of  those  dealers  who  will  be  placing  orders  I  may 
mention  as  well  the  following  amongst  the  improvements  in 
cameras  for  the  1901  season.  The  "  Nipper "  camera 
(W.  Butcher  &  Sons,  Blackheath,  S.E.)  sells  well  at  4s.  6^., 
and  it  will  be  found  necessary  to  stock  the  3s.  boxes  of 
developing  and  printing  outfit  and  the  Is.  6d.  carrying  cases 
especially  devised  for  the  "  Nipper."  My  observations  lead 
me  to  the  conclusion  that  the  "  Nipper "  will  be  the 
pocket-camera  of  the  year.  I  gave  one  to  a  boy  who  had 
never  photographed  before,  and  his  results  are  really 
wonderful.  All  his  pocket- money  seems  to  go  in  accessories 
now.  The  "Cycle  Wizard  B  Senior"  camera  (Seabrook 
Brothers  &  Co.,  21  Edmund  Place,  E.C.)  is  a  5  x  4 
modification  of  the  "Cycle  Wizard  B"  which  was  put  on 
the  English  market  last  year.  It  sells  at  31.  15s.,  and  has 
a  longer  bellows  extension  than  its  prototype.  Messrs. 
Marion  &  Co.,  22  and  25  S  )ho  Square,  W.,  have  brought  out 
the  "  New  Century  Swallow  "  hand-camera,  the  chief  feature 
of  which  is  that  it  takes  a  plate  5x3  inches.  Stocking  this 
camera  involves  laying  in  a  stock  of  the  new-sized  plates, 
not  always  a  disadvantage,  as  it  ensures  your  customer 
coming  to  you  for  his  supplies  of  plates  in  future.  ''Xio" 
cameras  (Shew  &  Co ,  88  Newman  Street,  W  )  can  now  be 
had  fitted  with  Goerz  double  anastigmat  or  Busch's  detective 
asplanat  lenses.  J.  J.  Griffin  &  Sons,  Sardinia  Street,  W.C., 
inform  me  that  they  have  introduced  some  improvements  in 
their  "  Cyko  "  hand-cameras.  W.  Watson  fc  Sons,  313  High 
Holborn,  W.C,  have  brought  out  a  stereoscopic  binocular 
camera  in  the  form  of  a  pair  of  field-glasses.  A.  E.  Staley 
&  Co.,  agents  for  Bausch  &  Lomb's  "  Unicum "  shutter,  is 
bringing  out  the  "  Bullard  "  hand-camera,  which  has  some 
new  points.    It  takes  eighteen  5x4  plates. 

Photography  without  a  Camera. 

In  Nature  recently  Mr.  F.  Jervis-Smith  described  a 
method  of  copying  engravings  from  books  for  library  use. 
At  the  back  of  the  picture  to  be  copied  a  piece  of  phos- 
phorescent cardboard  is  placed,  having  been  previously 
excited  by  exposure  to  the  sun  or  magnesium  light,  whilst  on 
the  face  of  the  illustration  it  is  desired  to  copy  a  dry  plate 
is  placed,  and  the  book  closed  for  a  certain  time  determined 
by  experience.  Depending  on  the  thickness  of  the  paper 
used  for  the  book  the  time  varies  from  eighteen  minutes  to 
one  hour.  The  plate  is  then  withdrawn  and  stored  in  a  dark 
box  for  development  in  the  usual  way.  The  plate  is  best 
used  in  one  of  the  thin  slides  used  in  some  forms  of  hand 
cameras,  otherwise  the  manipulation  of  the  plate  under  a 
clotb.  whilst  keeping  light  rays  away  is  a  matter  of  some 
difficulty.    As  to  the  best 


Phosphorescent  Substance 

to  use  for  coating  the  cardboard,  the  luminous  paint  made 
from  phosphorescent  impure  calcium  monosulphide  is  pro- 
bably intended.  This  is  made  by  heating  to  cherry  redness 
for  twenty  minutes  a  mixture  of  finely-powdered  calcined 
oyster-shells,  20  grammes,  sulphur,  6  grammes,  starch, 
2  grammes,  8  c.c.  of  a  solution  containing  basic  bismuth 
nitrate  0  55  gramme,  and  100  c.c.  absolute  alcohol  acidi- 
fied with  a  few  drops  of  hydrochloric  acid.  The  mixture  is 
exposed  to  the  air  till  the  alcohol  is  evaporated.  After 
calcination  the  upper  layer  is  removed— it  consists  of  calcium 
sulphate — and  the  remainder  of  the  mass  powdered,  and 
again  htated  for  fifteen  minutes.

Restoring  Faded  Negatives. 

Sir  Wm.  Crookes's  method  of  reviving  the  faded  images  on 
Dr.  Roberts's  negatives  of  stars  ought  to  be  placed  on  record 
in  the  C.  Z>.,  as  it  is  a  process  that  may  find  applications 
in  other  cases.  The  plate  is  washed  for  three  hours  in 
distilled  water,  and  then  soaked  in  the  following  developei 
for  10  or  15  minutes  in  the  dark,  and  well  washed  : —

Pyrogallol    1  oz.  |  Sod.  carbonate   12

The  Panoram  Kodak, 
which  I  first  saw  at  the  Exhibition  of  the  Royal  Photo- 
graphic Society  at  the  New  Gallery  last  October,  is  a  good 
seller.    Amateurs  do  not  mind  buying  a  "  Panoram "  to 
supplement  any  other  camera  they  possess.    The  No.  1  first 
introduced  has  now  a  companion  in  No.  4  Panoram  Kodak 
recently  introduced,  which  is  identical  in  construction,  bu 
gives  a  picture  12  x  3-J  inches.    I  suppose  most  dealers  ara 
familiar  with  the  principle  of  the  camera  which  is  founded 
on  a  film  bent  into  a  cylindrical  shape,  and  a  lens  which 
rotates  on  its  optical  centre     Years  ago  Sutton's  panoramic 
lens  was  employed  for  panoramic  views.    It  is  sometimes 
referred  to  as  the  "  water  "  lens,  from  the  fact  that  it  con- 
sisted of  two  concentric  shells  of  flint  glass  with  the  space 
in  the  middle  filled  with  water.    The  illumination  was 
managed  by  an  ingenious  stop  on  the  "  butterfly  "  principle 
More  recently  Colonel   Stewart  devised   his   "  Panoram " 
camera,  in  which  the  lens  rotated.    There  is  also  the  device 
of  moving  the  camera  and  joining  together  the  photographs — 
an  unsightly  method.

London  College  op  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy. 

The  annual  dinner  and  distribution  of  medals  and  certifi- 
cates to  the  students  of  this  College  took  place  in  the 
Venetian  Chamber  of  the  Holborn  Restaurant  on  March  7. 
There  were  about  170  students  and  friends  of  Mr.  H.  Wootton 
(the  Principal)  present,  over  whom  during  part  of  the 
evening  Mr.  W.  J.  Eraser  presided  in  the  temporary  absence 
of  Mr.  T.  Skewes-Cox,  M.P.,  who  appeared  with  the  entrees. 

After  an  excellent  menu  had  been  gone  through,  the 
Chairman  proposed  "  Success  and  Prosperity  to  the  London 
College  of  Pharmacy."  Last  year,  he  said,  when  he  occupied 
the  same  position  as  he  did  that  night,  he  had  wished  the 
London  College  God  speed.  From  the  prosperous  appear- 
ance of  the  gathering,  he  was  glad  to  think  that  their 
pleading  had  not  been  in  vain.  He  congratulated  Mr. 
Wootton  and  all  those  present  on  the  phenomenal  success 
which  had  attended  them.  The  examination  results 
showed  that  from  October,  1899,  to  July,  1900,  the 
College  had  passed  124  men,  117  being  Minor  passes  and 
7  Major.  That,  he  thought,  spoke  for  itself,  and,  when  taken 
along  with  the  fact  that  at  the  last  January  examination 
twenty-two  members  of  the  London  College  of  Pharmacy 
passed,  he  thought  there  was  little  further  argument  in 
favour  of  the  college  required.  Having  referred  humorously 
to  the  botanical  garden  which  Mr.  Wootton  has  attached  to 
his  college,  where  students  may  study  "  surrounded  by  all 
the  growths  of  nature  for  the  good  or  ill  of  mankind,"  he 
said  he  had  sent  him  from  Spion  Kop  some  heather  and 
other  things  found  there,  and  he  proposed  to  send  those  to 
Mr.  Wootton  for  the  inspection  of  his  students.  He  was 
satisfied  that  the  pharmacist  of  the  present  day  was  quite 
capable  of  carrying  out  any  new  legislation  which  might  be 
placed  upon  his  shoulders,  and  if  he  could  help  them  on 
some  future  occasion  when  points  in  pharmacy  turned  up  in 
Parliament  he  would  think  that  their  acquaintance  bad  not 
been  made  in  vain.  He  had  been  asked  a  few  days  ago 
whether  an  ordinary  chemist  could  find  arsenic  in  beer  or 
not.  His  answer  was  that  he  had  known  a  chemist  who 
stated  that  he  could  tell  the  component  parts  of  beer  by 
holding  up  a  glass  and  looking  at  it.  (Laughter.)  His  name 
was  Marsh,  but  he  did  not  think  that  he  discovered  any  black 
spot  in  the  sample  of  beer  which  he  tested  him  with,  at  any 
rate;  he  apparently  did  not  use  the  same  method  as  his 
namesake.  (Laughter.)  He  was  glad  to  see  so  many 
Welshmen  among  the  students.  His  own  name  was  Thomas, 
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his  mother's  name  was  Thomas,  and  his  grandfather's  name 
was  Thomas  Thomas — (much  laughter) — therefore  he  had 
a  friendly  feeling  for  anyone  who  came  from  Wales. 

Mr.  Wootton,  replying,  said  that  was  the  first  meeting 
they  had  had  since  the  completion  of  an  entire  session,  and 
it  was  gratifying  to  note  that  the  success  which  at  first 
appeared  phenomenal  to  the  college  had  been  maintained. 


"  The  Students  "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Morgan,  an 
old  student,  and  Mr.  F.  It.  Barlow  responded  in  a  clever  and 
amusing  speech.  In  the  course  of  the  evening  a  successful

During  the  session  progress  both  as  regards  the  attendance 
of  students  and  the  passes  at  the  examination  had  been  con- 
tinued. Early  in  the  session,  to  meet  the  increasing  number 
of  students,  he  had  had  to  fit  up  new  benches  in  the 
chemical  laboratory,  and  now  he  proposed  adding  a  large 
physical  laboratory  and  new  offices.  The  daily  tutorial 
classes  were  found  to  have  been  of  considerable  advantage 
to  students,  and  the  endeavour  of  the  staff  had  been  to 
eliminate  everything  in  the  nature  of  cram.  In  the  region 
of  sports  he  was  glad  to  record  that  the  London  College 
Football  Club  had  won  the  Inter-Pharmacy  Football  League 
Cup  this  year,  and  it  was  a  gratifying  fact  to  notice  that 
footballing  did  rot  interfere  with  work,  as  a  large  percentage 
of  those  who  had  passed  in  January  were  in  the  present 
eleven.

Htwertiemo  b£  2>enttets. 


IN  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  March  2  we  wrote  in 
reference  to  the  action  taken  that  week  by  the  Dental 
Committee  of  the  General  Medical  Council  in  respect  to 
advertising  by  dentists.  We  are  now  able  to  supplement 
that  article  with  an  account  of  the  proceedings  before  the 
committee,  which  met  at  the  offices  of  the  General  Medical 
Council  in  Oxford  Street,  London. 


On  February  26  the  Dental  Committee  sat  to  hear  the 
complaints  against  those  dentists  who  had  received  notice 
and  were  informed  that  they  might  be  represented  by 
counsel.  Five  were  so  represented,  and  one  appeared  ir> 
person.  The  first  case  was  a  complaint  against  a  dentist 
for  having  an  unqualified  assistant,  and  it  transpired  that 
he  was  charged  with  allowing  his  wife  to  perform  dental 
operations — viz.,  two  extractions  and  filling  two  teeth.  The 
defence  was  that  the  teeth  were  loose  stumps  lying  on 
the  gum,  which  were  simply  pushed  off ;  and  the  two  teeth 
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alleged  to  have  been  filled  were  only  dressed  to  relieve  the 
pain  until  the  husband  could  attend  to  them. 

In  the  next  case  the  dentist  was  charged  with  advertising 
certain  letters  to  his  name  implying  a  qualification  he  did 
not  possess— viz.,  •'  R.D  S.,  R  C.S.,  Eng."  The  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  were  the  complainants  in  this  case,  and  it  was  on 
all  fours  with  the  warning  that  has  been  given  in  the  C.  $  D. 
Then  followed  the  advertising  charges  against  three  dentists 
from  one  town,  who  »  ere  cited  to  appear  to  answer  a  complaint 
that  they  did,  on  certain  dates  mentioned,  exhibit  certain 
showcases  and  insert  advertisements  of  an  objectionable 
character  in  certain  magazines,  &c,  contrary  to  the  honour- 
able practice  of  their  profession,  &c.  Dr.  H.  Woods,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Medical  Defence  Union,  had  lodged 
information,  and  appeared  to  press  his  case.  He  com- 
menced to  address  the  committee,  but  after  a  short  time  was 
stopped  by  the  Chairman  and  asked  to  produce  his  evidence. 
Dr.  Woods  said  that  he  had  no  witness  or  evidence  except 
the  copies  of  the  advertisements,  and  these  were  not  in  his 
possession,  as  he  had  sent  them  to  the  Council's  office. 
There  seemed  a  deadlock,  and  it  looked  as  if  the  cases  were 
about  to  collapse  ;  but,  after  a  consultation  by  the  committee 
and  their  legal  adviser,  the  bundle  of  advertisements  was 
produced  and  given  to  Dr.  Woods,  who  was  then  asked  to 
read  and  point  out  in  the  advertisements  the  particular 
things  that  he  claimed  to  be  of  an  objectionable  nature. 
Thereupon  Dr.  Woods  said  he  did  not  claim  that  the 
advertisements  were  objectionable  in  themselves,  or  that  one 
was  more  objectionable  than  another.  He  was  there  to  press 
the  view  that  all  advertisements,  of  any  kind  whatever,  were 
"  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional 
respect."  The  Chairman  upon  this  stopped  Dr.  Woods  with 
the  remark  that  he  thought  he  could  not  have  seen  the  cir- 
cular sent  to  every  dentist  regarding  the  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Council  in  1896  upon  denlists  advertising,  which  was 
as  follows : — 

That  the  attention  of  the  Council  having  been  called  to  the 
practice  of  advertising  by  certain  dentists,  it  is  hereby  resolved  : 
"  That  the  issue  of  advertisements  of  an  objectionable  character, 
and  especially  of  such  as  contain  either  claims  of  superiority  over 
other  practitioners  or  depreciation  of  them,  may  easily  be  carried 
so  far  as  to  constitute  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  pro- 
fessional respect " 

Dr.  Wood  admitted  that  he  had  seen  that,  but  notwith- 
standing he  brought  these  cases  before  the  committee  and 
pressed  them  to  go  further  than  they  did  last  year,  and  to 
say  that  not  only  objectionable  advertisements  but  ad- 
vertisements of  any  kind  is  infamous  and  disgraceful 
conduct,  and  to  erase  the  names  of  those  so  advertising 
from  the  register.  There  followed  a  long  discussion  between 
the  parties  and  the  committee,  the  dentists  and  their  legal 
advisers  pointing  out  the  haimless  and  unobjectionable 
nature  of  the  advertisements,  and  the  fact  that  they  thought 
they  were  only  doing  what  they  were  entitled  to,  bearing  in 
mind  the  circular  of  the  Council  which  implied  that  they 
could  advertise  within  certain  lines,  &c,  but  they  had 
had  withdrawn  the  advertisements  complained  of.  The  two 
legal  gentlemen  then  addressed  the  committee,  as  did  the 
dentist  not  legally  represented,  and  the  Chairman  concluded 
the  matter  by  statiDg  that  the  committee  only  inquired  into 
the  facts  of  each  case,  and  they  should  report  the  result  of 
the  inquiry  to  the  Council.  The  dentists  complained  of 
would  receive  ample  notice  to  appear  when  the  Council  met 
in  May  or  June. 


<M  of  ©range.

IN  1899  E.  and  H.  Erdmann  discovered  the  presence  of  the 
nitrogenous  ester,  methyl  anthranilate,  in  oil  of  neroli. 
Last  year  I  found  the  same  body  in  traces  in  ordinary  oil  of 
orange,  showing  that  although  the  esters  disappeared  during 
the  transformation  from  flower  to  fruit  almost  entirely, 
traces  were  still  to  be  found  in  the  fruit-oil.  The  same 
holds  good  for  linalyl  acetate,  a  constituent  both  of  the 
neroli  oils  and  (in  traces)  the  orange  oils. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  H.  Haensel  for  a  supply  of  the  oil 
obtained  from  the  so-called  "  orange  peas,"  or  unripe  small 


oranges  in  the  very  early  stage  of  their  development.  This 
oil  is  of  especial  interest  since  it  forms  the  connecting-link 
between  the  neroli  and  the  fruit  oil.  From  it  I  have  isolated 
traces— but  only  traces — of  methyl  anthranilate  in  the 
manner  previously  described.  A  comparison  of  the  properties 
of  the  three  oils  is  of  interest : — 

Sp.  gr.  Rotation 

Neroli   0-870-0-880  ...  +4°  to  +15° 

"Orange  pea"         0-862  ...  +71°  16' 

Orange         ...        0850  ...  +96° 

The  decrease  in  sp.  gr.  and  the  increase  in  optical  rotation 
(which  are,  of  course,  the  results  of  observations  on  numerous 
samples,  and  are  therefore  known  to  be  constant)  clearly 
show  the  gradual  increase  in  the  quantity  of  terpene  present. 

The  oxygenated  constituents  of  orange  oil  have  recently 
been  investigated  somewhat  fully,  but  those  present  in  the 
"  pea  "  oil  are  very  different  from  those  of  the  mature-fruit 
oil,  as  shown  from  the  sp.  gr.  of  samples  from  which  all  the 
terpenes  had  been  removed  under  similar  conditions. 

The  two  terpeneless  oils  gave  the  following  figures  : —
